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VICTORY FOR MRS. POLLOCK 


JURY SAYS HER FATHER-IN-LAW 
MUST PAY HER $37,500. 





Believed Pollock Senior Alienated Her Hus- 
band’s Affections—Remarkable ‘Scene in 
Judge Pryor’s Court When the Verdict 
Was Announced—Judge and Court Offi- 
cers Could Not Stop the Applause—Hus- 
band and Wife Both Scored in the 
Summing Up—Defendant’s Counsel Will 
Take an Appeal. 


“We find for Mrs. Ellen Pollock, and 
award her $37,500 damages.” 

This was the verdict rendered last even- 
Ing in Part II. of the Court of Common 
Pleas in the suit of Mrs. Ellen Pollock 
against her father-in-law, Alexander Pol- 
lock, to recover $50,000 for alienating the 
affections of her husband, Edward Pollock. 

In an instant the big audience broke out 
into applause. Judge Pryor and the court 
officers made a perfunctory attempt to sup- 
press the demonstration, but it was evident 
that the Judge, as well as most of the other 
persons in the room, was in thorough sym- 
pathy with the verdict, and despite the 
rapping of the judicial gavel there was no 
perceptible diminution of the applause for 
several minutes. 

The big crowd that had packed the court- 
room all day had remained patiently to see 
the final outcome of the remarkable case, 
and they were not to be deprived of the op- 
portunity to express their feelings. 

Mrs. Pollock and her counsel received 
the verdict, as they did the applause, 
with smiles. As the foreman of the jury 
made the announcement of the finding, 
Mrs. Pollock’s worn face became illu- 
mined with satisfaction. 

She strained her little girl Annie to her 
breast and turned a beaming look on the 
jurymen. Col. James, her chief counsel, 
stooped to congratulate her and then 
bowed his thanks to the jury. He was 
spon surrounded, as was his client, on all 
sides by friends and admirers, who sought 
a handshake and offered congratulation at 
the outcome. 

Over at the end of the jury box, where 
the defendant, Alexander Pollock, sat with 
his lawyers, there was no reflection of the 
joy that found expression in the group 
about the plaintiff Mr. Pollock had un- 
doubtedly been prepared for a heavy ver- 
dict, as the trend of the jury’s sympathy 
had been made manifest early in the trial. 

His daughter-in-law’s story of her suf- 
fering and persecution, her account of the 
efforts of Mr. Pollock and his lawyers to 
separate her from her husband, Edward E. 
Pollock, had carried so much weight that 
it was apparent that she would come pretty 
near to getting the $50,000 damages she 


asked from her father-in-law for the aliena- 
tion of her husband’s affections, ‘The 
testimony of her husband in behalf of his 
father had only served to strengthen her 
case, and the testimony of the defendant 
himself had been so badly shattered on 
cross-examination, that it bore strongly 
against himin the end: But this did not 
prevent himfrom showing his keen dis- 

re at-the verdict, though he-gave no 
audible expression of his feelings. 

Mr. Pollock’s counsel, Mr. Thain, who 
had fought a losing tight with admirable 
skill and coolness, was on his feet as svon 
as the verdict was announced and the jury 

ad been discharged with thanks by Judge 

ryor. First he asked the court to set 
sside the finding as exorbitant, a request 
that Judge Pryor promptly denied. ‘hen 
he asked for a stay of execution of thirty 
days and an additional sixty days in which 
to prepare a new case. ‘This the court 
granted. 

Col James asked for permission to enter 
notice of the judgment at once in the 
Counties of New-York and Rockland, in 
the latter of which Nyack is situated, 
where Mr. Pollock lives. The permission 
was granted, as was the request of an extra 
allowance of 5 percent. in the amount of 
the verdict for counsel fees and expenses. 
Mr. Thain objected, but his objection was 
overruled and the case was over. 

** Shall yon appeal?” Mr. Thain was 
asked, as he began to pack up his papers. 

“Appeal? Certainly. We will fight the 
case to the end, and we have not the slight- 
est doubt that the verdict will be set aside 
by the higher courts.” 

The lawyers on both sides had put forth 
their best efforts in summing up before the 
case was given to the jury. ‘They consumed 
the entire day with their speeches, and 
scored their opponents unmercifully. Mr. 
Thain went into the question of the alleged 
relations of Mr. and Mrs. Pollock before 
their marriage in the most relentless man- 
ner. He ridiculed the idea that the elder 
Pollock had alienated his son’s love from 
the woman who was suing for damages. 

“She had no love that this defendant 
could alienate,” he said. ‘‘ Edward E. Pol- 
lock married the woman from a manly 
sense of duty. He cared nothing for her, 
and never lived with her in the true sense. 
it required no effort on his father’s part to 
separate him trom the woman who had en- 
trapped him into matrimony by false pre- 
tenses, just as Eva Mann trapped Robert 
Ray Hamilton. 

“When the young man found that she 
nad deceived him when she pretended that 
she was about to become a mother, there 
was a revulsion of feeling such as any man 
would feel under the circumstances. Her 
subsequent behavior only accentuated this 
feeling and led to the separation which 
was irevitable under the circumstances. 
Alexander Pollock did nothing to force the 
separation, and the assertion that he did is 
us false as it is absurd.” 

Col James followed in a telling address, 
which visibly atfected the jurymen. At 
one time, as he drew a picture of his clients’ 
utter wretchedness under the persistent 

rsecution of her husband’s relatives, 

s. Pollock burst into tears, a sight that 
so affected her little girl that the child be- 
gan to wail most piteously. 

“The defendant has stopped at nothing to 
humiliate his son's wife. Why, he even put this 
gon on the stand toliefer him. He made this 
son give testimony calculated to throw doubts 
on the legitimacy of his little grandchildren.” 

Judge Pryor charged the jury ina very 
conservative tone. He said he would not 
discuss the evidence, but would leave it 
entirely with the jurors to decide whether 
or not Mrs. Pollock was entitled to dam- 
efes.

A GRAVE FOR PROF. PROCTOR. 


W. Childs Will Provide One in 


Greenwood Cemetery. 


The remains of Prof. Richard A. Proctor, 
the eminent English astronomer who died 
in this city of yellow fever four and a half 
years ago, are at last to have a fitting rest- 
ing place in Greenwood. 

In its issue of June 12 the New-YORK 
Times called attention to the neglected, 
unmarked grave hidden in a corner of 
Greenwood Cemetery, and told the pathetic 
story of the great astronomer’s death. 

George W. Childs, proprietor of the Phil- 
adelphia Ledger, with characteristic gener- 
osity took an interest in this tale of human 
forgetfulness and promptly purchased a lot 
in Greenwood near the Flatbush gate, not 
far from the main entrance, and thither the 
astronomer’s dust will be removed. “A 
modest sarcophagus of granite will be 
erected and dedicated in October with suit- 
able ceremonies. 

It is expected that Col. Robert G. Inger- 
soll will deliver the oration, and Miss Mary 
Proctor, the dead astronome:’s daughter, 
will come from her home in St. Joseph, 
Mo., to attend the ceremony. The arrange- 
ments are in charge of William Bok, who 
is trying to get for the occasion letters 
from Spencer, Huxley, and other eminent 
scientists of this country and England. 

Not even the humble grave where Proc- 
tor’s body now reposes belonged to him or 
to a member of his family. The under- 
taker owns the grave, and on the cemetery 
books it is known only as ‘Lot 5,928, 
Greenwood.” When the body was first 
placed there it was understood that the 
arrangement was only temporary. But 
there it has been permitted to lie until THE 
New-York Times told the sad story and 
Mr. Childs determined to fittingly honor 
the dead astronomer.

A LONG-LOST HUSBAND FOUND. 


Cafl Schmiedham, a Shipwrecked Sailor 


Mourned as Dead, Is Heard From. 


NEWARK, N. J., June 27.—For many 
years Catherine Schmiedham of this city 
believed her sailor husband, Carl Schmie- 
dam, a Norwegian, to have been lost at sea. 
The woman, with her two children, lived 
in Brooklyn when she was informed of her 
husband’s death. He was reported to have 
been drowned off the coast of Newfound- 
land. One ofthe children died soon after, 
and the woman left Brooklyn and came to 
this city. 

She toiled hard to support herself andthe 
only remaining child, a girl, but when the 
latter reached the age of fourteen years 
Mrs. Schmiedham was unable to control her 
and was compelled to have her placed in 
the City Home. 

During allthese years nothing had been 
heard ot the missing sailor until about a 
month ago, when Mrs. Scamiedham re- 
ceived a letter postmarked St. John, N. 
b., from the supposed dead man. Schmied- 
ham wrote that he had been shipwrecked 
on the South American coast and had been 
unable to ship to this country. 

He was in the South for over a year. 
Then he went to England, and later to 
Norway. A period of nearly four years 
elapsed when the sailor again landed on 
America’s shore. 

He went at once to Brooklyn in search of 
his wife only to find her gone. In the let- 
ter he stated that he had sent hundreds of 
letters in the hope of finding her, and only 
recently learned from a seafaring man that 
his wife and child were living in this city. 

Schmiedham promised to send money 
sufficient to defray their expenses to St. 
John. He had prospered of late years, he 
wrote, and was now Captain of a vessel in 
which he would soon sail for Norway. 





OLD FORT SAN SABA, 


A Silver Mine Being Worked Near the Ruins 


of a Spanish Mission, 


GALVESTON, Texas, June 27.—Dr. Robert M. 
Gilbert has just returned from Menardville, 
Menard County, where he visited the silver 
mine being worked by a company of Texas 
capitalists. He says thut they are working a 
“nall force, and are taking out about three 
tons oforeaday. Specimens of carbonate sent 
to Denver assayed thirty-five ouncesof silver 
and five ounces of cold to the ton. 

“One mile above Menardville,” said Dr. Gil- 
bert, *‘on the river, is the old Spanish mission 
of San Saba, of which nothing remains but the 
foundation of the chapel and a part of the wall 
that inclosed a square of 100 yards, and against 
which were roomsor cells. The fort seems to 
have been builtontbe same plan as the mis- 


sions at San Antonio. There are many strange 
traditions connected with this old ruin, When 
it was builtis not accurately known. That in 
the last century it was for years a fiourishing 
misegion is evident from the traces of system- 
atic irrigation and agriculture that are to be 
seen in its vieinity. Many miles of old ditch 
can be traced, and thousandsof acres in the San 
Saba Valley, including the site of the present 
town of Menardville, were no doubt under 
cultivation. 

“The history of this strange old mission, 
however, is involved in darkness. A general 
tradition is that the Franciscan friars estab- 
lished it in the last century, and that the 
Comanche Indians stormed the fort and mas- 
sacred every inmate. There is another tradi- 
tion that in the vicinity of the fort was a ricoh 
silver mine, which the Spaniards worked for 
years with great profit. The exact location of 
this mine has never been discovered, although 
diligent search has been made forit from time 
to time. That silver abounds in this section 
there is no question.”

He has made pro- 
vision for reaching the surface when desired by 
meuns of a set of pumps to expel the water ad- 
mitted to the hull,

PORTER SUCCEEDS SPENCER 


NEW BLOOD INFUSED INTO THE 
RAPID-TRANSIT COMMISSION. 





Pressure of Private Business Causes Mr. 
Spencer to Resign — Mayor Gilroy 
Promptly Fills the Vacancy by Ap- 
pointing David F. Porter, a Widely- 
Known Banker and Real Estate Man 
of Harlem, Who Is an Enthusiast for 
Genuine Rapid Transit. 


Samuel Spencer has ceased to be a Rapid- 
Transit Commissioner. His resignation 
was accepted yesterday afternoon by 
Mayor Gilroy, who at once appointed 
David F. Porter of 132 West Orie Hun- 
dred and Twenty-first Street as Mr. Spen- 
cer’s successor. 

Mr. Spencer, who sent in his resignation 
some days ago with those of three other 
Rapid-Transit Commissioners, only to have 
them refused by the Mayor, determined to 
resign finally after the meeting at which 
the last propositions were made to the 
Manhattan Elevated Railread Company. 
His letter was received by the Mayor last 
Wednesday, but was not made public until 
yesterday. Here is the text of it: 

The ee. Thomas F. Gilroy, Mayor of New-York 
ily: 

DEAR Str: The agreement of the Rapid- 
Transit Commission on Monday afternoon, sub- 
stantially upon the plan and terms so long ad- 
vocated by a majority, I hope lays the 
foundation for such additional facilities, at an 
early day, as the city now most urgently needs. 

While | have been pleased to devote the nec- 
essary labor and time to assist in this result, 
private ailairs now demand my attention to 
such a degree that it will be impossible for pe 
to continue to discharge the duties of a pubilo 
office which consume 80 much time and atten- 
tion. 

I therefore present to you my resignation as a 
member of the Board of Rapid-Transit Railroad 
Commissioners, and reyuest its early accept- 
ance. 

Lhanking you for the courtesies extended to 
me, and with the best wishes for the future auc- 
cess of the commission, in whose work you 
have manifested such earnest interest, I am, 
very respectfully yours, 

SAMUEL SPENCER. 

Mayor Gilroy sent the following letter of 
acceptance to Mr. Spencer yesterday after- 
noon: 

Samuel Spencer, Eeg., 23 Wall Street, New-York 
City: 


DrEaR Sir: In acknowledging the receipt of 
and officially aecepting your resignation as a 
member of the Rapid ‘Transit Commission, I 
recognize the force of the private reasons urged 
by you for this action. I take pleasure in also 
assuring you of my appreciation of the courtesy, 
capacity, and energy with which you have dis- 
charged the duties of a member of the commis- 
sion, as observed by mein my relations with it. 
Yours, very truly, 

THOMAS F. GILROY, Mayor. 

David F. Porter called at the Mayor’s 
office by appointment at3 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. Mr. Gilroy welcomed him 
warmly, and after a brief conversation ap- 
pointed him to succeed Mr. Spencer. Mr. 
Porter at once took the requisite oath and 
received his commission. Judge Ingraham, 
Fire Commissioner Gray, and other officials 
who were in the office at the time congrat- 
ulated the new Commissioner. 

Mr. Porter was born in this city, and 
Mayor Gilroy could probably have ap- 
pointed no other man who appreciates 
more fully than does Mr. Porter the neces- 
sity of getting rapid transit, and getting it 
quickly. Mr. Porter is widely known in 
banking and real estate circles, and his 
reputation in the business community is 
one that any man might well envy. He is 
President of the Hamilton Bank of New- 
York City, 215 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street. Associated with him 
in the Directory of that bank are such 
men as William P. St. John, Charles B. 
Fosdick, and other men whose names are 
familiar in financial and business circles. 

When, in 1892, the Bank of Harlem was 
found to be in avery bad condition through 
the unfaithfulness of two of its Presidents, 
the depositors whose interests were endan- 
gered insisted that David F. Porter should 
take charge of the bank and straighten out 
matters. He didso. He took hold of the 
Bank of Harlem, consolidated it with the 
Hamilton Bank, and every depositor in the 
Bank of Harlem has been paid off in fulL 

Mr. Porter’s real estate office is on One 
Hundred and Twenty-tifth Street. Heisa 
Director of the Real Estate Exchange. 
Just before the present Rapid-Transit 
Commission was appointed by Mayor 
Grant, the Rapid-Transit Committee of the 
Real Estate Exchange was very active in 
its endeavors to promote the desired im- 
provement, and Mr. Porter was a most 
zealous member of the committee. He

on is a dyed-in-the-wool Republican, as 
is his predecessor, Mr. Spencer. Under the 
law, when a vacancy occurs in the Rapid- 
Transit Commission it must be filled by a 
man of the same political affiliations as the 
Commissioner whom he succeeds. Mr. 
Porter is a member of the Harlem Repub- 
lican Club and a delegate to the Repub- 
lican County Committee from the Tw enty- 
seventh Assembly District. He was a 
delegate to the Republican National Con- 
vention at Minneapolis last year, and has 
twice been a candidate for Presidential 
Elector on the Republican ticket. He is 
forty-five years of age. 

As a resident of Harlem he has always 
been an ardent advocate of speedy commu- 
nication between upper aud lower New- 
York. When seen by a NEw-YorK TIMES 
reporter after his appointment, he said: 

* Of course,I can say nothing now as to 
the general status of the rapid-transit prob- 
Jem. Living in Harlem and being fully ac- 
quainted with and deeply interested in its 
prosperity, I desire to see the proper sort of 
rapid transit established as soon as. possi- 
ble. Iam glad that we have a Mayor who 
has the interest of the city at heart—a man 
who knows the needs of the upper section 
of the city and the best means of satisfy- 
ing them. He is a man who doesn’t look 
on Harlem merely as a goat pasturage. 

**I don’t know that I will be called upon 
to do anything in my new capacity. 
know of the proposition which has been 
submitted by the commission to the Man- 
hattan Elevated Railroad Company, and I 
do not suppose that there will be anything 
for the commission to do until the railroad 
company notifies us what action it will 
take on the propositions submitted.” 

Mayor Gilroy said: ‘“‘I appointed Mr. 
Porter because of his business ability and 
because of his familiarity with the needs 
of the people of the upper section of the 
city. 

Mr. Spencer, when seen at his office in 
the afternoon, said that he had very little 
to add to his letter to the Mayor. 

**T feel that I have done all that I canin 
the commission,” he said, ‘“‘and I am thor- 
oughly tired, apart from the fact that my 
business engagements are such as to pre- 
vent my giving any more time to the rapid- 
transit work asa member of the commis- 
sion. I feel now that the work of the 
commission has been carried to a point 
where it is no longer necessary for me to 
remainin it. What has been done wa 
done for the best interests of the communi- 
ty. lwigh that it might have happened 
that the Manhattan Company had not 
been the only organization to which we 
could turn, but since that was the fact it 
seemed to me that the only common-sense 
solution of the probiem of rapid transit 
must be had through that company.” 

The Manhattan Directors and the special 
Committee on Extensions appointed to 
deal with the Rapid-Transit Commission- 
ers do not expect to do anything with the 
ge neta now before them until they 

ear from Mr. Gould, who is in Europe.

LAWSON N. FULLER’S SARCASM. 


Other Orators Give Him a Clear Field at 
a Rapid-Transit Meeting. 


A rapid-transit meeting was held last night on 
Washington Heights whioh fairly well filled the 
Atheneum in One Hundred and Fifty-fifth 
Street. Congressman John R. Fellows, Orlando 
B. Potter, and Lawson N. Fuller bad been an- 
nounced to speak, and the handbills circulated 
before the meeting promised that Alderman 
Robert B. Saul would preside. 

Col. Fellows had to attend a funeral, Mr. Pot- 
ter excused himself because he was living out 
of town, and the field was left to Lawson N. 
Fuller, who occupied it to the infinite delecta- 
tion of the audience. 

Before he spoke there were some introduc- 
tory remarks by J. Baldwin Hands, who presid- 
ed, Alderman Saul having sent a letter hopiug 
that chere would be a good meeting and that 
his constitaents would insist that the Manhat- 
tan Road accept the proposition of the Rapid- 
Transit Commissioners. ‘This was just what 
his constituents had decided that they shoulda 
not do and they failed to show any regret that 
Mr. saul had remained away. Ex-Judge James 
Rk, Augel and Michael J. Fenton also made 
speeches which led up to Mr. Fuller's. 

Mr. Fuller's address was full of characteris- 
tio expressions, amoag them the foliowing:

DEATH OF A HAITIAN STATESMAN, 


Edmond Paul Had Distinguished Himself 


in Politics and Literature. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 22.—Edmond Paul, 
a distinguished Haitian statesman, died here 
of progressive anemia Sunday last. He was 
educated in Paris, and was a pupilof Michel 
Chevalier, the celebrated French writer on po- 
liticaleconomy. Following his master, Edmond 
Paul devoted himself to the study of political 
economy, and was known as a writer outside 
the bounds of his native land. Among his 
works may be mentioned “ Etudes sur 1’ Instruc- 
tion Publique,” ‘Protection aux Industries 
Naissants,” *‘ Etudes sur l’Emprunt Domingue,” 
&e. 


He formed one of a groupoft men of whom - 


any country might be proud. Boyer Bazelais, 
Hannibal Price, and Edmond Pan! were recog- 
nized as chiefs of the Liberul Party in Haiti, 
which has always sought to place heron the 
main road of progress and peaceful develop- 
ment. He was amanof varied and extensive 
information, a keen and active political thinker 
and worker, and above suspicion in matters of 
finance. Indeed, on one occasion he nearly 
brought himself under the notice of the civil 
powers by throwing out of his office a man who 
offered him a bribe of 1,000,000f. if he would 
alter some figures inarailway contract he was 
authorized by the Government to draw up. 
His integrity and probity were recognized even 
by his political opponents, who. when they 
heard of his death deplored the sad event asa 
national calamity. 

Physically he was very imposing, his stature 
being above thatof most men. He was 6 feet 9 
inches in height. Though of a very retiring dis- 
position he sacrificed his feelings for his 
country’s welfare, and was twice elected Mayor 
of Port au Prince and three times Deputy of 
the Legisiative Council for that city. Under 
the present President he was a member of the 
Senate, and would have been made chief of the 
Senatorial body had his health allowed of his 
acceptance of the position. 

His body has been embalmed and will be sent 
to Port au Prince. 


A DANGEROUS LUNATIO AT LARGE. 


Sylvester Sherwood of Mount Kisco While 
Insane Tries to-Commit Murder. 





Movunt Kisco, June 27.—This village was 
thrown into a high state of excitement about 9 
o’clock this morning by pistol shots in George 
Knapp’s grocery store on Main Street. Sylves- 
ter Sherwood, who had made repeated threats to 
kill Lawyer A. J. Adams, bad tred to knock 
him on the head with a loaded whip handle, 
but was frustrated in the attompt, and the 
lawyer had fired the shots. 

This was the culmination of an old feud. For 
the past eight or ten years Sherwood has ac- 
cused Adame of having broken up his family, 
and has threatened a good many times to kill 
him. Since last Saturday he has been looking 
for Adams. Adams heard of this and conse- 
quently prepared for any emergency. 

This morning Adams, who has his law office 
over the grocery, went into the store to leave 
hie keys. As he was going out of the door Sher- 
wood crept up behind him. Adams heard him 
and told him to stop. Sherwood did not stop, 
and Adams pulled out his pistol, again telling 
Sherwood to hait or he would fire. ashe did 
not obey, Adams fired a shot to scare him, but 
he did not soare. Then Adams fired another 
shot at Sherwood, aud the bullet grazed the 
back of his right hand, inflicting a flesh wound. 

Sherwood, whois known to be insane, was 
seized and held until Constable Quinby came 
and took him to the look-up. Adams was al- 
lowed his liberty. When Sherwood was placed 
in the lock-up he raved wildly and said he 
would yet kill Adams. 

Two years ago Sherwood's wife found it im- 
—_ to live with him, and she returned to 

er father, Benjamin Sniflin, at North Castle, in 
Westchester County. Sherwood has recently 
threatened to kill half a dozen residents of 
Mount Kisco against whom he has only a fan- 
cied grievance. He has been an inmate of the 
insane asylum aix times. 

Sherwood was this afternoon committed by 
Justice Crane to await the action either of the 
Grand Jury or of a commission to determine his 
mental condition. 





NEW ARMORY FOR JERSEY OITY.,

TRENTON, N. J., June 27.—The State Military 
Board, acting as the Armory Commission, to- 
day awarded to Joseph Jewkes & Sons the con- 
tract for the erection of a new armory in Jer- 
sey City, for the National Guard of Hudson 
County.

The armory is to be erected under the law 
passed in 1891. The county gives the ground 
and the estate erects the building at acost of 


$125,000. The difference between the amount 
appropriated and the cost of this building is to 
be xiven by Hudson County. 

The armory is to be of brick with brownstone 
trimming and will contain a finer drillroom 
than any other armory in the county. Other

In one of the vaults of the building-rbont a 
Million dollars in gold, silver, and greenbacks 
are stored. 

When the vault was opened to-day there was 
an escape of gas from the room and the odor 
denoted plainly that there was a smouldering 
fire somewhere. An investigation showed that 
many of the packages in which money was 
stored were blackened and partially burned. 

Within the last few yeurs electricity has been 
introduced as a means of iliumipation. One of 
the lamps burst or burned out and exploded, 
and the carbons fell to the floor still in an ig- 
nited condition and continued burning tor 
some time, cauaing considerable damage to the 
packages. 

The Mint authorities say that the vaultis a 
new one, was constructed under the supervi- 
sion of the Government architect, has a cement 
floor, is supposed to be fire-proof, and has all 
the latest improvements. They hardly think 
that they can be held responsible, and say that 
the lamps are never allowed to burn at night 
and are not turned on except when the vault is 
open. The vauitis air tight, has rubber-lined 
doors, and no draft is possible. 

The lamp fellinto a box in which there was 
some paper, and the paper ignited, the flames 
communicating toa pile of paper money con- 
sisting of about $20,000 in small billa. The top 
villas are doubtless scorched so as to make them 
useless for circulation, but the Superintendent 
thinks that the denominations and numbers can 
be recognized 60 that they can be replaced with- 
out loss to the Government other than the cost 
of printing. 

A special Treasury agent has been dispatched 
here to make an investigation, and nothing will 
be touched until his arrival. 


A POLICEMAN AND A BEAR. 


They Met in the Early Dawn at Coney 


Island and There Was Trouble. 


ConEY ISLAND, June 27.—Policeman Bernard 
MoGray of the Coney Island squad will in fut- 
ure, it is probable, give sleeping “drunks” a 
wide berth. This morning he saw what he 
thought was one of that species slumbering on 
a stoop in that part of the island known as the 
“Gut.” Withthe usual pluck ofa Coney Island 
policeman he brought his night stick to bearon 
the feet of, as he imagined, the inoffensive 
sleeper. 

Instead of bestirring a dilapidated inebriate, 
however.on whom he might;wreak his righteous 
wrath without fear of reprisal, Officer MoGray 
was horrified to see a big brown bear rear itself 
on its hind legs.

SILVER PROBLEMS NEW PHASE 


THE DISCUSSIONS OF THE PRESI- 
DENT AND HIS OABINET. 





Unanimous Opinion that the India Inciy 
dent Will Help Mr. Cleveland Secure 
for His Party the Repeal of the Sher- 
man Law—Little Probability that He 
Will Call Congress Together Earlier 
Than Already Announced—The Reti- 


cence of the Members of the Cabinet. 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The Administra 
tion may have an opinion about the effect 
of the adoption of the gold standard for~ 
India, but it is not yet ready to give it te 
the public. All the reports that have cir- 
culated to-day about the discussion in the 
Cabinet of the new aspect of the silver 
question appear to be conjectures, for the 
Secretary of the Treasury, departing from 
the habit of his predecessors, remains 
mute when asked to talk about the situa- 
tion. With other members of the Cabinet 
there is silence, out of regard for the de- 
sire of the Treasury Department to await 
developments. 

But members of the Cabinet have friends, 
just as Senators have, and they some- 
times convey information in a diluted and 
unauthorized form that is more or less in- 
structive. It seems, from the accounts of 
one of these reflecting talkers, that there 
was discussion in the Cabinet to-day about 
silver and the ettect of its sudden and seri- 
ous decline in price. It could hardly 
have been otherwise. And it is 
certained that the Cabinet members 
were almost unanimously of the 
ion that the India incident will help the 
President to secure for his party the repeal 
of the Sherman act. There does not ap- 
pear to be any prodability that he will, 
advance the day for an extra 
session, unless, upon the request of a suffi- 
cient number of members, he is urged to 
ask for a session as a way of securing re- 
lief that they are prepared to afford by 
their votes. 

One member of the Cabinet, in a conver- 
sation to-night with a friend, said that 
both the President and Mr. Carlisle were 
disposed to believe that the India incident 
might bring many hesitating Democrats to 
a resolution that the Sherman act must be 
repealed before anything whatever can bi 
undertaken in the way of affirmative leg 
islation. But none of the Cabinet officers 
was quite sure that the opposition to silvei 
coinage and tosilver purchases would not be 
increased by further consideration of the 
situation as it appears since tue United 
States had become the only silver-purchas- 
ing nation in the world. As this Cabinet 
ofticer is reported as saying: “ Perhaps it 
would be well to keep these silver men & 
few daysin doubt before intimating whas6 
they are expected to do.” as 

Before going to the Cabinet meeting to- 
day, Secretary Carlisle received a cable- 
gram from London announcing a further 
decline in the price of silver to 35d. At 
this price asilver dollar is worth 58% cents. 

The only prominent silver man here to- 
day is A. J. Warner, and his state of mind 
is anindication of the distress that the 
fall of silver will produce in the silver 
ranks. He looks for all manner of disas- 
ters, and for revolution, which have both 
been threatened by the silver men tor 
years, and which have been averted only be- 
cause of concessions to such extremists as 
W arner. , 

Senator Stewart, who is something of a 
silver man himself, is in Mexico, so that he 
cannot be quoted at this interesting junct- 
ure. Correspondents of Rocky Mountain 
papers have been showered with dispatches 
all day long, calling for information and 
opinions, the number and tone of the re- 
quests indicating that there is in Denver 
and Salt Lake and other silver centres a 
great deal more concern about “the com- 
modity” than there was even when the 
Silver Coinage bill was before Congress. 

If Mr. Boatner, one of the Representa- 
tives from Louisiana, retlects the opinions 
of silver men, they have lost much because 
of the omission of the President to cail the 
Congress immediately after his inaugura- 
tion, for he says thatif it had met it would 
have before this time presented to the 
President a bill providing for the free coin- 
age of silver. Just now, upon the news 
from London, the chance of a silver coin- 
age bill seems to have been absolutely dis- 
pelled, and all the talk indicates the feel- 
ing that such a proposition would now be 
out of the question. : 

But there will be Congressmen who will 
ask, ‘‘What have we to do with England 
or with India?” Every Congress contains 
those men. ‘They have an abiding faith in 
the power of the United States to say by 
legislation what silver shall be_ worth. 
They will sympathize with Mr. Warner, 
who settles it all by declaring that there 
has been a “conspiracy,” and that Wall 
Street has “ put up the job” with England 
to depreciate the value of the white metal. 

The reticence that characterizes the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is observed by tho 
lesser lights in the department. I¢ is un- 
derstood that they are not to declare a 
policy for the Secretary, but that he will 
communicate with the public when he has 
decided what the policy of the Government 
isto be. A policy that had been adopted 
last week, it is suggested, would have been 
ruined, perhaps, by the news of this week 
from the other side of the Atlantic. : 

The Star says editorially: ‘* With the sit- 
nation as it now stands, (and there is dan 
ger of its becoming even more unfavorable 
toward the white metal,) it will not be pos- 
sible for the United States to keep silver at 
a parity with gold. The mercantile and 
financial world is opposed tu such a strug- 
gle—a straggle in which silver would be 
overpowered by superior weight. Alone, 
and without a single sympathizer among 
the nations of Europe, the United States is 
now endeavoring to uphold the price ot 
silver by purchasing 4,500,000 ounces per 
month. ‘Ihe task istoo great and brings 
with it no promise of reward. Congress 
should meet at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, and by repealing the Sherman act 
and fixing our currency on the world’s 
basis give us a chance tu do business in the 
world’s markets.” : 

Senator Dolph of Oregon, who is the only 
Pacific slope Senator in the city, said this 
morning: “I am opposed to my colleague, 
as you know, on the subject of free coin- 
age, and am in favor of maintaining all the 
currency on a par with gold, but it seems 
to me this action of the Indian Government 
will diminish instead of increase the pros- 
pect of passing a repeal of the Sherman 
law by the Senate. 1 think the effect will 
be to make thoughtful members of Con- 
gress hesitate before they further depreci- 
ate the value ofsilver by suddenly throw- 
ing upon the markets of the world the 
4,500,000 ounces of silver, equivalent to 
nearly the whole American product now 
purchased and stored by the Government. 
{i do not know that anything better than 
the repeal of the Sherman act can be dove 
to relieve the situation, but lam _ fearful 
that the repeal of that act would be dis- 
astrous to the finances of the Government 
and to silver.” : 

The Senator further desired to correct @ 
published statement that he said in sub- 
stance that Mr. Cleveland would not be 
able to command the presence of Congress 
at the special session and that for himself 
he should not come to Washington prior to 
Sept. 30. He migit have said that Con- 
gress should not, om account of the hot 
weather, be convened earlier than Sept. 
20, or that he did not. expect to 

be in Washington until the 20th, 
but be had said nothing indicating 
any opposition to Mr. Cleveland, or that he 
would not be on hand whenever Congres@

was called. No Senator, he said, was more 
constant in attendance or more willing to 
do his share of the work than he was, and 
he would pronenty be a better supporter of 
Mr. Cleveland’s financial measures than the 
ge vont of Democratic Senators. 

epresentative Alderson (Dem., West 
Va.,) said to-day that the action of the In- 
dian Government greatly embarrassed the 
situation here. He was a free-silver man, 
but he believed the conditions at this time 
v ould have to be considered in any_legis- 
lation on the subject; that we could not 
legislate on the conditions of ten or twelve 
years ago, and that Congress would have 
to act in accordance with things as they 
find them, and not upon theories. He 
thought a great many silver men were 
disposed to agree to some compromise, but 
the matter of detail could not yet be deter- 
mined on. 

Representative Meredith (Dem. Va.,) 
said matters were complicated for the sil- 
ver men. He thought the Sherman law 
would be repealed, but he did not care to 
arg as to the character of the substitute 

oO» it. 

“This action on the part of the Govern- 
ment of India,” said Mr. Boatner, (Dem., 
La.,) “throws a good many more difficul- 
ties in the way of free coinage. I have no 
doubt that had not this been brought 
about Mr. Cleveland would during the 
next session of Congress have had a free 
coinage bill presented to him for his sanc- 
tion or his veto. I cannot tell, and no one 
can as yet, I think, how much the de- 
monetization of silver in India will affect 
this situation. have no question in m 
mind about the propriety of repeal- 
ing the Sherman law, but we ave 
got to have some means of supplying 
money for trade and commerce. The vol- 
ume of gold is not sufficient, and the de- 
ficiency has got to be supplied. A large 
number of silver men who voted for the re- 
peal of the Sherman law last Congress did 
so on their faith that at the beginning of 
this Congress the 10 per cent. tax on State 
banks would bg repealed. For my part, I 
saw no reason hy the two things should 
not have been coupled, and I was not will- 
ing to trust to the future for action on the 
bank tax, and I voted against the repeal of 
the Sherman law. It is not silver per se 
that the people want, but it is a sufficiency 
of sound money. I think that Congress 
should have been called together in April, 
and now we should get together as soon as 
possible, 

Representative Oates of Alabama pays 
he is hopeful of a speedy settlement of the 
financial question when Congress meets. 
He anticipates that there will be consider- 
able trouble and that members will be in- 
clined to hold firmly to the theories they 
have been presenting all along, but that 
the common sense of the situation is to do 
something to meet the conditions, He 
thinks the most logical and common sense 
thing will be to repeal the Sherman law 
amd the law levying a 10 per cent. tax on 
State bank currency and to provide for 
the free coinage of silver at such a ratio as 
to place it at a parity with gold. 

Since June 6 the Treasury Department 
has gained $6,106,544 in gold, the net gold 
being to-day $95,695,907. The lowest 
point reached was on June 6, when the 
gold had decreased to $89,589,368. This 
gain in gold has been from natural causes, 
and shows that with the cessation of ex- 
oe the gold in the Treasury would soon 

e restored to its former volume. 


INDIA’S CHANGED POLICY. 


Were Made to the 
Council by the Viceroy. 


Explanations Which 


SimLa, June 27.—In explaining to the 
India Council the bill providing for the 
stoppage of the free coinage of silver and 
other monetary measures, the adoption of 
which was announced yesterday, the Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne, Viceroy of India, said 
he hoped the Government would not be 
criticised for disposing of the important 
question at a single sitting. 

The keynote of the scheme was rather 
to prevent a further fall in exchange than 


to raise the value of the rupee. The fixing 
of the provisional rate of exchange at 1s. 
4d. provided an automatic means of pre- 
venting the closing of the mints and the 
violent disturbing of exchange rates. The 
rete of exchange had been fixed high 
enough to relieve the Government of its 
most pressing necessities, while it was 
well within the limits of the recent fluctua- 
tions. 

There should be no mistake, the Viceroy 
said, about the facts. It was not proposed 
to substitute gold for the silver currency. 
No attempt would be made at present to 
fix a legal-tender price for gold. While the 
ratio of value was mentioned, it was only 
provisional. ,In conclusion, the Viceroy ex- 
pressed the Government’s sense of the 
gravity of the step it was about to take. 
Personally he was averse to all attempts to 
give money commodities a fictitious value, 
but the time had arrived when to remain 
inactive was impossible. The Government 
would be unworthy of the name if it left 
things alone. It had not taken the moment- 
ous step with alight heart. He hoped its 
action would be fruitfulin good results, 
and that a sufficient reserve of gold would 
be accumulated to make an effective gold 
standard possible. 


CaLcuTTa, June 27.—General satisfac- 
tion is expressed here at the action regard- 
ing the currency taken by the India Coun- 
cil yesterday. Government securities rose 
rapidly. 

LONDON, June 27.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. Robert Lacey Everett 
asked the Government whether, now that 


the value of the rupee has been artificially 
raised by the closing of the Indian mints 
to the free coinage of silver, compensation 
would be given to those persons in India 
who had entered into contracts to pay 
rupees without knowing that free coinage 
would be stopped and the value of the 
rupee raised. Were the people of India, he 
asked, consulted in the matter? 

Mr. Gladstone replied that all measures 
modifying a State currency may affect pe- 
cuniary values and influence current trans 
actions. He was not aware that it had 
ever been the usage to make alterations 
subject to compensation, and he did not see 
how such a usage could be beneficially es- 
tablished. He was confident that the Gov- 
ernment of India was {using all the means 
in its power to ascertain the public senti- 


ment. 

The Right Hon. George J. Goschen, who 
was Chancellor of the Exchequer in Lord 
Salisbury’s late Cabinet, asked if the Gov- 
ernment of India had the power to coin 
rupees as the need arose. 

Mr. Gladstone replied that if the pub- 
lished cy gets was not clear on the subject 
he would ask the Indian Office concerning 
it. He had little doubt what the answer 
would be. 





ADVICE FROM MEXICO. 


Say the United States 
Should Force Bimetalism. 


Bankers There 


Ciry or Mexico, June 27.—The tremen- 
dous drop in the price of silver yesterday 
and to-day, bringing exchange on New- 
York to 66 per cent., has created much dis- 
cussion among Mexican bankers. 

They generally regard the present situa- 
tion as oftering a great opportunity for the 
United States to force bimetalism upon 
Europe. ltis suggested by one man that 
the United States might issue a gold loan 
of $500,000,000 41, per cent. bonds, which, 
\t is said, would be immediately taken up 
in Europe, where all other Government se- 
curities would immediately drop heavily, 
not being able to compete with American 
bonds. 5 

Then, according to the theory, gold 
would flow into the United States and 
in a short space of time bimetalism 
would have to be adopted by Europe and 
the enormous quantity of silver held by 
the American Treasury would rise in value, 
the whole transaction being immensely 
profitable to the United States. 

It is said here that if nothing is done to 
bring about bimetalism, all the sitver- 
using countries will begin manufacturing 
for themselves, and the United States and 
Europe will lose enormously in their for- 
“- trade. oH 

he United States, it is urged, could af- 
ford to undertake a gigantic financial 
operation, being able to feed it, and has 
now a wonderful opportunity to settle the 
silver question permanently.

MARKET WITH MANY PRIOES 
AND NO REAL BUSINESS. 





Opening Bids Were 74 Cents an Ounce— 
Later a Drop to 70—Wall Street Doesn’t 
Think the Lowest Price Yet Reached— 
Banking Men Feel that India and 
England Have Tried to Forestall Ac- 
tion by this Government—Financiers 


on the Situation. . 


The bottom dropped out of the market 
for silver certificates yesterday. No one 
seemed anxious to buy them on the Stock 
Exchange. and those who had them for 
sale were unwilling to throw them over 
without some price. . 

When the market opened there were bids 
of 74 cents an ounce and offerings at 78 
cents. As offerings dropped a little, bids 
maintained the parallel that had been at 
first attempted, and by the time owners of 
certificates were willing to sell them at 76 
cents no one cared to buy them for more 
than 72. Later in the day the bidding 
price dropped to 70 cents, while 76 cents 
was still asked. 

With such a market at all kinds of prices: 
which meant no price at all for real busi- 
ness, it was not surprising that sales could 
not be made. Some of the bullion dealers 
who were obliged to get silv er yesterday 
had no trouble in supplying their wants at 
74 cents an ounce. 

The feeling in Wall Street about silver 
was that the lowest price had not yet been 
reached. Opinions to this effect were 
strengthened by a dispatch from Washing- 
ton that the Director of the Mint expected 
to get all the silver he might need at less 
than 70 cents an ounce. 

The impression prevailed that he might 
be able to buy at this price unless an un- 
expected check to the decline should sud- 
denly appear. Noone looks for any such 
check just at present. Banking men and 
those especially who are engaged in trad- 
ing on the floorof the Exchange were quick 
to jump to the conclusion yesterday that 
India aud England had been making a 
smart move to forestall action by the Unit- 
ed States Government with reference to 
silver. 

It seems to be assumed that both in India 
and in England the belief had become set- 
tled that Congress at the special session 
called for in September would repeal the 
Sherman law, and rather than follow this 
country in action, calculated to lessen the 
value of silver, India decided to take the 
initiative. 

Among those who have given the subject 
close attention, the opinion prevails that 
Congress cannot be called together too 
soon to act upon the subject of silver legis- 
lation. 

“The action of India,” said President 
J. Edward Simmons of the Fourth National 
Bank, ‘‘must be injurious to our own in- 
terests for various reasons. The United 
States must now carry the silver burden. 
It can expect little help from Mexico. 

“The action of India decreases the in- 
trinsic value of every silver coin. It nat- 
urally follows that the value of the bullion 
in the United States Treasury has been 
materially lessened, and this bullion is an 
asset which must be held for a while, but 
which on no account must be largely aug- 
mented. The repeal of the Sherman law is 
now imperative.” 

Ex-Gov. Bulkeley of Connecticut, who 
was in the city yesterday, said that, while 
no doubt the price of silver would serious- 
ly decline because of the action of the Gov- 
ernment of India, he believed that other 
countries besides the United States would 
suffer from this decline. 

A good deal of the present trouble with 
which the United States was saddled, he 
thought, might be traced to undue infla- 
tion of values and the bursting of the bub- 
ble of speculation. He said he believed in 
a repeal of the Sherman law becanse it 
would have a tendency to restore confi- 
dence, and that better feeling was the 
thing demanded rather than anything else. 

A dispatch received in Wall Street yes- 
terday from President Andrews of Brown 
University, who was one of the delegates 
to the Brussels conference, said: ‘ 

“JT think the aetion of India will be fortunate 
for America, because silver will drop in gold 
prices. Then we may expect a speedy repeal of 
the Sherman law, and silver will suffer a 
further decline. By that time Great Britain 
will be ready to act in sympathy with other 
countries. 

**] do not see how the present scheme can 
bring relief to the silver situation in Eng- 
land, although it will make foreign ex- 
change a little more stable. In doing this, 
however, it will cause a break between the 
value of Indian silver as money and its 
value as bullion, just as exists in the 
United States. The result will be to im- 
pose upon India a great fallin prices and 
an overwhelming temptation to coin rupees 
as the value of silverin the rupee will be 
se greater than in the uncoined bull- 

on. 

Leopold Zimmermann of the firm of Zim- 
mermann & Forshay said: ‘It is impossi- 
ble for any one to tell what the financial 
effect of the drop in silver willbe. At 

resent silver men are utterly demoralized. 
ivexican exchange, which was at 152 yes- 
terday, isnow 180. I donot believe Eng- 
land can stay out of the silver market, be- 
cause the balance due India is too great to 
be settledin gold. This action, as I under- 
stand it, simply transfers the seignorage 
profits from the merchants to the Govern- 
ment. It would seem that after this violent 
decline the drop in silver ought to be over 
for the present. ~ 

‘The question now is whether our Gov- 
ernment can afford to stop silver pur- 
chases. Such a course would depreciate 
silver enormously. I believe the Sherman 
law should be repealed and the peg pulled 
out of the market. Silver might go to 50, 
but such a drop would bring other coun- 
tries to recognize the importance of an in- 
ternational agreement at a fixed ratio. If 
the Sherman law had been repealed long 
ago the position of silver would be much 
better than itis to-day.” 

Edward P. Leach, ex-Director of the 
Mint and expert statistician at the Brus- 
sels conference, who expressed himself in 
yesterday’s New-York Times in favor of 
an immediate repeal of the Sherman law, 
explained yesterday the significance to 
Indie of the new move. He said: 

“India has been for many years the 
largest absorber of silver in the world. 
Silver went there as naturally as water. 
flows, for the reason that it was the only 
currency in that vast empire of 250,000,- 
000 persons. It was distributed in small 
silver coins, the largest a rupee, worth be- 
fore its depreciation 2s., or 50 cents, and 
since then about 30 cents. The 
only money the people knew was silver 
coins. In recent years the banks in 
the large Presidency towns have been 
authorized to issue paper money in limited 
quantities, redeemable in the Presidency 
where issued, but it has cut no great figure 
in circulation and is practically unknown 
in theinterior and in the Straits settle- 
ment with which India has large dealings. 
Gold was unknown as money, although 
vast quantities had been imported in 
former years for hoarding or for jewelry 
and idols. Little of it was coined. 

“India and the United States have ab- 
sorbed recently about 100,000,000 ounces 
of silver annually, leaving only 50,000,000 
ounces for the rest of the world, over one- 
half of which was used in the arts. It will 
be understood that Mexican coinage is a 
small affair, as that money has about all 
been recoined by India, the United States, 
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India owen Retowe for interest and fixed 

) charges a sa ing for, say, $60,000,000 
annually, which is paid by bills of ex- 
change drawn by the India Council, resid- 
ing in London, on the Indian Government, 
and sold for gold in London. This offsets 
about $60,000,000 of silver to India, but 
the balance of “$40.000,000 has been paid 
in silver, shipped in bars and Mexican dol- 
lars, and coined into rupees and fractions 
at the Indian mints, with a slight coinage 
charge, and absorbed into circulation. 

“Some idea of the magnitude of the 
change which has been made by the clos- 
ing ot the Indian mints to silver coinage 
ean be formed from these facts. Itis the 
most momentous event in the unfortunate 
history of the white metal since the de- 
monetization of silver by Germany in 1871 
and the subsequent closing of the French 
mints to such coinage. 

“One by one the countries of Europe 
have closed their mints to silver coinage 
until none is open to-day. Only India, 
Japan, Mexico, and some South American 
countries are left. As I have said, the Mex- 
ican coinage counts for nothing. Japan 
and South America cut asmall figure. In- 
dia was the grees silver coiner, the idol of 
the silver enthusiast, and now Indiahas had 
to succumb to the logic of events, and the 
United States, the largest producer of sil- 
ver, is left as its only customer. We quit 
coining it some time ago, as the limit to the 
absorption of depreciated dollars which 
would circulate side by side with gold was 
believed to have been reached. ut the 
purchase of the metal with gold still con- 
tinues. 

* What is to become of the vast quanti- 
ty India has been taking? What is to be 
the future of silver? These are great ques- 
tions. Who can answer them furtber than 
to say that the outlook for the restoration 
of the white metal as legal money seems 
almost hopeless. 

‘The reduction in price may reduce the 
output, butit must not be forgotten that 
more than three-fifths of the silver pro- 
duced is found in combination with lead 
and copper, and may be called an incident- 
al product of copper and lead mines, or 
rather a valuable component of such ores. 

“It does not seem possible that the 
United States will continue the struggle 
for silver in the face of its abandonment by 
India. I see that the Viceroy says it does 
not mean a gold currency. It certainly is 
the first step in paving the way for a gold 
standard. hat does tixing arbitrarily the 
rate of exchange on London at 16 cents or 
33 cents mean but an arbitrary act remov- 
ing the rate of exchange from the influ- 
ence of the changes in the price cf silver, 
and fixingit at anarbitrary gold valuation? 

‘But for this arbitrary arrangement the 
rate of Indian exchange would have fallen 
enormously the last few days by the very 
act of closing the Indian mints, It was 
done to prevent such a fall, which would 
have wiped out business profits on recent 
shipments of merchandise to India by Eng- 
lish merchants.” 

The upset in the price of silver had a de- 
moralizing effect upon mining shares at the 
Consolidated Exchange yesterday. Trans- 
actions for the day amounted to 2,100 
shares, and the following quotations indi- 
cate‘declines as they averaged in the mining 
properties which are most largely dealt in 
at the Exchange:

{HOW READING MAY BE SAVED 





NO PLAN QAN AVAIL UNTIL 
AFTER AN INVESTIGATION. 


Issac L. Rice Says that a Statement of 
the Exact Condition of the Property 
Must Be Made—The Report Should Be 
Prepared by Persons Outside of the 
Present Manage- 
ment Only Needed to Make the Prop- 
erty Pay. 


Management—Good 


Since the official announcement of the failure 
of the Reading reorganization plan the question 
has been frequently asked whether Isaac L. 
Rice was prepared to offer a plan of reorgan- 
ization. Mr, Rice’s published statements relat- 
ing to Reading have shown that he is well 
informed regarding the company’s 2&nancial 
condition and necessities. In reply to ques- 
tiens yesterday Mr. Rice said: 

“The belief in certain quarters that Iam pre 
paring a plan arises from the factjthat over 
two years ago I was engaged in the preparation 
of one for the purpose of increasing the capi- 
tal facilities of the company. This plan I pre- 
pared after an examination of the affairs of the 
company extending over eight months, and it 
not only obtained the approval of Mr. McLeod, 
but was also supported in its general scope by 
&@ number of prominent banking houses. It 
was forthe purpose of advocating that plan 
that I then visited Europe and remained 
there for six months, the result of my 
trip being that, while nothing was done 
about the plan, on account of the rapid- 
ly increasing earnings, the report which ac- 
companied it interested many leading financial 
people and had the effect of generally advanc- 
ing the credit of the company by the very fa- 
vorable showing it made of the then condition 
of the property. I may say, by the way, that it 
was this result which, later, led Mr. McLeod to 
desire me to represent the company in an of- 
ficial capacity abroad. 

** However, neither this nor any other plan 
ought now to be considered, as no figures or 
conclusions respecting the Reading condition 
can be worthy of credence at the present junc- 
ture without a thorough investigation of the 


ailairs of the company from the time of the re- 
organization to the present day.

“These figures show a remarkably steady 
progress in gross and net earnings and in the 
proiit resulting therefrom, namely, an increase 
of nearly four niillions in the gross earnings of 
the railroad, of nearly four millions in the net 
earnings of both companies, and an inorease of 
over three millions in the profit. 

** The inference from them was naturally that 
the company was rapidly growing in prosper- 
ity, aud that the day when it would earn divi- 
dends on its stook was notfar distant. It was 
thrown off this apparent road to prosperity 
with the appalling suddenness of a collision, 
and plunged into bankruptcy without a mo- 
ment’s warning when the dividend goal seemed 
insight. As this catastrophe was nos the re- 
sult of extraordinary external events over 
which the management had no control, such, 
for instance, as a riot or an unexampled convul- 
sion of nature, itis therefore absolutely essen- 
tial to investigate the causes of this radical 
change in order to determine whether a plan of 
rehabilitation is necessary, andif so, what the 
nature of that plan ought to be. These causes 
must be one of three: 


Ftret—The figures published in the annual reports 
of the company since the reorganization may have 
been false, either for the purpose of wilful misrep- 
resentation or by reason of gross negligenve. 

Second—The figures may have been true, but, at 
some late period, suddenly either gross mismanage- 
ment or gross negligence may have intervened. 

Lnird—The tigures, without being actually false, 
may have been misleading by omitting certain fac- 
tors, which factors, either alone or aggravated by 
mismanagement, came into play in the latter part of 
the period. 

“No plan can be formulated until among 
these possible causes the true one has been dis- 
covered, as it will depend upon that what the 
nature of the pian must be. If, on the one 
hand, it should ve found that the figures had 
been false, and that the Reading had not 
actually made the earnings published in the 
reports, and that the company, instead of hav- 
ing been on the road to prosperity, was in 
reality not earning its charges, the necessary 
consequence would be a plan involving the 
reduction of those charges and a correspond- 
ing assessment on the junior securities. 
If, on the other hand, it should be 
found that the figures were true and that the 
cause of the bankruptcy was the sudden inter- 
vention of mismanagement which threw the 
company off its path; orif itshould be found 
in a combination of misleading statements and 
mismanagement, the plan might be such as to 
involve no reduction of tixed charges, but an 
enlargement of the capital facilities, as pro- 
vided in the plan which [ prepared some years 
ago. 
cp Orit might be found that no plan whatever 
Was needed; that, notwithstanding the waste, 
sulticient capital still remained to properly eon- 
duct the business, and tblat all that was re- 
quired was an able and honest management 
purely in the interest of the property, capable of 
developing its resources, knowing its strength 
and also ite weakness, and utilizing its knowl- 
edge to the advantage of all beneficiaries. In 
thatevent, all that might be necessary would 
be to take care of the floating debt by some 
simple expedient, such as the issue of cal- 
lateral trust notes for three or five years, 
referred to by me in my statement of June 24 
as having been suggested before the recently- 
abandoned plan was in contemplation. Such a 
measure of protection, indeed, should be taken 
at all events, so that pending the investigation 
no difficulties from that source need be appre- 
hended. 

“The investigation indicated must be mado 
along the following lines: 

“ First—A thorough examination of the accounts of 
the company from the time of the last reorganiza- 
tion to the present date, im order to discover whether 
the earnings as publisied in the annual reports are 
absolutely true, or whether, without being actu- 
ally false, they are misleading by the concealment 
of other lactora which would tend to modify their 
apparent trend, such as, for instance, the amount of 
capital expenditure which had been required in order 
to have epabled the earnings to be made. 

“ Second—A thorough analysis of all the capitAl ex- 
penditures made since the reorganization in order 
to discover: 1. Whether these expenditures, how- 
ever Jarge, were such a8 were not only necessary to 
have enabled the earnings which were made to 
have been made, but also whether they are of a con- 
tinuing nature, 80 that it cannot be hoped to make 
future earnings without the same proportionate ex- 
penditures. 2. How much of these expenditures 
was for purposes altogether extraordinary, like 
the Philadelphia Terminal, or only partially so, as 
those ior bringing certain colleries to a higher 
capacity for output. 3. Whether any of these ex- 
penditures were wasteful, either by being altogether 
for wrongful purposes, such as the stock specula- 
tions known, or by being in excess of the actual 
requirements for rightful ones, 

“7, ivd—A thorough examination of the earnings of 
the lines leased since the reorganization, in the same 
manner as that of the company itself, in order to dis- 
cover which of these new lines has proved or is 
likely to prove, profitable, and which not. 

“ fourth—l1n connection with this examination of a 
financial nature a thorough physical examination of 
the property and its equipment, in order to beable 
to determine what may be the future requirements 
respecting physical operations that must be pro- 
vided for. 

“‘] believe thatit will be generally conceded 
that the examination above outlined is impera- 
tively demanded if the present dilfliculties are 
to be permanently disposed of in a businesslike 
manner; and also that, unfortunately, the 
present Management has totally precluded it- 
self from making such an investigation, which 
must be absolutely impartial and fearless end 
without dread of revealing past misdeeds, if 
any, in order to be of value. It is noth- 
ing short of a calamity for the Reading seou- 
rity holders that this new management has 
with such alacrity accepted and ratified the 
acts of ite predecessor and adopted blindly all 
of its measures, making them completely its

McLeod Will Stick to New-England. 


Boston, June 27.—The Directors of the New- 
York and New-England Road held their regulat 
monthiy meeting here to-day. There were nine 
of them present. The business was routine and 
related largely to tratlic matters. The earnings 
for the guarter have not been made up yet, se 
that nothing was presented to the board re 
garding the results in detail. 

President MeLeod shid that the company was 
$300,000 better off than a year ago. It had 
demonstrated it could live in spite of the New- 


York, New-Haven and Hartford. The latter 
had taken an enormous amountof business 
away from it, but the loss had been made up, 

“The New-Haven,” said Mr. McLeod, * de- 
serves no praise for that five-hour New-York 
train. It is entitled to onlya little leas con- 
demnation for having deprived the public for 
so long of quick transportation. If the New- 
Haven would only run its trains from Willi- 
mantioin the time we make to that point, the 
public could travel between Koston and New- 
York in four and ahalf hours. But for years 
the New-Haven has throttled this direct route 
in the interest of the longer lines. 

“Tam going to devote myself to the New- 
York and New-England. I believe in the prop 
erty, and have plans for its development which 
will be made publio in due time.” 


Southern Pacific Changes. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 27.—Senator Stanford’s 
death has left vacant four important positions 
in the Southern Pacifico Railroad syndicate. He 
was President of the Central Pacific, and was 
the only man who had ever filled that office. He 
was one of its Directors, Director of the South. 
ern Pacific, and Chairman of its Executive 
Committee. 

It is generally believed that Mr. Huntington, 
who has always been First Vice President of 
the Central Pacific, will succeed to the Presi- 
dency, and that Col. Crocker will become Firat 
Vice President. T. Gage, who is a Director of 
the Southern Pacific, is looked upon as the man 


whe will take Stanford’s place in the Board of 
Liirectors of the Central Pacific. 

The vacaney in the Southern Pacific Director- 
ate will in all probability be filled by N. T. 
Smith, new Treasurer of the Southern Pacitic 
Company. If, when the will is made public, it . 
turns out to be afact that D. O. Mills is men- 
tioned as advisory executor, it will not be sur- 
prising if he becomes a Director in the railroad 
to represent Mrs. Stanford. If Col. Crocker be- 
comes Firat Vice President of the Central-Pa- 
citic, it 1s believed that A. N. Towne will be 
made Second Vice President and that Mr. Stubba 
will get Mr. Towne’s present position as Third 
Vice President. es 


Richmond Terminal Plan. 


The limit of time for depositing the Richmond 
and Danville and Georgia Pacific seourities un- 
der the Richmond Terminal reorganization 
plan expired yesterday. About 95 per cent. of 
those securities have been turned in. 

Some of the holders of the Cincinnati South- 
ern Railroad extension bonds met in this city 


yesterday and appointed-a committee with in- 
structions to try and negotiate with the Rich- 
mond Terminal Keorganization Committee for 
better terms than have been provided for in the 
plan. These bondholders think that they ought 
to have in exchange for their present holdings 
50 per cent. of the new bonds and 380 per cent.

Financial Situation Improving—De- 


The flurry over silver has somewhat obscured 
the financial situation, but it is none the less 
apparentto those who have thought of other 
things than the white metal that there is substan- 
tlal reasons for better feeling in nearly every 
section of the country. 

The Sub-Treasury, anticipating interest due in 
July on Government issues, paid out Monday 
upward of $1,300,000. Payments on the same 
accounts yesterday amounted to $1,382,000. 
The Sub-Treasury forwarded to San Francisco 
$120,000 Monday and yesterday $300,000, 
much less than it was thought would be de- 
manded. There was forwarded Monday from 
the national banks in registered packages by 
express $250,000 to San Francisco, and $100,- 
OvO went out yesterday consigned to that city 
from the banks. 

It has been noticed within two or three days 
that the demand for currency from the interior 
has perceptibly lessened. Shipments were light 
Monday, and they amounted yesterday to only 
$200,000. The banks also are rapidly gaining 
confidence in their ability to weather the finan- 
cial situation, and this feelimg was reflected 
yesterday when not a single application was re- 
ceived from any of the banks for Clearing 
House cortificates. 

At the Preduce Exchange a good deal of sat- 
isfaction was expressed over an order for 
15,000 barrels of City Mills flour for the West 
Indies. It has been several months sinee the 
City Mills were able to send flour to tho tropics. 
Some of the Western millers came into this mar- 
ket and offered West Indian buyers a flour ata 
price lower than if had been furnished from 
this city. 

It did not take long for the consumers to learn 
that flour intended,for use in the tropics must 
be specially prepared to withetaud the effects of 
high temperature. The Western flour had not 
undergone any such treatment, and it was 
found to be deur at the lowest price. 

Itis now believed that New-York flour which 
has been wade for use in the tropics will hold 
the West Indian market from this time on, and 
the order received yesterday was regarded as 
the first sure sign of the revival of trade in this 
direction. 





Mrs. Safford’s Two Husbands. 


Joseph T. Safford, a hotel clerk, has brought 
suit against his wife, Virginia, for the annul- 
ment of their marriage on the ground that she 
had another huspand living when she wedded 
him. 

In support of his claim he produced a deposti- 
tion made by Franklin Harvey Cooke, a plam- 
ber of 1822 Susquehanna Street, Philadelphia, 


who swears that he married the present Mra. 
safford fifteen years ago. 

Mre. Safford was brought face to face with 
the man who alleged he was her former hus- 
band. He is fair, while the Cooke whose wife 
she had beew was dark. She asked for a post- 
ponementof the trial until she could have in- 
quiries made into the antecedents of the Phila- 
delphia Cooke. Saiford’s lawyer cbjected to the 
postponement, but Judge McAdam put the 
case Over until October. -

THEY DEFEATED THE HARVARD 
TEAM THREE TO NOTHING, 





The Nines Are on Even 
Terms and Will Have to Play Another 
Game to Decide the Chempionship— 
Costly Errors by Mason and Highlands 
Lost

the Game Yesterday—Excellent 


Short Stop Murphy the Feature. 

NEW-HAVEN, June 27.—Once more Yale is on even 
terms with the ball players of Harvard. The wear- 
ers of the blue won to-day’s game in grand style. and 
another contest will be necessary to decide the col- 
lege baseball championship of 1893. 

Every Yale man with an ounce of sporting blood 
in his veins has reason to feel proud of the victory 
achieved to-day. It was net an ordinary game. 
Harvard followers were confident of success. They 
sang the praises of “Jack” Highlands, Catcher Ma- 
son, and hard-hitting Frothingham, and regarded vic- 
tory as a certainty. On the other hand, the Yale fol- 
lowers were a trifle shaky. The game at Cambridge 
last week made them fearful, but, like Yale boys of 
old, they never faltered. No matter what their feel- 


ings might have been, they took pains to conceal t 


them, and did their utmost to inspire the players 
with courage and confidence. 

For.seven innings the Yale boys looked on with 
fear and trembling, but in the eighth, when threo 
New-Haven students touched the plate,acry went 
up that will long be remembered. Harvard was 


downed, and every Yale man on the grounds was in | 


the happiest possible mood. To-night big Carter, 
little Murphy, Laurie Bliss, and, in fact, every 
player and substitute on the successful team is be- 
ing lionized. 

The game was played before 7,000 persons, includ- 
ing hundreds of Yale alumni back for class re- 
unions, and 200 or 300 Harvard sympathizers. It 
was hardly a pitcher’s battle, for at critical moments 
the play retiring the side was inevitabiya bit of 
clever fielding. Inall the Yale work, the hand of 
ex-Capt. Murphy was conspicuous. His fielding, 
batting, and base running were wonderful.

There is another illustration of the petti- 
ness of many features of our complicated 
customs revenue system in the tremendous 
amount of attention given by the investi- 
gating commission to burlap bags. It 
seems that while there is a duty on im- 
ported bags, those which are sent out from 
this country as receptacles for exported ar- 
ticles may be brought back free, Of course, 
there has been a good deal of mixing of the 
second bags with new ones to get the lat- 
ter in without payment of duty, bringing 
the more or less pauper labor of Calcutta 
and Dundee into competition with our great 
jute and burlap industry. This is an iney- 
itable result of the regulation, especially 
with our perfunctory methods of inspec- 
tion and appraisal, which again are the 
product of the complicated system. The 
great question which the commission has 
been trying to settle is whether the im- 
porters or the appraisers can tell Calcutta 
and Dundee bags from those of American 
make, and if so, whether they have been 
smuggling them in free with American 
bags that have already seen service in the 
export trade. An industry that has to be 
protected by keeping a close and constant 
watch upon burlaps and gunnybags might 
as well be allowed to languish. It would 
be cheaper to subsidize it than to maintain 
a force to pick over these bags and identify 
their origin one by one. 








For some time the shipments of wheat to 
Great Britain and the Continent from the 
exporting countries which compete with 
the United States in supplying the Euro- 
pean demand have been unusually large, 
and this should be taken into account in 
any attempt to explain the present con- 
dition of the wheat market. In the last 
four weeks the quantity shipped to the 
United Kingdom and the Continent 
from South America, Australia, and 
Eastern Europe was 18,264,000 bush- 
els, which may be compared with 
only 5,352,000 for the corresponding 
weeks of last year. The greater part of 
this increase appears to have been caused 
by large crops in South America. It was 
reported in December last that 1,250,000 
acres had been added’ to the cultivated 
area in the Argentine Republic and that 
an unprecedented surplus of grain for ex- 
port was expected. 











There is a report that after the new Min- 
ister from China reaches Washington, 
which he is expected to do some time dur- 
ing the Summer, he will endeavor to ob- 
tain a new treaty with this country dealing 
with the subject of emigration. That is 
the fairand honorable method of settling 
the question, provided an agreement satis- 
factory to both parties can be reached. A 
statute which virtually abrogates a previ- 
ous treaty is justified only when every 
reasonable effort at a friendly adjustment 
has failed and the interests of the countrv 





clearly require that a change in the law 
regulating international relations should 
be made. That principle does not apply in 
the case of the Geary act, which was the 
product of demagogism and political cow- 
ardice. The utmost that the people of this 
country desire is that there shall be no 
further immigration of Chinese laborers, 
and the Chinese Government has never 
been disposed to insist upon our receiving 
new-comers of that class, There is no gen- 
eral sentiment in favor of the outrageous 
policy of deporting Chinese of any class 
who have already been lawfully admitted 
to our shores under existing laws and 
treaties. There might well be a new agree- 
ment under which China should assist in 
preventing further immigration of labor- 
ers, and our Government should guarantee 
the safety of those who have an estab- 
lished right to be here. There are not 
enough of them to do any permanent harm. 
a haeeeriate eiedeenl 

A Dominion enterprise which is said to 
be once more in need of aid is the Chig- 
necto Ship Railway, a somewhat interest- 
ing undertaking. It is a short line—only 
about twenty miles long, we believe—run- 
ning between Chignecto Bay, at the head 
of the Bay of Fundy, and the Northum- 
berland Straits, on the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence side. It is designed to afford a short 
route, cutting off the Nova Scotia penin- 
sula; and as there were few engineering 
difficulties in the way, the difference in 
levels at the ends being slight, and no ob- 
stacles of great consequence intervening, it 
was thought best to try a ship railway 
there, rather than acanal. The Dominion 
Government was interested enough in the 
novel enterprise to provide a good annual 
guarantee after the line should be in oper- 
ation, and on the strength of that a certain 
amount of capital was raised. But it was 
not enough to complete the railway, so 
that construction on it has for years been 
at a standstill. There has recently been 
talk once more of appealing for Govern- 
ment assistance. Whether the line, even 
if built, would pay is a question by itself, 
but it would certainly offer the opportu- 
nity of testing on a moderate scale the feasi- 
bility of the principle on which ship-rail- 
way projects are based. 





SILVER AND THE EXTRA SESSION. 

The prevailing money stringency has 
been fitly characterized as a rich man’s 
panic. Thus far its effects have been felt 
very little or not at all by the poor, by 
consumers, and by the ordinarily well-to-do 
class who are not borrowers. Butthe busi- 
ness man or manufacturer having large in- 
terests at stake who has frequented the 
money market seeking his customary ac- 
commodations has found himself during 
the last three or four weeks in such pinch- 
ing times as very few men now active in 
the business world have ever experienced. 
Money is almost impossible to obtain on 
any terms. It is quite immaterial what 
assets the borrower may have, what col- 
lateral, or what credit. The supply of 
money in the reserve centres has been 
drawn down to so low a level that loans 
cannot be made, sales are restricted, and 
collections impossible. To merchants hay- 
ing large dealings this condition of affairs 
presents extraordinary difficulties, and for 
manufacturing concerns whose sales are 
now limited by the condition of the 
market while their pay rolls must be pro- 
vided for, the situation is grave. 

If this process of contraction could be 
stopped ata moment’s notice and at any 
given point, the resnlt on the whole 
would not be an unmixed evil; it would in 
many respects be positively beneficial by 
prompting loaning institutions to get their 
resources well in hand against any greater 
difficulties of the future. Should the strin- 
gency be relieved now or a little later 
even by natural causes we might three 
months hence find some reasons to congrat- 
ulate ourselves that the Spring months 
had been passed inacquiring the financial 
energy for a great and prosperous Fall 
business. There are some slight indica- 
tions that such natural relief may come 
within the next fortnight. Shipments of 
currency to the interiorhave much dimin- 
ished or nearly ceased. Considerable sales 
of exchange against grain shipments are 
now reported, and rumors are heard, credi- 
ble enough in view of the state of the ex- 
change market, of imports of gold. A re- 
turn flow of currency from interior points 
is expected shortly to set in, and the 
anticipation of July interest payments by 
the Treasury and some of the wealthier 
railroad corporations has slightly eased 
the situation. 

But over us hangs the black shadow of 
the silver-purchase act, made suddenly 
blacker and more terrible by the action of 
India in suspending free coinage. Until 
the provoking cause of our present finan- 
cial troubles is removed it is irrational to 
expect a permanent and satisfactory im- 
provement. No sane man doubts that gold 
would flow this way freely in the present 
relative conditions of the London and the 
New-York money market save for the lack 
of confidence engendered by our unsound 
currency system. But it is quite out of the 
question to expect prudent investors to put 
their money out in a country where a dol- 
lar paidin gold may be repaid in 50 or 40 
cents’ worth of silver. 


Inasmuch as there is yet no confident ex- 
pectation but only a hope of speedy relief, 
thoughtful minds are asking where the dis- 
tressistoend. The fear already prevails 
that it may spread far beyond its present 
limits in commercial and industrial cir- 
cles, leading to the suspension of large 
houses and of factories; in short, produc- 
ing arepetition of the disastrous panic of 
1873. In such circumstances of appre- 
hension and doubt the eyes of the country 
are turning more and more anxiously to 
Washington. It is from that quarter and 
from that quarter alone that relief may be 
had. The President is being urged more 
and more strenuously every day by per- 
sonal appeals, by telegrams, by the resolu- 
tions of commercial and financial bodies to 
call an immediate extra session of Congress 
for the purpose of repealing the Sherman 
act. Itis known to be the President’s dis- 
position to defer the extra session until 
September. This was the date indicated 
in the statement he recently put forth 





and there has been no intimation of a 
change in his purpose. There are many 
friends of sound currency legislation 
who, while ardently desiring the repeal, 
are yet gravely distrustful of the policy of 
an immediate session. It is urged that the 
repeal of the Sherman act has been by no 
means assured by recent information of a 
changed sentiment among the members of 
Congress. Southern and Western members, 
it is stated, who readily assent to the prin- 
ciple of repeal demand in return condi- 
tions which it would be impossible to 
accept. Itis pointed out that if Congress 
should meet at once, and should indulge in 
a long parley over the repeal and defeat it, 
the conseguence would be an incalculable 
disaster to the country. With delay, it is 
argued, success is certain. The tide is 
slowly turning against silver. By Septem- 
ber the repeal of the act will be assured, 
and whatever substittite should be deter- 
mined upon would be much less likely to 
offend sound financial sentiment and en- 
danger the stability of the currency. It is 
further argued that July is a most hot 
and uncomfortable month in the city of 
Washington. 

To this last argument it may be replied 
at once that a Congress which remained 
in Washington well into the heated term 
to pass the act of July, 1890, would evoke 
no sympathy for the sufferings of which it 
might complain when called together in 
July, 1893, to undo the mischief done three 
years before. Inregard to the present at- 
titude of the members of the Senate and 
House toward the proposed repeal, we 
doubt very much whether the opponents of 
the immediate session have allowed due 
weight to the influence of the money 
troubles of the last two months in bringing 
about a rapid and enforced change of sen- 
timent. The pinch has been felt in every 
nook and corner of the country where 
business is done. There is not a Congres- 
sional district where the leading men of 
the community have not had harshly borne 
in upon them the most practical reasons 
for desiring a sounder currency. The dis- 
tress has been quite sufficiently acute and 
prolonged to have produced already the 
needed effect upon Congress. We do not 
believe that either the House or the Senate 
would dare to resist repeal. The silver- 
mining interest, which is perfectly selfish, 
perfectly unscrupulous, and quite indiffer- 
ent to the financial sufferings of the coun- 
try, would, of course, keep up its old fight. 
The silver “cranks,” who are an incurably 
pestilent lot, would naturally oppose the 
repeal, but the mass of the members of 
Congress, those who are men of principles 
and of views, as well as those who have 
neither but are guided always by an anx- 
ious desire to please their constituents in 
their district and secure a re-election, 
would, we are confident, when as- 
sembled vote to strike the Sherman act 
off the Federal statute book. 

The results of THE TIMES’s canvass of 
Congress justified this confidence two weeks 
ago; it has been strengthened by subsequent 
happenings. Secretary CARLISLE showed 
on June 13 that at the then market value of 
silver the Government had lost $10,888,530 
on the 124,292,532 fine ounces of silver 
bullion which the Treasury now holds in 
its vaults. At the market value quoted 
yesterday, 74 centsan ounce, this loss is 
more than twice as great, to wit, $22,423,- 
446. It is simply inconceivable that a 
civilized nation can persist in such folly 
in face of this demonstrated waste. Silver 
is going lower, undoubtedly. It is probable 
that our dollar will presently be worth less 
than 50 cents. It seems to us not reason- 
able to credit Congress with so little 
sanity and so little regard for the public 
welfare as to suppose that if assembled at 
once it would fail to supply the remedy 
for an evil that is constantly aggravating 
and threatens widespread disaster. So 
long as the reform of the tariff was the 
dominant question before the Democratic 
Party and the country there was no justify- 
ing occasion for an extra session earlier 
than September or October. The sudden 
dominance and danger of the silver issue 
changes the situation completely, and in 
our judgment justifies as a measure of relief 
and safety the summoning of Congress at 
the earliest possible moment. We cannot 
believe that it would refuse to grant the 
relief demanded, and the risk of postpone- 
ment seems to us greater than we can 
prudently take. 








ALTGELD AND THE ANARCHISTS. 

It is not too much to say that the whole 
country was startled by the sudden an- 
nouncement that Gov. ALTGELD of Illinois 
had pardoned the three Anarchists con- 
fined in the prison at Joliet, two of whom 
were originally condemned to death for 
their share in the frightful Haymarket 
massacre of 1886. The mere fact of their 
pardon was not so startling as the amazing 
document in which the Governor under- 
took to justify his action. This showed 
that it was not an act of clemency, but 
practically one of sympathy and j ustifica- 
tion. 

No rational lover of law and justice ever 
doubted the righteousness of the judgment 
pronounced by the Chicago court upon the 
enemies of society who were engaged in the 
conspiracy to slaughter the ministers of 
the law at that Haymarket meeting, a judg- 
ment that was sustained by the highest 
tribunals of the State of Illinois and of the 
United States. But apartfrom the vindi- 
cation of established authority in this par- 
ticular case, it had a most salutary eftect in 
subduing the spirit of Anarchism nof only 
in Chicago but throughout the land, and in 
teaching the lesson of submission to the 
laws provided for the protection of society. 
That effect had been a lasting one thus far, 
but Gov. ALTGELD has done everything in 
his power to break its force and to encour- 
age again the spirit of lawless resistance 
and of wanton assault upon the agents of 
public authority. R 

His denunciation of the judicial proceed- 
ings by which the assassins were brought 
to justice, his attack upon the Judge and 
jury, and his onslaught upon the sup- 
porters of law and order whose convic- 
tions constituted the public opinion of the 
time are exactly in the tone of the wildest 
Anarchist leaders, and are calculated to 
bring the administration of law and the 
maintenance of public authority into con- 


tempt. Nothing more pernicious has been 
uttered by the irresponsible defenders of 
lawlessness who have heretofore alone at- 
tempted to maintain the innocence of the 
conspirators of 1886. That these senti- 
ments should have emanated from the Gov- 
ernor of a State—especially the State of 
Illinois—is calculated to fill the minds of 
law-abiding citizens with amazement and 
disquietude. Their true significance and 
effect may be seen in the undisguised ex- 
ultation of the Anarchist element in the 
community, which is incited to new hope 
and determination in its evil mission. 

By what motive was this extraordinary 
assault upon the safety of the State by a 
man chosen to represent public authority 
and execute the law possibly animated? It 
can hardly be that Gov. ALTGELD was so 
insane as to believe that it would benefit 
him politically. Nothing more utterly ruin- 
ous to his reputation and his political pros- 
pects could have been done by him. The 
element in the community that does not 
feel outraged by his conduct is too small to 
form a balance of power in any party con- 
test; but, if it were not so, that conduct 
would make it impossible for any party 
made up of American citizens ever again to 
intrust any share of its interests to his 
keeping. Gov. ALTGELD has committed 
political suicide, and it must be that he 
acted from a conviction that blinded him 
to the quality and consequences of his act. 
It reveals him either as an enemy to the 
safeguards of society, or as a reckless dem- 
agogue who is incapable of understand- 
ing the spirit and temper of the people of 
this Republic. It is a question whether the 
people of Illinois will endure his presence 
in their highest office for the term to which 
he was elected before his real character 
was known.

CHOLERA AND IMMIGRATION. 

The mortality from cholera at Mecca is 
appalling, the number of deaths having in- 
creased from 455 on Sunday to 999 on 
Monday; but it is the presence of the dis- 
ease in certain parts of Europe that de- 
serves the attention of sanitary author- 
ities on this side of the Atlantic. The 
history of cholera epidemics shows that 
the Mediterranean countries have repeat- 
edly escaped infection in years when the 
daily mortality among the dirty and igno- 
rant pilgrims assembled at Mecca was large. 
The disease is already in Western Europe, 
and it was not brought from Mecca. It is 
to prevent infection from France that pre- 
cautions must now be taken by other 
European countries and by America. 

For weeks there have been published no 
official reports concerning the prevalence 
of cholera on the west coast of France. 
Last Spring the outside world discovered— 
through the agency of the British sanitary 
authorities and not with the assistance or 
consent of the French Government—that 
there was an epidemic of cholera in the 
City of Lorient, in the Department of Mor- 
bihan, but not until there had been more 
than 150 cases and more than 50 deaths in 
that small city and the suburban villages 
was the discovery made. The French au- 
thorities had sought to conceal the factsand 
for several weeks had been successful. 
Even after the presence of the disease had 
been disclosed it was possible to obtain 
information as to the progress of the epi- 
demic only from English sources. At last 
there was published in Faris an official re- 
port that the department was no longer in- 
fected. We commented upon that report 
in Tor TIMES. Since it appeared there has 
been published no report or statement in- 
dicating that cases of cholera were still 
found in Lorient or the neighboring towns. 
The authorities desired that the outside 
world should believe that the disease had 
been stamped out there. 

But THkr Times has to-day trustworthy 
information that in the ten days from 
June 7 to June 17 there werein Lorient 
and the adjacent villages and towns 562 
cases of Asiatic cholera, 178 of which were 
fatal. The truth is that Brittany is thor- 
oughly infected. This indication of the 
policy adopted by the French authorities 
places the entire west coast under sus- 
picion. But it is not only on that coast 
that cholera prevails. For some time the 
authorities concealed the presence of the 
disease in Marseilles and the region near 
the mouth of the Rhone, but it became 
known twoor three weeks ago that the 
cities in that district were infected, and 
now we have reports occasionally as to the 
mortality. Undoubtedly these are inade- 
quate. 

A large part of France is now infected. 
The disease has moved northward and 
westward from the mouth of the Rhone. 
It is nowin Lyons and in Paris, but the 
policy of silence or misrepresentation 
which has been exhibited with respect to 
the epidemic on the west coast has per- 
mitted very little news to get out as to the 
progress of the disease in the interior of 
the country. From France cholera already 
has been carried to Malta and to Eng- 
land. Asailor on asteamer coming from 
Nantes died of the disease on Monday in 
an English port. On the infected ship 
which arrived at Malta from a French 
port on Thursday last two have died and 
five are ill 

Immigration into this country from 
France should be stopped. Poland and 
Russia are also infected. The stream of 
immigration from those countries should 
be checked. Why should the United 
States be exposed toinfection by the con- 
tinued admission of immigrants and their 
baggage from European countries where 
Asiatic cholera notoriously prevails? The 
number of immigrants from France is 
small, (it was 859 in April and 555 in 
March,) but from Russia and Poland we 
received in the four months ending on 
April 30 about 10,700.

to foreign ports. 


MORE LIGHTS FOR TOWS. 

It would be interesting to know the in- 
ner workings of the mind which conceived 
the proposed change in the lights carried 
by tows. The ordinary landsman is in- 
capable of perceiving any reason why the 
lights carried by vessels should be made 
any more difficult of comprehension than 
they are now. It seems, moreover, that the 
men who go down to the sea in tugs are 
satisfied with the lights now used and are 
using every effort to prevent a change. 
Nevertheless, a great brain has demon- 
strated to its own satisfaction that there 
ought to be more color and variety in the 
illumination of a tow. 

The proposed change calls for a red light 
at the bow of the vessel on the port side of 
a tow and a green one at the bow of the 
starboard vessel. Of course the tug in the 
middle of the tow will carry the usual 
green starboard and red port light, as well 
as her two white lights aft, oue above the 
other, signifying that she has vessels in 
tow. When one comes to think of it, this 
does seem rather simple. To be sure, it 
might be complicated by the presence on 
one of the towed vessels of a watchman 
with a swinging lantern and a lighted 
pipe; but even with these additions, we 
fear that many tows would escape being 
sent to the bottom. 

The new rule is plainly designed to se- 
cure the prompt and effective dispatch of 
tows to the locker of the ever-threatening 
David Jones. That being the case, we 
take the liberty of suggesting the addition 
of several more lights. A row of red lights 
along the port rail of the port boat would 
give the ramming vessel an illuminated 
pathway to destruction, and arow of green 
lights on the starboard rail of the star- 
board boat would answer the same pur- 
pose. Incase a steamer was seen passing 
in ignorance of her opportunities, a few 
blue lights might be burned, or a rocket 
sent up. 

In traveling through crowded harbors, it 
would be well to have rows of red, white, 
and blue lights strung rainbow fashion 
over the flagstafis of the tugs. In addi- 
tion to this, in case of sighting a steamboat 
bearing a ward organization out on an ex- 
cursion a skirt dancer might exhibit her- 
self on top of the tug’s pilot house in 
the glare of a calcium light. This would 
insure at once dangerous propinquity on 
the part of the excursion steamer. 

These disconnected suggestions, if seized 
upon by the inventor of the new method 
of lighting tows, would be speedily devel- 
oped into an elaborate system. It would 
probably not be accepted asa joke on the 
part of the Captain who had sunk one of 
the newly-illuminated tows if he should 
plead that he met the Casino Roof Garden 
coming down theriver and did not know 
what to do.

VIENNA, June 27.—The first performance of 
the Passion Play in Horitz, Bohemia, was 
given to-day. ‘Thousands of tourists are in 
and around the town waiting for an opportu- 
nity to get seats. The theatre holds but 1,500, 


and, as was shown to-day, is entirely inade- 
quate to the demands of persons desiring 
places. 

The first production in the morning is the cre- 
ation of the world. The music in this part is 
Haydn's. The tableaus which follow repre- 
sent all the most notable events recorded in the 
Old and New Testament up to the entry of 
Christ into Jerusalem. Inthe afternoon comes 
the Passion Play proper, with its climax of the 
Haileiujah Chorus ‘from ‘‘The Messiah,” sung 
by all the actors. 

All the 400 performers are natives. A school- 
master plays the part of Christ; a laborer’s 
wife appears as Mary. Much of the talent is 
good. ‘ibe singing is excellent, although the 
singers are without musical education.

OOMMENTS ON THEIR RELEASE BY 
MEN WHO HELPED TRY THEM. 





Conflicting Opinions by Lawyers Who Pros- 
ecuted and Defended—Judge Gary BRe- 
fuses to Say Anything—An Indignant 
Juror Frees His Mind—Leading Coun- 
sel for the Defense Says that He Is 
Not at All Surprised—The Governor Pro- 
fesses to be Indifferent to Criticism. 


CnricaGo, June 27.—Judge Gary, who pre- 
sided at the trial of the Anarchists who 
have been pardoned by Gov. Altgeld, posi- 
tively refuses to express an opinion con- 
cerning the pardons, saying that he de- 
cided long ago to enter into no controversy 
upon the subject of his judicial conduct. 


Said he: 

“Whether the telegraphic report of the 
statement by the Governor of his reasons 
for the pardon of Fielden, Schwab, and 
Neebe shall be borne out by the text may 
be uncertain, but whatever may be the 
text, it is not becoming either to my 
years, my position, or my long service to 
go into any defense of my judicial acts on 
any occasion.” 

Lawyer Francis A. Walker, as one of the 
prosecuting attorneys in the Anarchists’ 
trials, was asked to express his opinion on 
the liberation of Schwab, Neebe, and Field- 
en. He said he was disinclined to criti- 
cise in any way the action of Gov. Altgeld, 
but, as one of the lawyers in the case, he 
‘was obliged to feel an interest in the out- 
come of it. He added: " 

“While I recognize the fact that the Ex- 
ecutive of the State has the right to exer- 
cise clemency in cases where he believes 
the convicted persons have repented of 
their act and the community is no longer 
endangered by their presence, yet 1 hold 
that the Governor’s pardon does not in any 
way belittle the condemnation vf these 

ersons. 
ee Although there was a good deal of talk 
and sentiment over the envelling of the 
monument to the Anarchists at Waldheim 
Sunday, and although Gov. Altgeld has 
chosen the next day after the unveiling to 

ardon the vonvicted men, yet I do not be- 
ieve that the community has anything to 
earin the future from Mr. Schwab, Mr. 

Jeebe, or Mr. Fielden, andI do not think 
there will be any attempt made to repeat 
the bomb-throwiug incident in Chicago. 

“The fact that the law has been fully 
vindicated and that swift punishment was 
meted out to the perpetrators of the atro- 
cious act is a sufficient intimation that 
American institations will not tolerate any 
such onslaughts by men of their character. 
The fact of their pardon now does not at 
all affect the justice of the pun- 
ishment dealt out to those concerned 
in the throwing of the bomb, nor 
their established guilt. They were tried 
by a jury strictly fair and impartial before 
a Judge who gave them every considera- 
tion and who threw around them every 
safeguard. They had the benefit of an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court of the State, and 
this court affirmed the decision as to their 
guilt as established in the court in which 
they were tried.” 

“Yes, I have heard about the pardon of 
the Chicago Anarchists, but I simply re- 
fuseto say anything on the subject,” said 
ex-Judge Julius 8. Grinnell, the prosecut- 
ing attorney, last night. ‘‘ My connection 
with the case was such that I do not con- 
sider it in good taste to discuss the action 
of Gov. Altgeld.” 

‘“‘Iam exceedingly gratified, but not at 
all surprised,” said Capt. W. P. Black, who 
was the leading counsel for the defense in 
the Anarchist trial. 

“*T have always believed thatin the inter- 
est of justice those men would be pardoned. 
i knew that as soon as the public con- 
acience had recovered its tone and the 
public judgment its equilibrium they 
would be restored to liberty. 

“I have only been disappointed in the 
length of time it has taken to bring about 
this result, although I have no complaint 
to make on that score considering the time 
Gov. Altgeld has taken in his considera- 
tion of the facts. It is about ninety days 
since I sentto the Governor my views of 
the matter and the reasons why 1 believed 
a pardon would only be anact of simple 
justice. lam very glad that justice has at 

ast been doue.”’ ; : 

Charles B. Todd, one of the jurors in the 
Anarchist trial, said: ; 

**]T consider this an outrage on American 
vitizenship. If Gov. Altgeld had given the 
pardon as an act of mercy it would have 
been different. lt would have been bad 
enough in that case, for 1 feel very strongly 
against having the pardoning power in any 
way connected with politics. But for Gov. 
Altgeld to constitute himself the Judge and 
jury is an outrage.” ; 

George Schilling, Chairman of the Am- 
nesty Committee, was greatly surprised 
when he was informed of the clemency of 
the Governor. j 

“1 know,” said Mr. Schilling, ‘‘ that Gov. 
Altgeid was a man who would have the 
courage to take any action in this 
ease that he felt was right. and I 
know that ‘Gov. Fifer had not the 
courage. I am glad that the Governor has 
so come forward in the cause of the right, 
or at least what I am convinced is the right, 
and has justified thus the high opinion 
which I have always held of him.” 

‘Did you anticipate this pardon 7?” 

“No, I cannot say that we did. It all 
comes to us as a thunderbolt out of a clear 
sky. It will be a matter of great a 
for the friends of Neebe, Schwab, an 
Fielden in Chicago.” 





ALTGELD DEFIES THE PRESS. 


Says Editors Can’t “Cut Through His 
Hide in Three Weeks with an Axe.” 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, June 27.—A _ corre- 
spondent of Tue New-York Times called 
on Gov. Altgeld to-day and inquired if he 
had anything to say as to the criticisms 
made on him by the Chicago morning 
papers because of his action in pardoning 
the Anarchists. i 

The Governor laughed immoderately and 
then replied that he had not seen the 
papers yet. ’ 5 ‘ 

“ Let them pitch in and give me the devil 
if they want to,” he said; “ they could not 
cut through my hide in three weeks with 
an axe.” 


LAWYERS AND JUDGES AMAZED. 





Gov. Altgeld’s Criticisms Said to pe Pre- 


posterous—A Dangerous Step Taken. 


District Attorney Nicoll was asked yesterday 
for his opinion of the action of Gov. Altgeld of 
Dlinois in pardoning Samuel Fielden, Oscar 
Neebe, and Michael Schwab, the Anurchists who 
were serving terms of imprisonment in the 
penitentiary at Joliet, Ill, for alleged compli- 
city in the Haymarket murders committed May 
4, 1886. Mr. Nicoll said: 

“Jt is a most unfortunate exercise of execu- 
tive clemency. It is bound to do great harm in 
Chicago and elsewhere by encouraging Anaroh- 
iste to feel that they have a powerful friend at 
court. 1 do not think there is any danger to be 
feared here, for the New- Yorlf police are so well 
organized and disciplined that such people and 
doctrines dare not manifestthemselves. If this 
were not the case, we should have had trouble 
with Anarchists before now. 

“J regard the criticisms which Gov. Altgeld 
moakes upon the Judge, the jury, and the prose- 
cuting officer as utterly preposterous. 1do not 
know, of course, what new testimony may have 
come to Gov. Altgeld, but as I take it, he did not 
need anything new to induce him to make up 
hie mind to pardon thoge fellows. He has seen 
Sit simply to override all conclusions arrived at 
during the long trial by Judge and jury alike 
and by the various courts of appeals after- 
ward. His action is outrageous in the extreme. 

“atthe time of the trial I followed the evi- 
dence very closely and had itall clearly in my 
mind, because I had the stenographer’s report, 
which was forwarded to me as having a bearing 
mpon some cases which were then coming along 
fm our own courts. My remembrance of the 
ease is that it was tried with great thorough- 
mess, that the Anarchists had every chance 

\ which belonged to them, and that their convie 





tion was the natural and inevitable conse-. 


quence of the evidence. Gov. Altgeld assumes 
to review the case and decide upon the legal 
points—an unheard-of proceeding. 
has an undoubted right to pardon a man and to 
give his reasons for so doing. I think that in 
some States he is required to give his reasons. 
But for a Governor to bring such grave charces, 
as I read that he does, against Judge and jury 


and the courts of the State is the most un- 
happy, most inexplicable thing I ever heard of.” 

“Cannot Gov. Altgeld be impeached for his 
action!’ Mr. Nicoll was asked. 

**No, I do not see how he could be impeached, 
for he seems to be within his executive powers 
in what he has done. But I am giad that we 
have not gotsuch a man in the Governor's chair 
in this State.’’ 

“ Then, if ee had been Gov. Altgeld it would 
have been a long time before you would have 
pardoned these men?”’ 

“They would have waited forever before I 
should have pardoned them on any such grounds 
as I understand the Governor to give for his 
action.” 

Recorder Smyth was eating a hasty luncheon 
in the Clerk’s office of his court when asked to 
give his views to the readers of Tur NEw- YORK 
Times on the action of Gov. Altgeld. He said: 

‘*T cannot express an opinion upon Goy. Alt- 
geld’s action because I have not had a chance 
to read what he has to say in supportof his 
course. I have only read in the headlines this 
morning that he has pardoned the Anarchists 
who were convicted, after along trial during 
which the whole thing was thrashed out as 
thoroughly as could be.” 

“Goy. Altgeld says that Judge Gary was 
vindictive and full of venom against the pris- 
oners; that he prejudiced the jury, and that the 
prisoners were practically railroaded to con- 
viction without having a fair chance. He says 
Judge Gary is more savage and cruel than 
Judge Jeffries was, and that he cherishes his 
hatred longer.” 

“T read the reports of that old trial very care- 
fully at the time,” replied the Recorder, “and 
my impression is that Judge Gary was very pa- 
tient aud careful indeed, and gave both sides 
an impartial hearing. I think he was more pa- 
tient than I sbould have been, and I find that I 
have to exercise patience very often and to a 
great degree. 

“While I cannot speak particularly as to the 
points Gov. Altgeld makes in his statement, 
which, I understand, is nearly 20,000 words 
long, | willeay that for any Executive to en- 
croach so much upon the functions of the judi- 
ciary is a very bad and dangerous thing to do. 
The idea is deeply rooted in the American Con- 
stitution and in the Constitutions of the differ- 
ent States, as everybody ought to know, that 
there are three great divisions of author- 
ity in the Government, the executive, 
the legislature, and the judiciary. The 
executive, by bis veto, can check what he deems 
unwise in the legislature, but, after all, that 
legislature always bolde the right to passa 
law over the Executive’s veto. Gov. Altgeld 
bas taken it upon himself to be Judge and jury 
and Court of Appeals all in one, and, as I under- 
stand it, to base his action upon bis own in- 
terpretation of the legal points involved in the 
trial. This is a very strange thing for an 
Executive todo. His power is very great, and 
it seems to me that this great pardoning power 
of the Executive has seldom been used so un- 
wisely as to presume tore-try the case and 
reverse and overturn all the collected and cor- 
roborative deolsions of the courts which have 
considered it. 

“There can be nothing more dangerous to 
good government than an Executive to inter 
fere with the other two departments of the 
Government, assuming to do their work for 
them and differently. Ishould be very sorry 
to think that any such hazy and indistinct ideas 
of the functions of an Executive were accepted 
generally by the people as the chaacteristics 
of a wise and efficient Executive. Ido not be- 
lieve that the people are sv ignorantof whata 
good Exeoutive should be.” 

“Can Gov. Altgeld be impeached?” 

* Oh, Leannot give any opinions until I have 
read the evidence. ButI do notthink a Gov- 
ernor has any right te assume the functions of 
an appellate court—I never heard of any 
such powers being vested in him, If he 
break the laws against crime, he can be 
indicted like any otber citizen, but in 
his ottice he is supreme. When he strays over 
where an executive docs not belong, he is to be 
criticised, but as a Governor he fills the highest 
chair in the State and his personal judgment is 
decisive. That is one reason why it is a great 
calamity to have a silly man for a Governor, or 
aman with a badly balanced mind, or a man 
who does not understand fully and properly 
the prineiples underlying the American Consti- 
tution and laws.” 

Judge McAdam took a few minutes from a 
case which be was trying in the Superior Court 
to express his sentiments on the action of Gov. 

Altgeld. 

“A Governor has almost royal prerogatives,” 
be said, *‘ and in this case the Governor's action 
must have only bad consequences. Those An- 
archists will have reason to feel that they can 
do practically just what they choose, and the 
Governor of the State—the oflicial head of the 
sovereign State Government—is their friend 
and apologist and advocate. 

“A Governor may pardon a criminal without 
assigning apy reasons. He is the sole judge of 
what constitutes sufficient cause. He may re- 
view the decision of the trial court and by his 
pardon annul its action. A sensible Executive 
will refrain from commenting unfavorably upon 
the action of the judiciary, which is an inde- 
pendent branch of the Government. 

“The language of the Governor of Illinois in 
explanation of his conduct in pardoning the 
Anarchists 1s indecorous andin bad taste. His 
strictures upon the judiciary are such as were 
never uttered by an Executive before. 

“If his charges are true, the judiciary of 
Illinois is in a bad way,and the Judges oriticised 
deserve removal. Ifthe charges are false, he 
ought to be impeached. 

* The Governor has unfortunately put himself 
on record as favoring the methods of the Anarch- 
iste. It will be gratifying tothem, and may 
encourage fresh outbreaks in Illinois. In short, 
the action of Gov, Altgeld is impolitic, unwise, 
anda reproach upon our system of govern- 
ment.” 

** Do you imagine that any outbreaks will oc- 
cur in New- York as the result of the affair!” 

**No, I think not, because I do believe thatin 
this State the Governor, the courts, the law- 
makers, and the great mass of the people have 
no sympathy or tolerance for any such mad 
ideas as those of the Anarchists. [I believe Gov. 

Altgeld’s action is bound to breed trouble 
where such ideas are more prevalent, but I 
think we need not fear any such demoralized 
state of official or public sentiment here in 
New-York.” 





SCHWAB AND MOST JOYFUL. 


They Praise Gov. Altgeld and Berate Judges 
and Jurymen—To Hold a Jubilee. 


Justus Schwab, one of the apostles of com- 
munism and Anarchism, felt jubilant yesterday 
over the pardon of the Anarchists by Gov. Alt- 
geld. Ona blackboard on the wall of his sa- 
loon, at 50 First Street, was posted a small 
picture of Gov. Altgeld, and beneath was the 
tollowing dispatch from Chicago: 

“altgeld has liberated Fielden, 
Necbe. Come to the World’s Fair. 

“G. A, BCHILLING.” 

Justus Schwab, in reply to the question what 
he had to say about the pardon of the Anaroh- 
ists, said: 
faThere has never been a man like Gov. Alt- 
geld since Patrick Henry. He has the courage 
of his convictions. It is only six months since 
he was elected, and during that time he has 
given the most careful attention to the matter 
of the convicted Anarchists. He has waded 


through all the testimony given at the trial and 
has read piles of clippings from newspapers 
that referred to the trial. 

«Of course, | was overjoyed when I first heard 
the news of the pardon. I rushed right out and 
communicated it to every one whom I met, and 
soon there was joy all over the district. For 
years and years I have refused to talk to report- 
ers, because | had lost faith in the sense of jus- 
tice on the partof the people of this country. 
To-day, however, I make an exception, and 
shall talk, because my old faith has in a great 
measure been restored. 

“There never was such an outrage perpe- 
trated upon civilization as that of the murder 
of our martyrs. Do you ask whether the re. 
leased prisoners have given up Anarchism? 
No! I deny that they have given it up or that 
they ever promised to giveitup. As to Gary, 
he is another Judge Jefiries.”’ 

Henry Weissman, who has been both Anarch- 
ist and Socialist, said: ‘‘I was very glad to hear 
the good news, and I know that the workingmen 
in Chicago will always vote for Altgeid. [ be- 
lieve that this act is a fulfillment of his promises 
made before election to pardon the men. I be- 
lieve that he promised to pardon them before 
his election, because the Arveiter ne. the 
Anarchist organ, openly supported him ia the 
campaign. Gov. Altgeld is a member of the 
Turpers’ Association, and although he does not 
belong to the Anarchists, yet he is in sympathy 
with them. 

‘IT do believe that the Anarchists promised 
Dryer that they would have nothing more to do 
with Anarchism because it was the best thing 
for them todo. However, I do not think that 
they wili change their ideas, although they will 
change their tactics.” , 

Jobn Most, editor of the Anarchist organ Die 
Freiheit, and probably the most widely-known 
radical Anarchist in the world, when asked 
what he had to aay about the pardon of the 
Anarchists, replied: 

“J am very busy making up wy paper now. 
It will be out to-morrow, but you can have 
an advance proof of my editorial upon the 
subject.”’ 

Mr. Most's editorial is headed, “ Justice at 
Last,” and says: 

“Welcome! We greet our comrades whom 
the enemy, with outrageous cruelty, tore out of 
our ranks and kept in prison for seven long 
years. Whatever they may have suffered dur- 
ing that time, of one thing we are sure, and 
that is that they are sound intellectually and 
physically, and will continue the great work 
that they were performing when that cruel fate 
overtook them. 

** We greet the released as comrades who are 
burning with zeal to begin again the fight 
against everything bad, against Church, State, 
capital; and for everything that is good, for 
Avareby, Communism, and social revolution.

But his act farther signifi this. 
e manner in which he performed it showed 
at the same time justice in regard to those who 
Were murdered in Chicago on Nov. 11, 1887. 
Of course this justice has only a moral ift- 
cance. But it says to those who are dead: 
‘You were murdered through hired bandits of 
capital, at whose head stood a man whose duty 
it was to do justice impartially.’ 

“ Altgeld really did nothing more for us than 
to atlirm what we have all along declared, that 
on Nov. 11, 1887, the most shameful crime of 
the nineteenth century was committed.” 

The article goes on to condemn the police of 
—e District Attorhey Grinnell, the jury, 
and ay Fon Gary. who is called a monater, like 
Jeffreys, and adds: “So argues Altgeld. We our- 
selves have never expressed ourselves more 
emphatically. This man has the courage to up- 
hold truth. Thereby he has secured fame as 
have done few men in the history of America. 

“ We are Anarohists, and as such we are ene- 
mies to all authority. But Altgeld has shown 
himself to be en honorable man, the like of 
whom there are very few among the band of 
robbers, murderers, and idiots Known as mod- 
ern society. 

“It is no longer a secret that in mostof the 
large cities of this county there is a secret gov- 
ernment, consisting of the upper 400, which 
controls not only the press, pulpit, and cathe- 
dral in ite own interest, but also pulls the 
wires in most of the official circles, and espe- 
clally has the lice in its pay. This band 
has given hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to wage a war of life and death upon organized 
labor, and especially against the intelligent and 
honorable counselors of the proletarians. As 
tools in the bands of this band were Judge 
Gary, District Attorney Grinnell, the twelve 
bandits called jurymen, Bontield, 8chaak, and 
others. The higher Judges were likewise creat- 
ures of monopoly. Gov. Altgeld has officially 
atfirmed this. 

“Why, we ask, should not Gary, Grinnell, and 
their accomplices be eventually arrested for 
murder, tried, and punished. There is no longer 
any doubt of their guilt. We will wait in vain 
for any such satisfaction, and must content our- 
selves with the fact that this band of murderers 
is pilloried to-day, and will die politically.” 

he article demands the liberation of Hroneck, 
who was sentenced to twelve years’ imprison- 
ment because bombs were found in his house, 
and denounces editors and “‘starving report- 
ers" as hirelings of capital. Then {t goes on to 
Bay: 

“‘ Let us not rely upon the Altgelds. They are 
too few, and cannot help us thoroughly. Let 
us rely upon ourselves alone, upon those things 
that annihilate all who wantto attack us. Let us 
agitate along the entire line, prepare the trades 
unions, and make ready for the revolution. No 
compromise and no dickering with modern so0- 
ciety. It must fall if humanity is to be freed 
The bottommoest must come ontop. An entire- 
ly new system is to be established.” 

The Anarchists intend holding a jubilation 
meeting on Friday. The place of meeting has 
not yet been decided upon. 


EFFEOTS ENHANOED BY LIGHT. 


The Dore Paintings Now Arranged in Com- 


pleteness of Place and Detail. 


The Doré collection of paintings recently 
placed in the old skating rink, 810 to 814 Sey- 
enth Avenue, was lighted Monday night for the 
first time, and the effect was a strong evidence 
of the ability of the manager of the gallery 
Marion H. Kerner, who arranged the many in- 
candescent lamps. 

These magnificent works of the great Alsacian 
are rfow for the first time arranged in all com- 
pleteness of plan and detail, and the paintings, 
considered the most powerful of the many ex- 
cellent ones from the brush of Doré, can now be 


seen in all their magnificent beauty by nigut as 
well as by day. 

The building where they now are is 150 feet in 
length, and the picture of “ Christ Leaving the 
Pretorium ” occupies the entire front wall. Itis 
splendidly lighted, each beautiful effect being 
toned with the greatest nicety. 

A very diffioult painting to light was that of 
“Christ’s Entry into Jerusalem,” on account 
of the great diversity of colors, nearly all 
light, but Mr. Kerner has succeeded most ad- 
wirably. 

A triumph of light on the darker colors was 
obtained in the arrangement of the lights on the 
painting representing ‘Moses Before Pha- 
raoh."’ But the prettiest effect of all was se- 
cured in the pieture of * The Dream of Pilate’s 
Wife.” “Les Tencbres” shows beautifully ina 
penumbra of light, which falls on the armor of 
the soldiers who stood about the crucifixion. 

Dorc’s last and unfinished work, ‘* The Vale of 
Teara,”’ is another painting whose eflect is much 
enhanced by the excellently-arranged inoan- 
descents.

REMOVED FROM HIS OMIMAND 








MAJOR PETTIGREW OF THE FORTY- 
SEVENTH LEAVES OAMP, 


Relieved from Duty in the Presence of 
His Battalion—Col. Phisterer, the In- 
structor, Said He Was Incompetent to 
Handle His Men—He May Resign as 
Major—Discipline of the Forty-Seventh 
Lax—Hard Work of Provisional Com- 
panies—To Enlarge Camp Grounds. 


PEEKSKILI, N. Y., June 27.—For the first time 
in the history ef the State Camp a field officer 
has been relieved from duty in the presence of 
his command. During the battalion drill this 
morning Col. Phisterer, Assistant Adjutant 
General, detailed here as an instructor, became 
convinced that while Major William R. Petti- 
grew of the Forty-seventh Regiment, in com- 
mand of the first battalion, was competent to 
repeat commands, he was incompetent in ex- 
plaining them and in correcting them if his 
command improperly executed them. Col. 
Phisterer demanded that Major Vettigrew 
should explain the errors to the battalion, and 
when the latter was unable to do so, the former 
appealed to Col. John G, Eddy, the Colonel of the 
Tegiment, and in the absence of Gen. Porter, the 
post commander, Col. Eddy, who was on the 
field and had noted the delinquency of his 
senior Major, at once relieved him of com mand, 
and ordered Lieut. Col. Hubbell to assume 
charge of the battalion. 

Major Pettigrew promptly retired from the 
fleld, packed up his effects, and took the first 
train for Brooklyn. When the regiment was 
forming for eveniug parade Saturday, the First 
Battalion, which Major Pettigrew was som- 
manding, nearly ruined the formation. 

While packing his effects Major Pettigrew 
displayed his full realization of the humiliation 
to which he nad been exposed. He had little to 
say for publication, but intimated that his ree- 
ignation as Major was inevitable. 

Major Pettigrew is one of the oldest members 
of the Forty-seventh Regiment. Only three 
other officers in the regiment have served 
longer—Lieut. Col. Hubbell, Capt. Le Count, 
Inspector of Rifle Practiag, and Capt. John B. 
Liddle. Major Pettigrew enlisted as a private 
in Company C, Oct. 7, 1865. He was promoted 
to be First Lieutenant of Company G, June 7, 
1876; to be Captain, Sept. 11, 1878, and to be 
Major, Oct. 15, 1890. Last year while the Six- 
ty-ninth Regiment was in camp, Capt. Hugh 
Coleman, who, however, was not a field olticer, 
was relieved of the command of a battalion for 
incompetence. 

The discipline in the Forty-seventh Regiment 
is not so strict asit might be, and is ali the 
more deplorable when coutrasted with that of 
the Twenty-third and the Seventh. Profanity 
runs riot through the camp. On Saturday 
night, in one of the companies’ streets, a tent 
was dropped, and last nightas soon as taps 
Was sounded a pistol was discharged. To-day 
it was necessary for the Officer ef the Day to 
send out on the neighboring roads two patrol 
guarde to arrest stragglers from camp who had 
wandered off in the direction of Annsville. It 
was the first time this year that such a course 
was found necessary. 

The provisional companies under command 
of Capt. Chase of Newburg, on the other hand, 
are duing excellent work. in spite of the threat- 
ening weather this afternoon they were out for 
ap hour and ahalf,and completed up to date 
the programme which had been delayed by yes- 
terday’s wet weather. Major H. P. Stackpole of 
Albany, their instractor, was delighted with the 
results. At the close of the drill hesaid: ‘ These 
men are the most willing for work and the most 
cheerful in its execution I ever saw.” 

One of the headquarters officers, in comment- 
ing upon the desire for work of the provisionals, 
observed: * While the separate companies, who 
need little instruction, are drilling, the Forty- 
ev which is much in need of it, plays pase- 
ball.” 

Since the new drill regulations have been 
in operation the inadequacy of the dimen- 
sions of the State Camp has been thor- 
oughly recognized. When the camp was 
originally established, eleven years ago, the 
ground was ample, and no one could fore- 
see that the old close-order formation was 
to be given up for an extended-order drill. 
Year by year the camp has been improved and 
the system developed in every detail, and the 
generosity of the State and the co-operation of 
the executive authorities with the military of- 
ficers have resulted in the recognition of an in- 
stitution second to none in the United States. 

With the advent of the extended order in 
formation, with distances increased to 6 inches 
between individual men, 3 paces between 
companies, and 24 paces between battalions, 
the necessity for enlarged facilities became 
apparent. Exactly what the State authorities 
are to do is a wainut that has not yet been 
cracked. Gov. Flower, Gen. Porter, and Gen. 
Varian, Chief of Ordnance, recognize the fact 
that the parade ground must be enlarged, but 
they are in a quandary as to the most practica- 
ble way to do it. One plan suggested is to move 
the camp proper back to the area covered by 
the new parade ground. That is objected to for 
two reasous—tirst, because the troops would be 
transferred to the hettest part of the camp and 
shut out completely from the prevailing Sum- 
mer winds, and, second, because of the ex- 
pense attendant upon changing the water 
pipes, grading, lighting, sinks, bathhouses, Xo. 
Another plan contemplates the acquisition of 
the property to the north of the eastern parade 
and the destruction of 100 feet of the point of 
rocks.

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THUNA’S FASOINATING WAYS. 


He Is Glad to be Beyond Reach of the 
Landladies He Swindled. 


Max Thuna, the young man who defrauded 
twenty boarding-house landiadies, is ifcarcer- 
ated in the Tombs and will probably remain 
there for weeks unless some one generously be- 
comes his bondsman in the sum of $2,500 pend- 
ing his trial in the General Sessions. Mean- 
while, Thuna is undoubtedly glad to be behind 
the bars which shield him from the fury of the 
women whom he swindled. 

At the preliminary hearing before Judge 
Martin Monday the prisoner, who was also 
known as Dr. Dellman, wept when he saw the 
crowd of irate women, each carrying a satchel, 
and when several of them jabbed at him with 
their umbrellas he cowered behind a big police- 
man.

Leon Larombiere. 

The death of Léon Larombitre at Saint-Vaury, 
where he was born Dec. 23, 1813, is announced 
in Paris, A subdstitute of the King’s Prooureur 
at Bellao in 1841, at Tulle in 1843, at Limoges 
in 1849, he became an Advocate General in 
1853 and President of the Limoges Court in 
1855. In 1869 be was a counsellor of the Cour 
de Cassation and celebrated as the author of 
reports that have been followed as models, He 
became President of the Paria Court of Appeals 
in 1875, member of the Académie des Sciences 
Morales et Politiques in 1879, and Grand Or 
ticer of the Legion of Honor in 1884. 

He wrote several books, the most important 
of which is the standard “ Traité Théorique et 
Pratique des Obligations,” in seven volumes, 
and published two translations, for which his 
knowlege of Latin was highly praised, one of 
the “‘ Georgics’”’ of Virgil and the other of Lu- 
cretiua’s *‘ De Nature Kerum.”

THE SWITCHMAN WAS ASLEEP 


M’GARRY'S NEGLEOT CAUSED THE 
MANHATTAN DISASTER. 





He Worked Twelve Hours a Day for $50 
a Month and Was Evidently Careless— 
Asleep on Duty, and When Aroused 
by Water Boys He Became Bewildered 
and Turned the Wrong Switch—An In- 
quest Held and McGarry Committed 
Without Bail by the Coroner. 


An underpaid, overworked, sleepy switchman 
and the confusion of his first waking moments 
seems to have been the cause of the killing of 
eight persons and the maiming of a scere of 
others in the wreck of the Manhattan Beach 
Railroad race train at Parkville last week, Tues- 
day. 

The inquest was held in the room of the 
Board of Supervisors in the old Brooklyn Court 
House last evening. From 8 o’clock until mid- 
night a crowd that filled every seat and over- 
flowed into the aisles listened in almost 
painful silence to every word that the witnesses 
spoke. 

On the order of the Coroner, after the testi- 
mony had been heard, Switchman P. 8. McGar- 
ry Was rearrested after the inquest and held 
without bail. The inquest was adjourned until 
8 o’clock to-morrow evening.

The killing of James F. Murphy of 27 Park 
Row, this city, was taken as a test case. Cor- 
oner Joseph A. Kene conducted the inquest and 
District Attorney Patriok E. Callahan appeared 
for the State. 

A number of unimportant witnesses testified 
to the overcrowding of the cars and the identi- 
fication of several of the injured. Tnen the 
really important testimony began. 

Charles Hanson of 1,563 Bergen Street, 
Brooklyn, the conductor, and Thomas Reilly of 
Bay Ridge, the engineer of the east-bound 
train from Bay Ridge, told practically the 
same story. Reilly said that as he ap- 
proached the Parkville switch tower he 
was ten minutes behind his schedule 
time. He found the danger signal 
set and stopped some distance to the west of 
the tunnel. His train was delayed an unusually 
long time, but he stuck to his engine. There 
was nobody in the switch tower as far as he 
could see from a distance of 300 or 400 feet. 

William H. Blood, General Superintendent of 
the Long Island Railroad, testified that the 
steps were very much more crowded onthe 
side toward the embankment than on the other 


side. He did not think, however, that the addi- 
tional weight could have listed the cars any. 

Mr. Blood said he had warned passengers not 
to stand on the ateps before the train started. 
The company never used torce to keep people 
olf the steps, however. 

The witness had inspected the switch after 
the accident and found that it was within one- 
half an inch of wide open. He admitted that 
the blind switch was put there for ditohing pur- 
poses. 

George Armstrong, the conductor of the ill- 
fated train, and John KSBarker, its engi- 
neer, were then galled. Armstrong  testi- 
fied that there were about 600 passengers 
on the train, some seventy-five of them being 
on the steps on the embankment side. He had 
ordered them to stand inside of the cars, where 
there was plenty of room, but they had refused 
= do so. The train was ten minutes behind 
time. 

Barker said he wasrunning twelve miles an 
hour. Coming out of the tannel he looked back 
and found that partof his train was missing 
It was partofhis duty to watoh the rear end of 
the train. 

Switchman P. 8S. MoGarry said he had been 
with the Long Island Company four months. 
He was not yet twenty years of age, and had 
previously worked on the Erie Road. 

MoGarry teatified that he got $50 a month 
for working from 7 A. M. to 7P.M. About 3 
o’cloock on the afternoon of June 20 he had had 
a couple of friendsin the tower with him, but 
had not been drinking. Then he explained the 
working of the switches and signals, and told 
the use of the “‘ditcher.” 

Then came 4 sensation, and a murmur of sup- 
pressed excitement ran from bench to bench 
and from door to plateform. 

Three witnesfes testified that McGarry had 
been asleep less than tive minutes before the 
orashca me. 

Thomas F. Lidford of 142 St. John’s Place, 
Brooklyn, said that about 6 o’clock on the day 
of the accident he and his wife were driving on 
the Parkway and passed the switch tower. 
MoGarry was leaning on the window sill, ap- 
parently asleep. 

Two men who stood by the roadside with 
buckets and were watering the horses of the 
passers by, saw the switchman at the same 
time. 

“ Hey, Billy, wake up; dey’s a loco’ comin’,” 
shouted one of them. 

The switchman showed no signs of waking 
up, so the fellow with the bucket ran down the 
bank and into the switch tower. A moment 
later Mr. Lidford heard the crash and calls for 
help, and drove away after medical aid. 

Clifford Buckalew of 173 Park Row, in this 
city, was the man who awakened MoGarry. 
He told how he had shouted to the switochman 
and then ran to the tower, 

“There’s a train comin’!” he yelled to Me- 
Garry, shaking him as hard as he could by the 
shoulder. 

“He wakes up,” Buckalew continued, “ an’ 
pulls fouror five switch-levers. I didn’t know 
what he was doin’. 

“Then I ran down stairs, an’ there was the 
wreoked train.” 

The other bucket carrier, Patrick McGarvey 
of the same address, corroborated Buckalew’s 
testimony. 

As McGarry was leaving the courtroom at 
12:15 this morning he was arrested by Deputy 
Coroner Degan and locked up in the Raymond 
Street Jail, without bail. After his previous ar- 
rest at Gravesend he had been released under 
bonds by Justice Sutherland. 





Took Too Much Chloral in the Park. 


Thomas B. Langshaw, thirty-five years old, 
who claims to be an ex-ollicer of the British 
Army, was found in Central Park Saturday, 
suffering from the effects of poison. 

Inthe Yorkville Police Court yesterday he 
said he had been prostrated by heat in India 
some years ago, and that he had since used 


chloral medicinally. He had no intention of 
committing suicide, but thought he had taken 
an overdose of chloral. 

Langshaw, however, was held for trial. He 
says his home is in Hartford, Conn., where he 
teaches music.

Mr. James R. Keene made no mistake when he 
paid Albert Cooper $30,000 for the Ryder Ali-Glori- 
anne colt, which he has christened Hyderabad. But 
for the penalty the colt wuuld have incurred by win- 
ning it, the Messra. Keene could have won the Great 
‘Trial Stakes at Sheepshead Bay with him yesterday. 
Instead of winning it, however, they preferred to 
send him to the post with his stable companion, 
Domino, who has already incurred penalties up to 
the limit, so as to see what he could doin the heavy 
going and whether he was anywhere near as good 
as Domino, whom Hyderabad’s enthusiastic former 
owner claimed he could defeat ats even weights. 
Hyderabad showed that he was good enough to beat 
the best of the colts outside of Domino. How much 
better Domino is than Hyderabad is still a mystery, 
ase Domino won the stakes and beat his stable com- 
panion just as easily as he has hitherto beaten every 
horse he has met. He gave Hyderabad seven pounds 
and the soundest kind of a beating, and was never 
allowed fully to extend himself at any part of the 
race, Garrison having a double wrap on him all 
through and easing Domino up so that Hyderabad 
oould get up to him and make a good showing while 
running second. That he had hard work in getting 
into second place his badly-cut sides showed, but 
once he got there he staid there easily enough. So 
with these two colts the Messrs. Keene won $25,475 
of the stakes that was worth in the aggregate but 
$1,000 more, the latter sum going to Dobbins, who 
ran third, beating Declare home by a head. 

As Hyderabad beat Dobbins all of seven pounds, 
‘the difference in the weight they carried, and over a 
track that was plainly not to his liking, it looks as if 
the Messrs. Keene had in him and Domino the two 
best celts of the year, and have all the rich stekes of 
the season at their mercy, though Dobbins and Hy- 
derabad, at even weights, might make a contest that 
would be worth seeing. Yesterday’s race proved 
conclusively that Hyderabad is not in the sameciass 
as Domino, and that, had Mr. Keene taken Trainer 
Cooper’s offer and raced horse for horse, Cooper 
would have lost the colt. He can consider himself 
lucky to have got so good a price as he did for him. 
With the pair it seems now a foregone conclusion 
that the Messrs. Keone have within their grasp the 
Coney Island Faturity, the Monmonth Park Prod- 
uce, andthe Morris Park Matron Stakes, which are 
Worth in the aggregate at least $150,000, and a 
uumber ofther stakes of lesser value.

Was the feature of the racingat Sheepshead Bay 
yesterday. It was the means of materially eorich- 
ang &@ number of the shrewd betting men, for the 
bookies in a burst of unusual liberaiity laid 1 to 
3 against the keene stable to win the race and as 
goodas 4 to 5 against Domino's winuing it, a pro- 
ceeding that seemed very strange to people whe 
know that bookmakers are not in the habit of giving 
their money away to men that wager their money 
with them.

The other'strange feature of the racing was the 
fact that the Mesers. Morris allowed their weird and 


erratic trainer, one Walden, to declare to win the 
race for the Standard Stakes with Rainbow. This 
was a plain piece of nonsense, and one that the Stew- 
ards of the jockey club should have taken notice of 
end called Walden to account for. He must have 
known, if he knows anything about horses, that Rain- 
bow could not win. The declaration did hot fool 
either the bookmakers or the publio, for they laid 4 
to 1 against Rainbow and but 2 to 1 against Marsa, 
in spite of the absurd declaration. Rainbow made

OARPENTER'S _TRANSFERS VOID 


Sudge Ingraham Decides that They Were 
Designed to Defraud Creditors. 


An important decision in the affairs of Charles 
C. Carpenter, formerly a manufacturer of cor- 
sete and suspenders at 557 and 559 Broadway, 
and at Elizabeth, N. J., has been rendered by 
Judge Ingraham. 

Mr. Carpenter failed in February, 1890, with 
Mabilities of about $100,000. He gave judg- 
ments to the Century Rubper Company for 
$39,000, and to its President, Ferdinand 8. N. 
Blun, for $3,223, under which all his property 
‘Was sold by execution and bought in, it was al- 
leged, for the Century Rubber Company, which 
transferred it to a new company called the Lace- 
back Suspender Company. He also transferred 
to the Century Kubber Company all his goods 
then on hand. 

Blumenstiel & Hirsch, representing the New- 
Yors Commercial Company and other creditors, 


brought an action against Carpenter, the Cen- 
tury Kubber Company, F. & N. Blun, and the 
Laceback Suspender Company to set aside the 
judgments and transfers as made to defraud 
creditors upon the ground that the whole trans- 
action wasa scheme by which the property 
of Carpenter was to be placed in possession of 
the Century Rubber Company. A patent owned 
by Carpenter was also transferred to the Lace- 
back Suspender Company, and suit was also 
brought to set aside that transfer. 

Judge Ingraham yesterday granted the entire 
relief asked for and sect aside all the transfers 
as fraudulent and void —— creditors. 


One Ash Cart Rams Another. 


While a load of ashes and garbage was being 
daumped into ascow at Pier 12 East River yes- 
terday morning, from a cart belonging to James 
Moran of 102 Bayard Street, the cart was struck 
by another ash-laden cart, owned by the Steam 
Heating Company, which was being backed to 
the dumping board to unload.

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GRAND JURORS CAUSE ALARM 


BROOKLYN SPOILSMEN WATOHING 
FOR SIGNS OF DANGER. 


They Are Afraid the Public Inquisitors May 
Take Action on the Disposal of Railway 
Franchises—The Unusual Effort to Get 
Rid of the District Attorney Is Ominous 
—McKee Jurors Blame the Court’s In- 
structions for Failure to Convict the 


Accused Alderman. 


The earnestness with which the June 
Grand Jury in Brooklyn is setting about 
the work of investigating the abuses of 
municipal administration which surround 
it on every hand has greatly alarmed the 
spoilsmen of that city, who are ever alert 
to discover the first sign of danger, either 
to their persons or their purses. 

The plainness with which the Grand Jury 
indicated to Judge Henry A. Moore of the 
Court of Sessions its desire to conduct part 
of its official investigations without the 
assistance of a District Attorney who had 
failed to convict any of the city officials 
who were indicted for their alleged com- 
plicity in the frauds of the Columbian cele- 
bration bills has demonstrated to the poli- 
ticians who misgovern the City of Churches 
that they are in danger of sharing the 
fate of the boodle Aldermen of New-York. 
Their appreciation of the situation has 
produced among them an agitation which 
is in marked contrast to the usual look of 
relish which they wear. 

There were rumors afloat in Brooklyn 
yesterday to the effect that certain lawyers 
of high standing at the bar of that city 
were considering the advisability of call- 
ing ameeting of the members of the bar 
with a view to appointing a committee to 
inquire whether the Grand Jury of the 
county was being sufficiently served by 
the District Attorney’s office in its efforts 
to reach political and official wrongdoers 
by indictment. 

It is reported in Brooklyn that one of the 
previous recent Grand Juries was disposed 
to indict two ofthe prominent officials of 
the City Government, but was advised 
against pursuing such a course, although 
the two city officials in question had ren- 
dered themselves amenable to indictment. 

The present Grand Jury is generally re- 
garded as a body of fearless citizens, who 
are trying to do their manifest duty and 
know what are their rights and how far 
they can go in establishing those rights.

The Brooklyn politicians are acting as if 
they feared that the present Grand Jury, 
despite the instructions which it received 
from Judge Moore, might find a way to 
reach the object at which it was aiming 
and explode a bomb loaded with dangerous 
indictments in their very midst. The poli- 
ticians are watching the Grand Jury now 
as closely asa mouse watches a cat, and 
they are not slowin adopting all sorts of 
supposed precautions for their safety. 

The present troubles of the Brooklyn offi- 
cials have grown out of the recent grant- 
ing of valuable street franchises to the 
Brooklyn City Railroad Company and the 
P. H. Flynn political syndicate, in the face 
of an offer of ema ae in cash annually 
for these franchises by the Union Street 
Railway Company. 

The circumstances under which the 
**Cold Thirteen ” of the Brooklyn Common 
Council voted these franchises to the 
Brooklyn City Railroad Company and the 
Flynn political syndicate are fresh in the 
publiomind. The Railroad Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen acted in cool de- 
fiance of public interests and wishes in 
handing over the franchises. 

Out of the actions of the “Cold Thir- 
teen” grew the formal charges which were 

referred last Thursday before Mayor 

oody against the Railroad Committee of 
the Common Council by Edward M. 
Grout, Secretary of the Union Street Rail- 
way Company. In the presence of Presi- 
dent Daniel I’. Lewis of the Brooklyn Cit 
Railroad Company and President_Patric 
H. Flynn of the Nassau Electric Railroad 
Company, Mr. Grout protested against the 
ratification by the Mayor of the acts of the 
Aldermen in regard to the franchises. 

He charged that the Union Street Rail- 
way Company’s offer to pay for the fran- 
chises had been ignored. The committee, 
Mr. Grout charged, refused to announce 
the terms and conditions on which the 
franchises might be obtained, but secretly 
and collusively received the offers of per- 
centages on earnings from the two other 
companies, and fraudulently and corruptly 
concealed the same from the Union Street 
Railway Company. 

It was charged by Mr. Grout that the 
terms under which the two other roads ob- 
tained the franchises were obscure in word- 
ing and intended to deceive, and would 
bring far less revenue to the city than the 
open and bona fide offer of the Ugion Street 
Railway Company. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, Mayor 
Boody said he would give the subject care- 
ful cunsideration, but it would be several 
days before he would give a decision. 

The next day (Friday) Mayor Boody 
signed the Aldermanic resolutions giving 
the franchises to the Brooklyn City Rail- 
road Company and the Flynn political syn- 
dicate. He left for Chicago Saturday to 
inflict a speech on Brooklynites visitin 
the World’s Fair. : :

His Emotion Was Manifest as He With- 
drew His Claim Against the City.

OHANGES IN THE POST OFFICE. 


Mr. Dayton Will Seek Greatly to Improve 
the Local Service. 


Charles W. Dayton will take hold of the tiller 
ropes as Postmaster of New-York on July 1. 
He returned from Washington yesterday, where 
he has been conferring with Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bissell. 

On Friday an inventory of the Post Office will 
be begun. It will be made by a committee ap- 
pointed by Mr. Dayton, composed of George H- 
Burford, President of the United States Life 
Insurance Company; Isaac Anderson, Cashier 
ofthe Twelfth Ward Bank; William Moores, 
Frederick J. Swift, and James Elliott, Jr., 
together with a committee of clerks to be ap- 
pointed by Mr. Van Cott, the retiring Postmas- 
ter, and two Post Office Inspectors. 

“TI shail begin to study at once,” said Mr. 
Dayton to a reporter fur.Tar NEw-YoRK TIMES, 
“to determine to my own satisfaction the causes 
ofthe inefficiency of the present local postal 
service, and I shall try to remove those causes. I 
am assured by Postmaster General Bissell that 
I will be aided heartily by the department in 
trying to do everything possible to make this 
Post Office the most efficient one in the world. 

“In Wasbington the authorities are thor- 


oughly alive to the need of improvement in the 
postal service here, and Iam instructed to go 
abead and do as I think best. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bissell will be here within ten days, and 
with me he will go over the whole system and 
make such suggestions as occur to him. He 
will particularly look into the plans and ca- 
mw d of the proposed branch Poss Olfice on 

orty-third Street, just east of the Grand 
Central Station.’’ 

‘* How about appointments you may make?t’’ 
Mr. Dayton was asked. 

“Youknow I have been reported as having 
stated that [ did not believe President Cleve- 
land had appointed me Postmaster of New-York 
for the purpose of keeping Republicans in office. 
This statement is capable of many construoc- 
tiens, and they have been — upon it; but 
itis incorrect anyway. hat I did say was 
that I did not think I had been made Postmaster 
for the purpose of appointing Republicans to 
office. Thatis quite another thing. 

“I believe I was honored with this appoint- 
ment because President Cleveland thought I 
would furnish a good postal service in this jm- 
portant partof the system. I also think that 
the President appointed me with the thought 
that I would oarry out the civil serviee rules. 
I shall undoubtedly make change in the service, 
but they will only be made in oarrying out the 
plan of improvement. The list of gat my 
disposal is not a pension list When 1 find a 
man that I do not want to continue in the serv- 
ioe [shall remove him, and in filling the place 
a Democrat will surely zet the preference, but 
the Democrat's character and possible efticiency 
will be his only recommendation, and not his 
party service.”

Despondent Mary Reilly Jumped from a 
Fourth-Story Window. 





A sad-faced woman, with large, dark eyes and 
pretty brown, fluffy hair, lay dead on the side- 
walk when Policeman Owen Sullivan reached 
227 Madison Street at daybreak yesterday. It 
was soon found that she bad thrown herself 
from the window ofa hall bedroom on the 
fourth floor of the house, and that she was 
Mary Reilly. a book sewer for W. H. English, at 
60 Murray Street. 

With her worked Jane Patterson, who lived 
at 227 Madison Street. On Monday night Mary 
spoke dolefully to her comrade and asked to be 
allowed to sleep in the house, asshe did not 
have a lodging. Mrs. O’Brien, the landlady, 
allowed her to sleep im the room from the win- 
dow of which she threw herself. 

Miss Patterson said that she did not know 
why her friend killed herself. It was plain 
that when the suicide retired she intended to 
kill herself, as she did not disrobe. 

An explanation of her act was given by a 
woman with whom she had lodged at 133 South 
Fifth Avenue. A real estate broker's clerk 
named Fox, who could not be found, refused to 
marry her after he had wronged her, and she 
became intemperate and despairing. She made 
a last appeal to him a few daysago. A photo- 
graph which she often looked at while at work 
and which was in the bosom of a shabby serge 
dress that she wore was supposed to be a 
portrait of her betrayer. 





Mercantile Library’s Report. 


@The Aldermen at their meeting yesterday re-

SERVIOES IN LONDON IN MEMORY 
OF ADMIRAL TRYON. 





The Dukes of Edinburgh and Cambridge 
Present at the Ceremonies at St. Peter’s 
Church—The Body of the Dead Officer 
Not Yet Recovered—His Telescope, Dis- 
patch Box, and Cap Found—A Previous 
Peril of the Victoria’s Crew—Admiral 
Hopkins Assigned to the Mediterranean. 


Lonpon, June 27,—Services in memory of 
Vice Admiral Sir George Tryon, Commander in 
Chief of the Mediterranean station, who lost 
his life through the foundering of the Victoria 
were held to-day in St. Peter’s Churohb, this city, 
ot which Vice Admiral Tryon was an active 
member. Among those present were Lady 
Clementina Tryon, widow of the Vice Admiral 
and the members of ber family; the Duke of 
Edinburgh, the Duke of Cambridge, and Mre- 
Gladstone. The Vicar of St. Peter's officiated 

A private letter, written by a sailor on the 
Victoria and received here to-day, relates that 
during torpedo practice near Nauplia, Greece, 
the Victoria's cutter ran into a torpedo and was 
sunk. The crew swam about until they were 
picked -? by the Victoria’s small boate. 

In adispatoh dated June 26, Rear Admiral 
Markham reports that Admiral Tryon's tele- 
scope, dispatch box, and cap had been recovered, 
but that the body had not been found. Mark- 
ham had transferred his fixg to the war ship 
Nile. 

Sr. Jonns, N. F,, June 27.—The British war 
abip Blake, Admiral Hopkins’s flagship, ar- 
rived here to-day from Halifax, and will remain 
for a week. Admiral Hopkins was surprised on 
arriving here to learn ef his appointment to the 
Mediterranean squadron. It was completely 
unexpected. The information of his appoint- 
ment is not official, and he declined to state his 
plans or discuss the disaster. 





VICTIMS WILL NOT BE FORGOTTEN. 


England’s Care of the Fatherless Chil- 
dren—Money and Education. 


Aecording to the usual practice of the British 
Admiralty, it is lixely that the family of every 
enlisted man who was lost with the Victoria 
will receive the unexpired enlistment portion 
ofthe man’s pay. The pay of a British seaman 
is about $12 per month This sum is small 
when compared with the $25 per month paid 
to seaman aboard American men-of-war. The 
British seaman, however, receives allowances 
in the shape of clothing which are not given 
the American sailor. 

In any event, if the Admiralty feels con- 
atrained to limit its generosity, the families of 
the lost men will reeeive at least one year’s full 
pay, including grog allowance in money. Thefull 
year’s allowance will approach closely to $200. 
These families will also be entitled to a small 
pension usually sufficient to ward off 
actual distress. Then, too, as is usual 
in times of such calamities, the dis- 
tribution of public charity funds made availa- 
ble for the purpose will be attended to by Ad- 
miralty officials. Families of the deceased men 
will receive a share of the charity fund in pro- 
portion to the number of ite members and their 
condition. 

Aside from the above, the British Admiralty 
will cause a note to be made of the children of 
the different families. The boys, when they are 
able to leave their mothers, will be given 


preference in the matter of employment in the 
dockyards and varieus Government establish- 
ments controlied by Admiralty officials. 

The sons of officers who were lost on the Vic- 
toria are assured of receiving, according to 
their choice, nominations as cadets either into 
the British Navy or Army. These nominations 
are within the gift ef the Queen. A young gen- 
tleman who enters the British Navy or army 
under the title of **Queen’s cadet” has his 
future pretty well out out forhim. In his en- 
trance examination the fact that the cadet’s 
father was lost in the service of the Queen 
stands to the credit ef the son. The latter is 
marked “ passed” on a percentage of efisiency 
which would debar an unknown candidate. The 
British authorities reason that the blood of the 
father isin the boy, and that if the latter is 
lacking in book knowledge his loyalty to the 
Queen is guaranteed by the qualities evinced by 
the father. 

During the recent visit of the British fleet to 
New-York an American ofticer who took it 
upon himself to shows» number of the Blake's 
midshipmen over the city, and who before the 
departure of the fleet became strongly attached 
to them en account of their sterling qualities, 
reiates that one of the smartest of the Blake’s 
middies tulid him very soberly, on one occasion, 
that he owed his nomination asa cadet almost 
entirely “to father having served the Queen 
right rey down in India. 

It was curing the mutiny,” said the little 
fellow, ‘‘and father was only a Lieutenant 
then himself, and he used often to tell my two 
brothers and me what jolly sport it was after 
the whole affair was over to see them blow the 
murderous cutthroats to pieces. My two broth- 
ere are now in the army, and both are serving 
out im India, but neither of them would have 
got into the service if it hadn't been for father’s 
record down in India.

WOULD NOT LEAVE HIS SHIP. 


An Unwritten Rule Which British Naval 
Officers Feel Impelled to Obey. 


The action of Vice Admiral Tryon in refusing 
to leave the bridge of the Victoria while there 
was & chance is being compared by military men 
in this city with the action of Brig. Gen. George 
A. Custer at the Big Horn massacre. Accord- 
ing to now generally accepted facts, an oppor- 
tunity was offered Cu ster by a Government In 
dian scout to cut his way out. Custer refused 
the proffered Brule blankct and headdress and 
remained to die with his men. 

Instances are many in the British Navy of 
Captains of war ships preferringto go down 
with their ships in preference to outliving 
them. It is an old practice in the British Navy, 
and one which practically amounts toarule, that 
the Captain whe loses a war ship never obtains 
asecondone. The belief among many Ameri- 
can officers is that Tryon was fully imbued with 
the seaman’s idea of the duty*of a commander, 
and, knowing that hundreds of men were impris- 
oned below decks, calmly decided to go down 
with the ship so long as a man aboard had to 
die as the result ef carrying out orders given by 
him ques the manceuvring. 

At the United States Naval Academy a monu- 
ment in the centre of the grounds stands to-day 
with the name “ Herndon” on its face. Hern- 
don was an Amerioan naval officer who, before 
the civil war, was engaged while on furlough 
in the command of a mail steamer plying be- 
tween New-York and the West Indies. The ship

How Gettysburg’s Historic Field Has Been 
Desecrated—Bones of the Dead Scattered. 


“Within the last few weeks a storm of pro- 
tests bas broken upvun the heads of those who 
are responsible for the scheme of running an 
electric railway over the famous battlefield of 
Gettysburg,” writes John Reed Scott in the cur- 
rept number of Harper’s Weekly. 

Referring tothe days thirty years ago when 
the armies of Meade and Lee met at Gettysburg, 
Mr. Scott says: ** Since then the veterans of the 
blue have regarded as holy the scenes of the 
three days’ awful struggle, and Gettysburg has 
become known the Union over as the *‘ Amer- 
ican Mecca.’”’ 

Twenty-five square miles mark the scene of 
that fearful struggle between the North and 
South. The first day's engagement occurred to 
the north and west of the town, and those of 
the secend and third days to the southward. 
“Itis over the second and third days’ field,” 
writes Mr, Scott, ‘ that the electrio railway has 
run its desecrating track, plowing, hacking, 
blasting, and destroying everything that im- 
peded its progress, apd shattering with vandal- 
istic completeness all the sentiment that has 
hung over the blood-stained ground. 

“The trolley goes out the Emmittsburg road 
—that runs about midway between Seminary 
and Cemetery Ridges, upon which the two 
armies were stationed—to the Peach Orchard. 
Here it turns to the left and pursues the narrow 
lane leading to the Tarrytown Road. Just be- 
fore reaching the Wheat Field it deflects ab- 
ruptly to the right, making for the Devil's Den 
rexion. 

“The Memorial Association has from the first 
opposed the electric railway, and scorned their 
request for a right of way over its land and ave- 
hues. Consequently the trolley purchased frum 
private parties the necessary privileges, and 
wherever possible it has run its route along the 
line of the Memorial Association's land.” 

It was below the “loop” at the southwest 
edge of the wheattield where Brooks's brigade 
charged against Longstreet’s columns on the 
afternoon of the second day. The topography 
of this part of the field has been changed by a 
three-foot fill. Baek of the Devil’s ben a cut 12 
feet deep has been made, destroying forever the 
features of a locality that was always sought for 
by visitors. 

A portion of the defenses in front of the left 
of the Third Corps was composed of a group of 
granite rocks, 75 by 25 feet in area. They have 
been blasted and the pieces of rock have been 
used to fill up a bito pamer land over which 
the trolley is torun. The boulders which atfford- 
ed protection to the combatants in the desper- 
ate engagement between the kourth Maine and 
Fortieth New-York and the Forty-fourth Ala- 
bama and the right of Benning’s Confederate 
brigade have also been put to the same use. 

The road fora distance of over a mile cuts 
the scenes of the most desperate encounters of 


. the battle in which De ‘frobriand’s, Tilton’s, 


weetzer’s, Zook’s, Kelly's, Cross’s, and Ward's 
Union brigades and Kershaw’s, Semmes’s, Wof- 
ford’s, Anderson’s, and Kobertson’s Confeder- 
ate brigades contended for hours. ‘The rail- 
way cuts straight through the lines of battle, 
forest trees are leveled, boulders and ledges 
Diasted, streams are bridged, and the whole 
character of the field is changed,’ says Col. 
Bachelder of the United States Commission. 

One of the most romantic portions of the bat- 
tlefield was the *‘ Valley of Death,” to the north- 
ward of the “ Devil’s Den.” A solid wall of 
verdure, strengthened by thick, heavy pines, 
lent a magnifieent impenetrableness to the re- 
gion between the Den and Big Round Top. 
Down the centre of this locality a track for the 
trolley has been laid, and the beauty of the 
scene has been ruined. Huge boulders and 
massive rocks, which sheltered hundreds of the 
Unien soldiers, have been biasted, and the 
débris now forms a portion of the roadbed. 

“Plum Run ran red with blood,” writes Mr. 
Scott, ‘and the turf was carpeted with the 
bodies of the slain, blue and gray, that lay side 
by side where death had found themin the 
struggle, But all the sacredness of such asso- 
clations has been as naught, and witha ruth- 
lessnesé that resembles the ruthlesaness of the 
vandals that King Attila led, the trolley has 
blasted the boulders asunder, piled the frag- 
ments into a roadbed, and run the hideous track 
right down the ‘ valiey.’” 

The western and northern faces of Little 
Round Top are disfigured by tne railroad. Some 
days ago a gang of men unearthed the bones of 
some of MeCandless’s Pennsylvania Reserves. 
They were tossed into a cart with a lot of dirt 
and dumped on a distant part of the field. 
However, a oitizen of Gettysburg learned of the 
fact, and, gathering as many of the bones as he 
could find, he gave them decent burial. 

The trolley also runs across a spot which 
ought to have remained sacréd, and that is 
where Hancock fell wounded. The spot where 
Gen. Garnet died is buried beneath the roadbed 
of a trolley line. 

In conclusion Mr, Scott says: ‘‘The power to 
take the battlefield has been delegated to the 
General Government, and the sole means of 
preserving the field from further desecration 
now lies in the prompt action of the War De- 
partment. The Government Commissionera 
have recommended immediate action, and there 
is nothing now but to wait and hope.” 


TO REVISIT GETTYSBURG, 


New-York Veterans Will Dedicate Monu- 
*ments to Dead Heroes—Their Programme. 





The programme for New-York's days at Get-. 
tysburg, next Saturday, Sunday, and Monday, 
Was completed yesterday. Gens. Sickels, But- 
terfield, and Carr have been working on it sev- 
eraldays. Gen. Butterfleld has had charge of 
the formation of the organizations that are to 
participate in the ceremony. 

On Sunday, July 2, the new sixty-five-thou- 
sand-dollar monument to the unknown dead of 
this State at Gettysburg will be dedicated. In 
the morning the veterans will learn the posi- 
tions which their organizations are to have in 
the line on Baltimore Pike, through whioh the 
Governors of New-York and Pennsylvania, the 
Board of Commissioners, the orator, the poet, 
the Marshal, and the invited gueats are to pass 
in frontof the grand stand and monument. At 
1:30 P. M. the organizations will move from 
Central Square to the cemetery and monu- 
ment ground. The admission to the grand stand 
will be limited to those holding special tickets. 
The ceremonies will open with music, the band 
playing “ The Star-Spangled Banner.” Previous 
to and while the band plays, the corps, brigade, 


and honor flags will be placed on the grand 
stand under the direction of the Marshal and a 
staf ofticer. After the music the Rev. Dr. W. B. 
Derrick of Flushing will offer prayer. 

Gen. Sickles will make a brief introductory 
address on behalf of the Commissioners, Bishop 
Potter will then deliver an oration. After this 
address Gov. Flower will be introduced to the 
veterans and wil make a brief speech. De Witt 
C. Sprague of this city will re &@ poem, to be 
followed by the benediotion. 

The ceremonies will conclude with a salute 
by a United Btates battory. 

On Saturday the battlefield and monuments 
will be visited by the veterans and guests, and 
the regiments will dedicate some of the regi- 
mental monuments. On Monday there will be 
further dedications by regimental organiza- 
tions.

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BROOKLYN DAY AT THE FAIR 


MAYOR HARRISON'S GREETING TO 
THE EASTERN VISITORS. 





An Important Question of Social Etiquette 
Settled—President Higinbotham Did 
Not Wear a Dress Suit at the Infanta’s 
Breakfast—Editor McKelway Dissects 
the Chicago Eagle—Mayor Boody Makes 
a Pleasant Address—A Reception and 
Banquet in the Evening. 


CHICAGO, June 27.—This was Brooklyn day at 
the World's Fair. Fifteen hundred people came 
from that city to hear from thelipsor Mayor 
Harrison an official denial of the statement 
that President Higinbotham wore a dress suit 
at the breakfast given by the Mayor to the 
Spanish Princess. Incidentally, Mr. Harrison 
said some nice things about Chicago, or let his 
pet eagle soar, making sport of the eagle which 
makes its nest in Brooklyn. Before Mayor 
Harrison’s eagle reached the ground, St. Clair 
MoeKelway of the Brooklyn Lag/e pulled out its 
tail feathers. 

The Chicago spoaker had taken occasion to 
glorify his own city at the expense of the East, 
and Mr. MoKelway replied in this way: 

* Brooklynites here to-day will admit that we 
have nothing in the East, not even Brooklyn 
Heights, which oan equal Chicago bluff The 
magnitude of ourewn municipality is equaled 
only by the modesty of the Mayor of this. 
Mayor Harrison has spoken in glowing terms of 
the wonders of the ‘ White City,’ but he has 
neglected to say anything about the black city 
which lies outside the gatesof Jackson Park. 
He said that the Chicago eagle stares always at 
the sun, but he neglected to say that the sun 
with equal regularity looks the other way. 
The versatile Mayor of this polyglot munici- 
pality has shown the width of his af- 
fection by confessing here to-day that he 
often during her stay here kissed the glove of 
the Infanta. He has denied that the President 
of the Columbian Exposition appeared in a 
dress suit at 10 o’olock in the morning. We are 
giad to have the slander corrected, but the er 
ror arose through the statement made by an” 
ignorant reporter on the Mayor’s own paper, 
who did not know the difference between a 
dress coat and a Prince Albert. 

“Chicago plus the exposition, Mr. Harrison 
said,” continued Mr. McKelway, “was a great 
attraction, but we think that Brooklyn minus 
the exposition is a greater attraction. Chicago 
may be a maker of epochs; Brooklyn is the 
maker of New-York. New-York is the Brooklyn 
workshop, where Brooklyn brains or Brooklyn 
industry take advantage of the opportunity of 
that metropolis.” 

And so Mr. McKelway went on until every- 
body in Music Hall, where the exercises were 
held, was laughing at Mayor Harrison’s discom- 
fiture. 

The visitors from Brooklyn invaded Jackson 


Park early in the morning. Before 11 o'clock 
they were notiveable among the crowds in the 
grounds. Atthat hour the programwe began 
in Music Hall Mayor David Boody sat at the 
eentre of the stage. Around him were seated 
Jobn A. Rueder, William Dossize, John Howard 
Lydar, Dr. James L. Watson, William Richard- 
son, St. Clair MoKelway, William H. Van Anden, 
Nelson G. Corman, George L. Wingate, and Gen. 
James Jourdan. The exercises began with 
musio by Liesgang’s Chicago Orchestra. The 
Arion Club sang “* Arion’s Mottu,” composed 
for the occasion by Leader Arthur Claassen, 
and as an encore gave 4 lullaby My aang 

Chairman Towns, a prominent Kings County 
lawyer, called the assembDiage to order and in- 
troduced Thomas B. Bryan, who welcomed the 
visitors from the East. Then came Mayor Har- 
rison’s speech, an idea of which may be had 
from Mr. MoKelway’s reply, given above. 
Mayor David Boody followed Mr. Harrison. 
His remarks were very happy im tone. Mayor 
Boody said: 

Mr. Mayor: Brooklyn thanksyou for the cordial 
welcome which you have extended to her citizens 
within your gates, and ior the courteous and kind 
expressions which you have used, giving us a com- 
forting sense of Western hospitality. Brooklyn de- 
Sires to congratulate Chicago on the energy which 
her citizens displayed in aetermining tbe location 
of this great exhibition, and on the strength of pur- 
pose and of resource which have been shown in 
making it @n honor to our country and ourage. We 
of the Kast vied with you in our efforts to secure the 
location of this fair, but we knew then, and we re- 
alize abundantly now, that whether it comes from 
the Kast or the West, its success must redound to 
our cOmmon country and our common Dame. 

You exhibit one of the great cities of the world, 
and remind us thatit has sprang from the bottom 
of the prairies in the lifetime of an individual. You 
show us the latest and best results of human society 
based upon livery, peace, and knowledge. it isan 
Kasiern o1 which greets you—a city contain. 
ing 1,000,000 pevple, but, notwithstanuing these 
facts, Brooklyn, like Chicago, is a youthful city. You 
received your charter in 1837; Brooklyn received 
her city charter ouly three years before. 
many reciprocal relations of more than ordinary 
interest cummon to these two cities. Chicago is 
growing more rapidly than any great Western city; 
Sroeklyn is growiug more rapidly than any great 
Eastern city. Brooxlyua handles at her wharves 
more of the staple products of the West than any 
Eastern oity. Brooklyn sends to the West more 
pound, of freight than any Eastern city. Chicago 
sends to Brooklyn the preduact of the husbandman; 
Brooklyn retarns to Chicago the product of the 
artisan. 

Mr. MoKelway followed Mayor Boody, and 
Murat Halstead was the last speaker. Then 
the Arion Society sang ** Dixie,’’ the orchestra 
played the bridai music from ** Lohengrin,” and 
the programme was finished.

PETTY THIEVES AT WORK. 


Many Articles Disappear from Adminis- 
tration Building. 


CuicaGco, June 27.—There is plenty of work 
for Capt. Bonfield’s secret service detectives in 
the Administration Building. Since the rooms 
in Pavilion C were partitioned off for news- 
paper and other offices and occupied at the 
opening of the fair, there have been innumer- 
able thefts in the darkness of night, some petty, 
but many of valuable articles, clothing, liquors, 
cigars, pencils, waste-paper baskets, leather 
satchels belonging to visitors, umbrellas, water- 


proof coats, postage stamps, cuide books, cata- 
iogues, invitations to varieus functions, and 
souvenirs ef the fair presented to members of 


the press. 

The building is supposed to be guarded every 
night by the guards, but they have falled to 
tind the leak. A ferce of colored janitors is 
supposed tu be at work sweeping the corridors 
and offices during the night, and as they havé 
duplicate keys to all rooms, the burden of sus- 
picion has been placed upon them by tke vio- 
tims of the thieves. The keys to the offices have 
been changed once, but the trouble seews to be 
that too mavy keys are in ciroulation and the 
key for one olfice will unlock the door of any 
other on the floor. 

Complaint has been made to the Council of 
Administration and the Director General and & 
change of system has been promised. 


Souvenir Coins at Par.

MRS. OHASE IS OOMING BAOK. 


Through a Mistake She Was 
Taken to Auburn Prison, 


Illegally 


A peculiar complication in the case of Dr. 
Sarah B. Chase has arisen. She was convicted 
of manslaughter for causing the death of Mar- 
garet Manzoni by a criminal operation. On 
June 14 she was sentenced by Judge Martine to 
nine and a half years’ imprisonment in the 
Aubarn Penitentiary for women. 

Her attorneys at once applied to Judge Ingra- 
ham of the Supreme Court for a writ of reason- 
able doubt pending an appeal. This applica- 
tion acted as a stay of execution, and the 
prisoner could not legally be removed to the 
penitentiary. But uo notice of the action be- 


fore Judge Ingraham was served on Warden 
Fallon of the Tombs, and when the Warden of 
the Auburn Prison, in acoordance with the new 
law regulating female prisoners, sent two keep- 
ers down for Mra. Chase on the notice of her 
sentence sent him by the Clerk of Judge Mar- 
tine’s court, the prisoner was delivered up. 

In the meantime District Attorney Nicoll had, 
on Monday night, telegraphed to Auburn to 
have Mrs. Chase returned to this city. He had 
word yesterday that the prisoner was on her 
way in charge ofa guard. He said the removal 
was the result of a misunderstanding. 

On Monday Messrs. Graybill & Pentecost, at- 
torneys for Mra. Chase, learned of her removal, 
and they went to work at once to have her 
brought back. They obtained an order from 
Judge Lawrence, sitting in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, requiring the Warden of the Tombs, 
Sheriff Gorman, and the District Attorney to 
show cause why they should not be punished 
for contempt of court in permitting Mrs. Chase 
to be taken away. Warden Fallon, the only one 
who is really concerned, pleaded in excuse that 
no notice of the stay had been served on him. 
The case was set down yesterday for argument, 
but it was adjourned until Thursday. 


ITALIAN DEPOSITORS MOURN. 


A Williamsburg Banking Firm Disappears 





With Other People’s Money. 


There was considerable excitement among 
the Italians of Williamsburg yesterday when it 
was found that Pietro Ferrara and Michael 
Angelo, who ran a banking concern at 314 and 
316 North Second Street, under the name of P. 
Ferrara & Co., had disappeared. 

Neither of the men has been seen aince last 
Friday. When they left the savings of several 


hundred small depositors among their country- 
men were unaccounted for. 

The amount of money said to be missing is 
estimated all the way from $2,000 to $5,000. 
The concern bad been doing business for about 
® year, and it has been rumored for some time 
that it wae in a shaky condition. 

Ferrara was arrested some time ago for 
swindling, but adjusted the matter. He is said 
to have wealthy relatives in Italy.

STREETS TO BE NEWLY PAVED. 


Commissioner Daly Submits a List to the 
Board of Estimate. 


When the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment met yesterday afternoon Commissioner 
of Publio Works Michael T. Daly reported that 
he had $311,900 balance on hand outof the 
$1,500,000 special appropriation for repavizg 
the streets this year. He also submitted the 


following list of streets which he desires to re- 
pave with this baiance: 

West side of the Boulevard from Ninety-second te 
One Hundred and sixth Street (the east side is to be 
torn up next year to lay water pipes;) One Hundred 
and Twenty-third Street, from Seventh to Eighth 
Avenue; One Hundred and Twenty-seventh St: est, 
fro Park to rifth Avenue; Seventy-sixth Street, 
frou? Third to Lexington Avenue and from Eighth 
Avenue to the Boulevard; Sixty-third Street, trom 
Madison to Park Avenue; Fifty-ninth Street, trom 
Sixth to Seventh Avenue; Twenty-seventh Street, 
from Fifth to Sixth Avenue; Twenty-ninth Street, 
from Lexington to Third Avenue; Kieventh Street, 
from Sixth to seventh Avenue; Kighth Street, from 
Avenue B to Avenue C; New Street, from Wali to 
Beaver, and Twenty-sixth Street, from Madison 
Avenue to the North River. 

On One Hundred and Twenty-third Street and 
the Boulevard the new pavement will be asphalt 
on macadam foundation. New Street will be 
repaved with granoite on concrete foundation. 
The other streets will all be repaved with 
asphalt on the present stone foundation. The 
estimated cost is $293,480. The board referred 
the list to the Controller, who will report upos 
it next Friday.

THAT IS HOW THE ‘VARSITY 
SIGHTS ARE NOW ROWING. 





Xn Spite of the Changes in Positions 
Yale’s Crew Is Now Skimming Over 
the Water in Characteristic Cook Style 
~—Harvard Oarsmen Show Excellent 
Watermanship and There May Be a 
Surprise—Arrangements for the Race— 
An Observation Train of Forty Cars. 


} New-Lonpon, Conn., June 27.—The univer- 
Bity crews have putin a very busy day, and 
‘Yale particularly ought to be well satisfied 
with her showing. In epite of ‘‘ Bob” Cook’s 
atatement yesterday that he should not permit 
the young men whom he was in charge of to go 
Over the course on time, he sent them the four 
miles this morning at a clipping pace. They 
Minished strong in 21:20, very good time, 
8ven though the conditions were favorable. 

The crew left their quarters at Gales Ferry 
gbout 10 o’clock, and swung easily down stream 
to the starting point, which is almost opposite 
Harvard's quarters, followed by the Yale launch 
containing Coachers Cook and Alfred Cowles. 
They started off at racing speed, but within a 
souple of hundred yards settled down toa long 
sweep of thirty-four to the minute. Before the 
end of the second mile was reached Capt. Ives 
firopped the stroke to thirty-two. They hit up 
again the last half mile, and finished at thirty’ 
tix to the minute The tide was atebb and 
there was a slight breeze blowing, but what 
there was aided rather than hindered the prog- 
ress of the crew. 

Mr. Cook has certainly reason to be proud of 
what ke has accomplished during the ten days 
he has spent here. In spite of the changes that 
have been made in the boat, an almost unheard- 
of thing inthe annale of Yale rowing so soon 
before the race, the crews are rowing in char- 
acteristic Cook style—with all the vim and 
smoothness which that past master in the art 
seems able to instill into his charges after he has 
had them under his eyes even for a few weoks. 

The great fault of the crew is their water- 
manship. They do not handle their oars as 
well as most Yale crews do, and this is likely to 
tell materially against them if the water should 


be rough on Friday. for Harvard’s waterman- 
ship ie excellent. After finishing the course 
the crew was taken on board the launch and, 
with the shell in tow, steamed back to its 

uarters. Late this afternoon the crew was on 
the water again practicing starts, but Cook 
kept his men well outof sightin a little sheltered 
bay just above the ferry, where he has had a 
half-mile course laid out. 

The men look to be in perfect condition, al- 
though Gallaudet could not lose many pounds 
with safety. The cool air of the last few days 
has had much to do in straightening out the 
ynen, Who were drawn alittle fine. Cook refuses 
to open his moustb, a pretty sure sign with him 
that he is well satisfied with the outlook. He 
does not look so worried as he did a week ago 
and talks to the men in a milder tone. 

Bat, even though Yale has made wonderful 
progress in the last four or five days, Harvard 
men need not begin to weep aud wag their 
heade philosophically and say, ‘‘ The same ojd 
story,’’ for, as they are saying at Sheepshead 
in these days, they are going to have a run 
for their money. The boys at Red Top 
are putting in some mighty hard 
work, and they will give their old 
ppponente plenty of work before the four miles 
are rowed out, even if they do not sueceed in 
powins the nose of their shell ahead of the 

lue. Stranger things have happened, and 
“Harry” Keyes and Nelson Perkins may give 
their friends and admirers a pleasant surprise 
on Friday. . 

To-day Harvard practiced starts, and when 
the crew was well warmed up, spun off a mile 
in 5:044,, rowing about thirty-eight to the min- 
ute. They went up the river, Keyes stopping 
them occasionally to point out the individual 
faults. To the inexperienced eye it would be 
ditiicult to pick out faults in the crew, for it is 
rowing smoothly and, as the mile showed to- 
day, fast. The great fault with the crew 
is that they do not seem to be able to keep the 
boat on an even keel. They will row beautifully 
fora time and then, witheut apparent cause, 
the boat begins toroll Fearing, at No. 5, is the 
poorest oar and weakest wan in the boat. Part 
of the time to-day Nelson Perkins took ils place, 
and with him in the waist the shell moved more 
smoothly and the men seemed to put more life 
and vim into their work. 

Itis a pity that Perkins cannot be prevailed 
upon to rowintherace. He is in perfect train- 
ing, and ie of course eligible, as a member of 
the Law School. It will be remembered that he 
was Captain of Harvard’s winning crew in 
1891. ‘he reason he does not row is be- 
cause of his arm, which has troubled 
him more or less for the last couple of 
years. The doctor tells him that, if by 
chence he should overstrain it again, it might 
trouble him for all time. Naturally he is loth 
to take any chances. With the single exception 
of Fearing, the men arein good condition and 
spirite. 

Fennessey, the freshman stroke, is improving 
Gaily, and with another year’s experience will 
have a crew hard to duplicate in either college. 

The arrangements which have been made to 
accommodate the spectators who desire to wit- 
nese Friday’s race are unusually complete this 
year. The observation train will consist of 
forty cars, of which thirty-four have been 
assigned to Yale and Harvard—seventeen to 
each college. The remaining six cars 
have been bespoken by the local resi- 
dents. The priee of each seat is $2.5. A re- 
duction was made to the colleges, when the 
train was chartered, of $1 per seat. This ar- 
rangement will undoubtedly prove quite a 
factor, helping the committees to meet the ex- 

of the race, as pearly every seat on the 
train is already sold. 

The steamers Manhanset and Hattie will fol- 
jow the race. In addition, the various wharves 
and pointe of vantage along the course are be- 
dng prepared for the accommodation of the ex- 
pected crowds. 

The great race will be rowed down stream at 
10:30 o’clock Friday morning if the conditions 
are favorable; if not, it will be postponed until 
late in the afternoon,in which oase the course 
will be up the river. 





READY FOR THE FRESHMAN RACE. 


Yale a Strong Favorite for the Triangular 
Rowing Contest at New-London. 


NEW-LONDON, Conn., June 27.—Dull, leaden clouds 
lent a dreary aspect to the usually bright hues of the 
lovely New-Engiand landscape which especially 
characterizes this part of Connecticut. Fears have 
Deen expressed that the rain which fell in light 
showers at intervals to-day will interfere with the 
Progress of the big boat races which begin to-mor- 
row. The sky this evening, however, is not so 
threatening. Numbers of athletic-looking young men 
are thronging Main and Bank Streets, attired in the 
characteristic flannels, white duck, and pilot suits 
eo dear to the hearts of the true waterman. They 
Sre expressing hopefuljopinions on the state of the 
weather for to-morrow.

GOV. FLOWER AT POTSDAM. 


Takes Part in the Graduation Exercises of 
the Normal School. 





PoTSpaM, N. Y., June 27.—Gov. Flower par- 
ticipated to-day in the commencement exer- 
cises of the Normal School.

“The most conspicuons thing in her educa- 
tional exhibit,’’ said the Governor, “ is the 
most suggestive thing of the entire exposition. 
lt telle the story and gives the reasou of her 
greatness. It is a broad, long map of the State, 
covering a generous portion of the wall, and 
dark with black disks. Every disk stands fora 
schoolhouse, and there are 12,000 of them ! 

‘Nothing in all the exposition is more im- 
pressive than thet map with its black disks. 
There is no countyin the State not thickly 
sprinkled with them. Itis the first time such a 
map has been made, and the credit of its mak- 
ing belongs to the pupils of the high scbool at 
the capital of the State. 

“The next thing that strikes the eye in the 
department of education at the World’s Fair is 


the extent of the New-York exhibit. We are, 


just one-forty-fourth: of the Union—only one 
State out of forty-four—but our educational ex- 
hibit occupies one-seventh of the whole space 
devoted to this department. 

“No other State has so large an exhibit. No 
other State has its exhibit so nicely installed.”

T. McCants Stewart, the Colored -Member 
of the Brooklyn Board of Education, 
May Again Seek to Replace Her—Col- 
ored Society Considerably Excited Over 
the Matter—Stewart and Miss Putnam 
Were Formerly Friends—No Explana- 
tion of the Change. 


There is a serious schism among the Afro- 
Americans in Brooklyn caused by the opposi- 
tion of T. McCants Stewart to the appointment 
of Miss Georgiana F. Putnam of 37 Fort Greene 
Place as head of department in Public School 
No. 83. Miss Putnam, who is colored, has been 
a teacher of colored children for twenty years in 
the public schools of Brooklyn. At a recent 
meeting of the Brooklyn Board of Education, 
when Miss Putnam was appointed, Lawyer T. 
McCants Stewart, the only colored member of 
the board, unexpectedly opposed her, and voted 
for Miss Beck, the white candidate for the poai- 
tion. 

Knowing Miss Putnam's ability to be of a 
superior order, and knowing her long service and 
experience as a teacher, and that she held a cer- 
tificate of the firet grade, granted not more than 
tive years ago, a majority of the white members 
of the board voted for her, but Lawyer Stewart 
Was arrayed against one of his own race. 

When he was asked why he had opposed Miss 
Putnam, Stewart said he voted as he did solely 
because he deemed her opponent more com- 
petent. He did not criticise Miss Putnam’s abil- 
ity, butsimply declared that, no matter how 
competent she might be, he considered the other 
candidate more so. This aroused considerable 
talk in colored society in Brooklyn, as Mr. 
Stewart and Miss Putnam both moved in the 
most select colored social circle. They had 
also been the most intimate of friends, ard, 
therefore, his motive in opposing her appoint- 
ment was, naturally, quite generally discussed. 

In an article printed in Tne NEW-YORK 
TIMES June 8, Mr. Stewart gave extended rea- 
sons for his actions, based upon his assertion 
that he voted for the person he considered most 
competent. This the friends of both parties de- 
clare to be utter rubbish, and they express the 
belief that he had hidden his real motive. 

Fresh fuel was added to the flames last week 
when it was announced that at the meeting of 
the Board of Education tobe held on July 11 
Mr. Stewart would move for a reconsideration 
of Miss Putnam’s appointment. In consequence 
of this, allof her friends, most of whom were 
formerly Stewart's friends also, are up in arms. 
Last Friday night a number of them met at the 
residence of Mrs. 8. J. 8. Garnet, widow of the 
clergyman, Henry Highland Garnet, at 
205 De Kalb Avenue, and held an indignation 
meeting. 

The Kev. A. M. Freeman, Brooklyn's vener- 
able colored preacher, presided over the meet- 
ing, which he stated had been called to approve 
of the appointment of Miss Putnam by the 
Board of Education, and to express their dis- 


approval of the conduct of T. McCants Stewart 
in opposing her. 

Lawyer Aifred ©. Cowan and Samuel R. 
Scottron expressed themselves as in favor of 
absolutely ignoring Mr. Stewartin the matter, 
as he had proved recreant to the interests of 
his race. 

George E. Wibecan, a clerk in Post Office 
Station E, East New-York, said: ‘* Let the con- 
tempt of bis people fall silently upon him, for 
he has calied down upon bis head the contempt 
and hatred of every person in -Brooklyn, with- 
out regard to color.” 

A committee, composed of Bamuel R. Scot- 
tron, Mrs. Garnet, and Mr. Wibecan, drew up the 
following resolutions, which were adopted, and 
will be presented to the Board of Education, 
after having beeu circulated among the colored 
citizens of Brooklyn for signatures: 

To Se Honorable Members of the Board of Educa- 
tion: 

The undersigned, citizens of the City of Brooklyn, 
respectiully bee leave to present resolutions of ap. 
proval of the actiou of the board in the case of Miss 
G. F. Patnam, who was lately appointed to the po- 
sition as head o/ department in Public school No, 33. 

The action of the board in this particular case 
claims our attention because of ils exceptional 
character, Marking @ new era in the history of our 
schovis and prooi of the fact that color shall not be a 
bar in thefulure to promotion among the teacners 
in eur public schools. 

We believe Miss Putnam to be & competent 
teacher, and that her past years of service eutitied 
her to the marked consideration. 

Mr. Stewart was seen yesterday at his office 
in Cedar Street by a NEW-YouK TIMES reporter 
aud said: “ { have nothing further to say about 
the matter than what was publishedin Tur 
Times of June8. I decline to say whether I 
will ask for a reconsideration of Miss Putnam’s 
appointment at the next meeting of the board 
ornot. i will say this. however: I form my 
opinions with deliberation and caution, and, 
after I have formed them, stick tothem with 
courage. I speak for the masses, not for ao 
coterie of social ‘ nincompoops.’ 

“If you desire to know my standing among 
my own pevplo, I will say that l have recentiy 
been re-elected, by a unanimous vote, President 
of the Brooklyn Literary Union, a body com- 
posed largely of wealthy colored people and 
wholly of those of education and retinement. 
The leader of these protests against my action 
is Mrs, Henry Highland Garnet, a lifelong friend 
of Miss Putnam and herseif the Principai of the 
colored public school in West Seventeenth 
Street, New-York. That is all I have to say 
upon the subject except that I shall stand by 
my convictions.” 

Mra. Garnet was not at home when the re- 
porter called, but her sister, Dr. Susan 8. Mo- 
Kinney, said: 

‘We cannot find any excuse for Mr. Stewart's 
action in the premises. He has been & most inti- 
mate friend of our family and of Miss Potnam 
for many years. We all admire him and feel 
proud of him, but cannot understand his motive 
in opposing Miss Putnam’s appointment. It 
surely cannot be because she is incompetent, 
foreheis not. On the contrary, she is a finely- 
educated and highly-cultured woman. She has 
been like asister to Mrs. Garnet and me, and 
taught with my sister twenty years ago in 
Williamsburg.”’ 

Mrs. McKinney exhibited Miss Putnam’s cer- 
tificate, granted by Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Patterson five or six years ago, in 
which he certified that he had examined her 
and found her capable in every way to holda 
certificate of the frst grade. 

**Mr. Stewart could not have been ignorant of 
the fact that she held this cortificate,’” Mrs. Mc- 
Kinney said, “and therefore, while we thinka 

rreat deal of him, we think he has gone out of 
1is way to do an injustice to one of bis race. 
We hope he will go no further with this matter. 
We are at a ioss to understand his motive.” 

Sue said the meeting held on last Friday night 
im her sister’s parlors was conducted with the 
utmost decorum. Efforte had been made to cet 
Mr. Stewart to attend, but the committee could 
notreach him. Sle denied that her sister was 
the leader in the revolt against him, and said 
they were only protesting against an injustice 
to Miss Putnam. 

Miss Putnam was ill when the reporter called 
at her home and could not be seen. 


New Elevated Roads Fifty Feet in Air. 

The East River Bridge Commission met yes- 
terday afternoon at 2 o'clock, and as all the 
testimony was not in, decided to apply for an 
extension of time at the General Term of the 
Supreme Court on June 30. 

Chief Engineer Waterhouse of the elevated 
roads in New-York testified that the proposed 
cross-town roads would have to be builtata 
height of tifty feet in order to pass over the 
present lines. 

Elaborate profiles of Grand, Division, and 
Canal Streets, showing the heights of the pres- 
ent elevated roads at various places, were pro- 
duced, but all of the withesses were of the 
opinion that the proposed new roads were fva- 
sible even at the great height at which they 
would have to be built.

RETURNED BAGS OONFUSE THEM. 


Customs House Inspectors Find It Hard to 
Tell Foreign Bags from American Ones. 


Examiner Patton of the Appraiser’s Stores 
brought a number of bag importers and manu- 
facturers before the Custom House investiga- 
tors atthe Barge Office yesterday to contradict 
the statement of Importer James Ross Collins 
made the previous day that it was easy or 
practicable to tell American jute or burlap bags 
from foreign bags of the same materials. 

Those who testified were Henry Brewer of 
78 Pearl Street, Percy Kent of 25 Bridge 
Street. C. W. Kurtz of 7 Water Street» 
James Watson of 52 Broadway, and William B. 
Cunningham of 51 Chambers Street. Mr. 
Brewer said positively that it was not possible 
to absolutely distinguish between American 
and foreign bags. The others thought that in 


many oases a strong probability in favor of or 
against the foreign manufacture of the bags 
might be established by a careful examination. 

Assistant Appraiser Goode told Mr. Magone 
he never knew there was o law directing the 
levy of a tax on returned bags of foreign man- 
ufacture, 

James F. Phillips, an examiner of hosiery, 
said that the MeKinley law discriminated in 
favor of cheap, trashy shoddy goods of foreign 
ata and encouraged their importa- 

on. 

Examiners Frederick B. Bieling and Frank 
Burke of the china and glass ware division and 
Examiner J. Rk. Hilyer of the department of 
lenses, spectacles, &c., declared to Mr. Magone 
that their factlities were eo poor, their help so 
inadequate, and their time for examinations so 
limited by the great pressure of imports that 
they were unable to make other than a super- 
ficial examination of more than three-quarters 
of the cases sent to them. They tried to estab- 
lish qualities of goods, but were unabie to 
verify quantities. They said they had frequent- 
ly reported the situation to Assistant Appraiser 
Stevens, but no remedy had been provided. 

The commission laid down to Examiner Pat- 
ton its interpretation of the law affecting re- 
turned bags, He promised to be careful, but 
said he was still of the opinion that it was ex- 
tremely difficult, if not impracticable, to dis- 
tinguish between American and foreign bags in 
fhost cases,

THE CLUBS WANT THE SPOILS 


WEARY OF DOING POLITICAL WORK 
FOR GLORY ONLY. 





Meeting of the Republican League Con- 
vention at Saratoga—The Attendance 
Disappointingly Small—A Radical Change 
of Policy Introduced — The Clubs to 
Build up a Machine to Rival the Reg- 


ular Organization — Platform of the 


League. 


SARATOGA, June 27.—"‘ The Kindergarten,” a8 
some of the old Republicans who have been as- 
sociated in politics with Thomas C. Platt and 
the other practical politicians have irreverently 
spoken of the State League of Republican 
Clubs, took a step to-day which it 
thinks will put it more nearly on & 
par with the State “machine” than it 
has ever been before. The action came 
to the surface all at once, after a day in which 
open declarations had been made that it was 
“time for the olubs to assert themselves and 
overthrow the old timers, as has been done in 
Western States,” and was done without debate, 
although it wassaid that the plan had been 
under discussion for a year. 

The action, according to some members, is 
the signal to the Republican leaders that the 
clubs have ceased doing work unless they may 
be entitied to some share in such rewards as 
come in sight. It was the last and most 
interesting of the transactions at the sixth an- 
nual convention of the Republican League of 
Clubs which began its session here this morn- 
ing. 

The convention was not as large as its friends 
had predicted. The original eatimate of 2,500 
delegates was cut to 1,000 two or three days 
ago. This mornigx about 400 filed into the new 
and commodious hall which Saratoga oltizens 
have built for conventions. It is a beautiful 
hall, but is altogether too spacious for 
a gathering of Republicans, when they have 
no more enthusiasm than they seem to have in 
this State atthistime. It seats 5,200 people, 
and 400 look lonesome in it. They looked so 


this morning. Some of the enthusiasts said 
that the World's Fair had interfered; others 
said it was the season, and nearly every one 
had some excuse for the utterly louesome band 
which met in response to the call 

The coming of the delegates created little im- 

ression on the city. The delegates from New- 

ork, Brooklyn, and Staten [sland reached here 
this forenoen, and it had been expected that 
they would arouse some enthusiasm by a parade. 
Bayne’s band from New-York and the Lincoln 
Pioneer Corps formed the walking portion of 
the parade, and C. C. Shayne, Mahlon Chance, 
apd Henry Gleason riding in a carriage com- 

leted it The delegates, who had been on % 

udson River boat all night and taken part in 
&@ parade through Troy, when they landed were 
not in the mood for dress parade, and they 
gtraggled up to Congress Hall and lefs their 
gripsacka as quiokly as possible. 

Congress Hallis headquarters for Secretary 
Hedges, President McAlpin, and Treasurer Cal- 
vin, and in the corridors of this hotel the dele- 
gates have been buttonholing each dther, cau- 
ousing for olttices, and insisting that they are as 
much entitled to be called politicians as Thomas 
Cc. Platt or any one else. ‘those who have had a 
hand in Republican politiosin this State are 
not here to any extent. 

Mr. Platt, Mr. Miller, Whitelaw Reid, John W. 
Vrooman, and Levi P. Morton, who were invited, 
sent letters of regret, which were read this 
afternoon. Even J. Sloat Fassett is not here. 
and he has sent no word of explanation which 
has been made public. They wanted him for 
President because he has money, but he would 
not accept. 

Until late in the afternoon there was little to 
talk about except the filling of the ottices, and a 
fight of considerable size was developed over 
that subject. This promises to groweven worse, 
because, under the reorganization scheme, 
some of the officers are to draw salaries, and sv 
the stakes are considered worth more of a 
struggle. This and one or two incidents of the 
convention have set the crowd to buzzing. 

The resolutions condemned the action of the 
New-York Union: League Club in blackballing 
young Mr. Seligman because ho is a Hebrew, 
and, as this is considered precisely in line with 
the semi-declaration of inaependence alluded 
to, it receives more attention than it othorwise 
might, and the quiet, gruesome feeling of the 
morning has given place.to hot talk on the 
part of all. This morning the delegates drank 
tepid mineral water from the bubbling springs, 
and were sedate aud thoughtful. To-night 
many ofthem have apparently forgotten that 
there is anything liquid in the world outside of 
the hotel basement, and they are not half so 
sedate and wild as they were twelve hours ago. 

There is more trouble over the election of a 
Secretary than over the Presidency. President 
E. A. McAlpin declared openly this morning 
that he would not serve again. Then Mabion 
Chance, (. ©. Shayne, and Henry Gleason 
formed themselves into a committee to boom FE. 
B. Harper of New-York, President of the Mutual 
Reserve Life Fund Association. ‘‘ He willmake 
things go with vigor,’’ said Henry Gleason,” 
**and, besides, he lives in New-York and would 
putup money. That's what is wanted.” 

Then it came out that the reason why Col. 
McAlpin is so anxious to quit is that he is tired 
of investing from $10,000 to $20,000 a year 
and getting such small visible results. ‘* Every- 
body has been bleeding him” was the argu- 
ment. When the beom for Mr. Harper had been 
well started, Broome County descended like 
an avalanche for George KE. Groen of 
Binghamton. The delegates from that coun- 
ty carried brooms into the convention 
hall, upon which were the words in 
Jarge letters: * lt will be George b,”’ and under 
this a big streak of green paint The convention 
yelled and the band played “‘ Wearing of the 
Green.”’ Mr. Harper, it was said, was indiffer- 
ent as to whether he had the honor or not, and 
as it was reported that Mr. Green will con- 
tribute as liberally as he can, he is the favorite 
by all edds to-night. 

There is asplit over the Secretaryship. J. B, 
Townsend of the Eleventh Assembly District, 
New-York, wants it, and has a hundred or more 
workers. J. 8 Jewell of Staten Island also 
wants it, and his friends are buttonholing 
everybody. Under the action of the convention 
just before adjournment this position becomes 
@ salaricd one, the precise amount to be 
fixed by the Executive Committee. Early 
in the day trouble for Mr. Jewell ap- 
peared in the shape of a protest from 
some of the delegates from his own county, that 
he was not entitled to the honor. Henry K. 
Schotield of Richmond County said openly that 
Mr. Jewell had been working with Democrats, 
and was wore in sympathy with that party than 
with the Republicans, and this was urged as a 
reason why he should not have the place. 
~_It developed that the outside delegates were 


“fot much prejudiced against Mr. Jewell because 


of those statements. It was snid that this was 
simply an illustration of the peculiarities of the 
Staten Island Republican. Cne of his traits, it 
was said, was a desire to prevent any other Kkeo- 
publican from receiving auy more honors than 
be himself has. so .Jewelland Townsend are 
hard atit to-night, with Jewell apparently in 
the lead. 

The New-Yorkers are badly divided. Presi- 
dent McAlpin is for Jowell; wany New- Yorkers 
are for Townsend. The clubs from New-York 
have been called to meet to-morrow morning to 
tight it out before the convention assembles. 

Two sessions of the convention were held to- 
day. At noon President MeAlpin ¢alled the 
delegates to order, was welcomed by Willard 
Lester, made a reply, a gavel was presented to 
him, and he made a speech, all in an hour. 
The speech lasted about forty minutes of that 
time. The gavel, which was presented by Col. D. 
¥. Ritchie, is worth a note. The handle 
came from a tree on the spot where Burgoyne 
surrendered to Gates. The head came from a 
tree at Mount McGregor. where Gen. Grant 
died. The gavel was made by & man who 
fought under Grant. Col. MoAlpin said he 
wonld leave it as au heirloom tor bis children. 

In some of the preliminary speeches, it was 
said proudly that more than 1,000 vlubs exist- 
ed in the Stato. Secretary Hedges read the 
list, aud 153 responses echoed through the love- 
ly hall. Thirty-six of these were from New- 
York City, 15 from Rochester, and a dozen or 
more live in this city. Troy and Albany have 
aent big delegations. Not a soul replied from 
Buffalo. Seven or § clubs came from Long Isl- 
and City. Threeor4are from Krookiyn. The 
other 55 counties have sent about 7U delegates. 
The 55 vounties, which furnished about 455,000 
of Mr. Harrison's vutes in this State, are repre- 
sented by abous 70 clubs. 

Col. McAlpin’s speech touched all the current 
olitical topics. He declared for protection. 
‘here was applause, and then he grappled with 

the Mnaucial situation and brought all the dele- 
gates to their feet by charging the present Ad- 
mintetration with timidity. He demanded the 
immediate repeal of the Sherman act, and said

‘*who does not merit it by service.” He duly 
recognized the laboring man, and charged that 
the Democrats in this State had obtained con- 
trol of the Legislature by fraud. He putin 
these words, which caused some of the elderly 
men to squirm: “It may be that some of our 
own members may be guilty of this thing which 
we charge upon our opponents; if so, we repu- 
diate them.’ 

When he had ended, committees were appoint- 
ed cond the convention took a recess.

The Committee on League Work made the 
radical suggestion which it is expected will 
buildup a “machine.”

The resolutions were read by William Barnes, 
Jr., of Albany, and adopted as follows: 


The Republican League of the State of New-York 
in convention assembled hereby declares: 

First— We afiirm our constant belief in the system 
of American protection, which admits free of all 
customs duties articies which cannot be produced in 
the United States and levies a tariff upon many 
articles which can be manufactured or produced in 
the United States aufiicient. not only to foster 
and to protect the manufacture or produc- 
tion of such articies on American soil by 
American woskmen, but at the same time to 
yield a revenue nearly sutticient for the 
entire maintenanoe of the Government. We view 

resent disturbed financial conditions as resulting 

rom lack of confidence on the partof the people in 

the present Exeoutive of the Nation and the domi- 
Bant yh in Congress, fearing lest the President 
and the Democratic Party may be true to the free- 
trade principles of the Chicago platform. The fear 
that the Democratic Congress will destroy the pro- 
tective policy of the last thirty years is the chief 
cause of the business hesitancy and depression. 

Second—We believe that the equality of the pur- 
chasing power of every dollar issued by the United 
States Government should be maintained, and that 
neither the debtor nor the creditor class should be 
granted legislation to further the seltish interests 
of either. Whutever legislation may be enacted on 
that subject should have constantly in view the 
maintenance of the parity of goid and silver. We 
doubt the sincerity of the Lemocratic Party in 
favor of an honest dollar, believing thatits record 
on that question, as shown by its Representa- 
tives in Congress and by its piatfurm of 1892 in 
tavor of repealing the 1 per cent. tax on State bank 
notes, represents the true positionof that party upon 
the currency question. ‘the vacillating course of 
secretary Carlisie in dealing with the financial 
situation calls for special condemnation and inidi- 
cates the lack of purpose and intelligent judgment 
which the Democratic Party has always shown when 
dealiug with tie sound money probiem. 

Trird—We vote the eagerness with which the Ad- 
ministration at Washington rushes to strike at the 
veteran Union soldier under pretense of correcting 
possible abuses in the Pension Office as an indication 
of hostility to the entire pension system, which is 
the tuitiliment in the days of peace of the solemn 
promise of the Government made in time of great 
national peril. 

Four th—We note that the inauguration of a Demo- 
cratic President was quickly followed by the lower- 
irg of the American tiag at Honolalu, and we hold 
the unpatriotic and subservient policy of this Ad- 
ministration responsible for the anarehy that now 
threatens ap unnappy islaud which Beuvjamin Har- 
rison left-in peace and security under the protection 
of the United States. 

Fisih—We extended to William McKinley, Jr., in 
the contest before him in the State of Ohio assur- 
ances of our loyal and earnest woral support. 

St#th—We denounce the extravagance of the 
Democratic Legislature of 1893 whieh haa raised the 
tax rate of the state from $1.98 in 1892 to $2.25 in 
1893 in spite of the large aduitions to the revenue uf 
the State secured by means of wise and far-seeing 
legislation enacted by Kepublican legislators. 

Seventh—By means of a (rauduient majority in the 
State Senate the Lemocratic Party has been able to 
Tredistrict the State inio Coirgressional, senatorial, 
and Assembly districts to snitits own purposes, sv 
that Democratic communities ‘receive greater pro- 
portionate representation than Republican comma- 
nities, as is shown in Congressional. apportion- 
ment wherein the Demooratic County of Kings 
obtains five Representatives upou an aver- 
age population of 167,709 and the Deino- 
cratic counties of New-York and Richmond receive 
ten representatives for an average population of 
171,576. While, on the other hand, the Republican 
counties of the interior are massed together in Con- 
grossional districts, auch as the Twenty-third Dis- 
trict, with 191,156; the Twenty-seventh, with 
189,139; the Twenty-sixth, with 209,103; the 
Twenty-eighth, with 213,142; the Thirtieth, wita 
196,553, and the Thirty-firat, with 189,556. The 
Senatorial apportionment shows that the same policy 
of unfair representation has been pursued. The 
County of New-York obtains pine members of the 
State Senate, based upon an average citizen 
population of 174,061. Whereas, the Kepub- 
lican counties of Washington, Warren, Ks- 
sex, Clinton, Franklin, fulton, and Hamilton 
obtain but o 6 member of the State Senate for a 
citizenship population of 229,036 in the Twenty-tirat 
Senatorial District. In the Twenty-second Senato- 
rial Distriot the Republican counties of St. Law- 
rence, Jetferson, anu Oswego, with a citizen popula- 
tion of 215,946, receive but one Senator ‘ihe 
Twenty -fifth and Twenty-sixth Senatorial Districts, 
which are Republican, show a citizen population of 
201,001 and 207,678 respectively. We denounce 
this gerry mander as an injustice to the entire people 
of the State, and we rejvice that a Constitutional 
convention to be elected next Fail will have the op- 
portunity to redresa the wrong thus committed. 

ALighta.—We point to the broken promises of the 
Democratic Party in this State made to the working 
classes of the community. For two years the entire 
legislative and executive brauches of the Govern. 
ineot have been in the hands of the Democracy, and 
no etlective legislation looking toward the better- 
ment of the poorer classes of the commun ity which 
need the protecting arm of the Government has Deen 
forthcoming. 

Ninth.—We direct the attention of the people to 
the unseemly strife now beiug wage between the 
two Democratic fact’. as in this State, each faction 
hesitating at nothing, however contemptible, and 
using every branch of the Government,including the 
ndicial, for circumventing the pians of the other. 
The might-is-right pobey pursued by the anti-Ad- 
ministration Democrats in the County of Erie, to- 
gether with the subservience of the State 
Legislature to apolitical coterie, shows conclu- 
sively how unfit to govern are the present man- 
agers of the Democratic Party lo this State.

Itiesa lasting sl:ame to the State of New- 
York that the bench of its highest court should 
be disgraced by the presence of a man who was the 
instrument by which the choice of the people was 
nullified in the former Fifteenth Senatorial District, 
and we challenge the Democratic Party to place him 
iu nomination vefore the people for the office which 
he now occupies by appointment from the Governor. 

Eieventh—The elevation of Isaac H. Maynard to 
the Court of Appeals as a reward for political serv- 
ices of a questionable character, aud the spectacie of 
D. Cady Herrick, a Judge of the Supreme Court, 
and at the same time a member of the Demo- 
cratic Committee, maintaining an active par- 
ticipation in politics are calculated to 
shake the confidence of tho people in the 
judicial department of our Government.

Thirteen:h--We a with all patriotic-hearted 
American citizens in honoring the memory of our 
recently-deparied leader, whose Republicanism had 
so true a ring, and whose meutal qualitics were so 
keen that easily he ranked not only as the first 
Republican, but as the tirat American in the land.

Charged with Augmenting His Income at 
His Employer’s Expense. 


Detectives of Inspector MoLaughlin’s staff 
have been for nearly three weeks looking for a 
young man, W. W. Van Zandt, who had been 
employed as cashier by George M. Rosenblatt, 
a jeweler, at 202 Broadway, and against whom 
charges of forgery and embezzlement have 
been lodged.

Van Zandt lived at 316 New-York Avenue, 
Jersey City Heights, but as far as can be ascer- 
tained he has not been home since he left the 
store.

It has been learned that the 
cashier was in the habit of holding back the 
cheoks given him to mail, and indorsing them

blatt, per V."". When sent to the benk to deposit 
cash he would retain the amount of money 
called for by the checks, and deposit the ohevks. 

In this way the account at the bank was kept 
apparently correct, and Rosenblatt remained 
ignorant of the fact that the uhecks to pay the 
bilis had not been forwarded. When these dis- 
closures were made Mr. Rosenbilattreported the 
facts to Inspector McLaughlin, aud search ig 
being made for the defaulting cashier.

A OONSIDERABLE RALLY IN THE 
STOOK MARKET. 





Many of Monday's Declines Made Good— 
Silver Again Weak, but Its Quotations 
Generally Nominal—Rumors of Gold 
Imports—The Movement of Money to 
the South and West—Anticipated In- 
terest Payments—No Clearing House 
Certificates Issued Yesterday. 


Nrew-YORK, 2 
TuEspDAY, June 27—P. M. § 
The stock market showed more strength 
to-day and there was a gain in prices in 
many of the active shares. At the opening 
a heavy tone prevailed, but later in the 
day there was a sharp rally, and the mar- 
ket at the close was firm. The total busi- 
ness exceeded 282,000 shares. Sugar, St. 
Paul, General Electric, and Reading repre- 
sented half of the aggregate transactions. 
Silver declined after the fashion it fol- 
lowed on Monday, when the news of the 
action of the Indian Government was re- 
ceived. The market for the white metal 
was disorganized, and quotations were 
nominal. On the Consolidated Exchange 
silver mining stocks were affected by the 
drop in the price of the metal. They were 
weak, but very little was done in them, and 
quotations were nominal. So far as effect 
on the general list was concerned, the sil- 
ver slump was far less potent than was the 
case on the first day. 
In the stock market the rally late in the 





day was due largely to covering by shorts.

There were some bullish influences, among 
them a report that gold imports were likely. 
This rumor could not be verified, although 
present conditions give rise to much dis- 
cussion of the question of imports. The 
New-York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
road announced tha ft would anticipate 
the payment of its July interest and would 
to-morrow send out checks for the interest 
on its first mortgage bonds, the West Shore 
firsts, the Beach Creek Road’s securities, 
and the Harlem stock. The total amount 
thus to be sent out ahead of time exceeds 
$2,500,000. Money was a trifle easier than 
yesterday, the bulk of the call loans being 
placed at from 10 to 20 percent. Among 
the stocks which showed advances were 
Sugar, which gained 3144; Deleware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, 35s; General Electric, 
which closed 17, up, rallying sharply from 
adecline at the opening; Manhattan, 244, 
and New-England, 1%. Consolidated Gas, 
with a decline of 3 points, led the short 
list of losses. 

The Sub-Treasury paid out $1,282,569 
interest on Government bonds. It received 
$300,000 in gold certificates against tele- 
graphic transfers to San Francisco, and 
$100,000 in currency was shipped by the 
banks to that city. Calls for money from 
the interior continued, but were not heavy, 
the amount shipped to the West and South 
being estimated at not to exceed $200,000, 
New-Orleans gets a share of these ship- 
ments, and some money is now going to 
Buffalo. The West’s repayment of ad- 
vances by New-York continues. The 
Clearing House Loan Committee did not 
issue any certificates to the banks to-day. 

The anthracite sales agents advanced 
prices 15 and 20 centsatonfor the East, 
and 25 cents for the West.

ON THE LONDON EXOHANGE, 


Discussion of the Silver Situation—Amer- 
icans Fairly Well Bought. 
Spectal Cablegram to the New-York Times. 

Lonpon, June 27.—The action of the 
Indian Government was discussed in all 
its bearings in the speculative markets to- 
day, and it was concluded that the result 
must be favorable to America, first, be- 
cause it would compel Congress to repeal 
the Sherman act, and, secondly, because it 
would stimulate the Lancashire cotton 
trade and diminish Indian competition in 
grain, causing larger exports of cotton and 
wheat from America. 

Rupee paper rose to 715g, closing at 71, 
while silver fell to 35. It should be 
understood that no minimum is placed on 
Indian exchange, but that it is prevented 
rising more than a small fraction above 
16d., as the Government will sell ra- 
pees in India for sovereigns at that 
price. The Council will allot under 16d. 
whenever the play of exchange brings the 
rupee for any length of time under the 
established parity. Special allotments 
were made to-day from 15 31-32d. to 
16 1-32d. The exchange parity with free 
coinage for silver at 35 would be 131d. 

The fortnightly settlement was quickly 
arranged to-day, the banks charging 212 
for loans, and contangoes ruling at3to 4 
per cent. The Bank of England received 
£119,000 in gold, making the net influx 
£347,000 since the last return. The Ar- 
gentine gold premium was 236, up 3. 

The markets were more active to-day, 
and Americans were fairly well bought 
when it was found that support was given 
from New-York. Illinois Central was bid 
for up to 93. 


American railway seourities were weak in the 
London market. The principal changes were: 
Declined—Union Pacific, 14s, to 2642; 8t. Paul, 
%, to 691g; Illinois Central, %, to91%; Erie, 12, to 
1732; Lonisville and Nashville, 4, to 6744; Cana- 
dian DPuaviflo, 12, to 7833; Wabash preferred, 42 
to 17; Kansas and Texas, 1, to 1112; Atchison, 
83, to 2273; Northern Pacifico preferred, 44, to 
3412, and Ontario and Western, 44, to14%. <Ad- 
vanced—Reading, 5, to 712, and Lake Shore, 
44, to 1261. British consols were quoted at 
98 11-16 for money and 98 % for account. 





PHILADELPHIA PRICES, 

PHILADELPHIA, June 27.—Prices have all 
been stronger to-day, and the market in general 
has showed an improved tone. Considerable 
shorts were covered to-day, but the close was 
only at a fractional concession. Reading seouri- 
tiles were stronger than for sometime. There 
were rumors of some favorable arrangement 
that will give Reading the financial assistance 
it needs. The final consummation of this ar- 
rangement may be announced any day. Lehigu 
Valley was moderately active, but closed with- 
out material change in price. Metropolitan 
Traction was strong, selling up to 103, but 
closed fractionally lower. The other traction 
stocks, however, were neglected and dull. There 
Was a strong demand for Pennsylvania, which 
sold at 50%.

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TENEMENTS UNFIT TO LIVE IN. 


Many of Them Are Being Emptied and 
Closed by the Board of Health. 


The Board of Health yesterday ordered the 
following tenement houses vacated: 270, 282, 
284, 286, and 288 East Fourth Street, 661 First 
Avenue, 1,453 Broadway, and 106 Bayard 
Street, they having been repcrted by Sanitary 
Superintendent Roberts as unfit for human hab- 
itation by reason of their unsanitary condition 
and lack of necessary repairs. Unless the 
houses are made habitable or are vacated by 
July 5 the sanitary police will turn out the 
tenants. 

The houses 208 Thompson Street, 107 West 
Third Street, 141 Madison Street, and 498 
Eighth Avenue, which had been condemned by 
the Board of Health, were visited yesterday by 
the sanitary police, and the tenants were com- 
pelled to seek other quarters. The families 
evicted were mostly colored. They had re- 
ceived ample warning from the Health Depart- 
ment, and many of the tenants had moved their 
belongings. Some of them, however, had per- 
sisted in remaining, and their furniture was de- 
posited on the sidewalk. 

At 107 West Third Street, the family ccoupy- 
ing the ground floor had moved away, but had 
left its effects piled up in the middle of one 
of the rooms with blankets over them. On the 
top of the heap was pinned this placard: 

“NOTICE. 
“Dont touch these under penalty of the law.” 

Despite the notice the police moved the goods 
into the street. 

A colored woman at 208 Thompson Street was 
particularly unfortunate. She formerly lived 
at 107 West Third Street, where she ocoupied a 
back room on the second floor. When the notice 
to vacate that house was served on the tenants 
she moved to 208 Thompson Street, although 
she had paid a month’s rent in advance and 
there were still two weeks of the month remain- 
ing. No sooner wae she comfortably settled in 
her new quarters, for which also she was com- 
pelled to pay & month's rent in advance, than 
another notice to vacate was served on ber, and 
she was obliged to move again. 

At14l1 Madison Street the police found the 
tenants unwilling to go. The lower floor was 
occupied by Max Rosenson asa laundry, and 
the upper floors by five Hebrew families. They 
had prepared for departure, but they gathered 
in Rosenson’s place fora final parley. They 
begged and entreated for more time, and when 
they found the police obdurate they dared the 
bluecoats to lay hands on their goods, The 
police began by moving Rosenson’s furniture, 
and the other tenants quickly proceeded to cart 
away their household goods.

T) REMEDY FINANCIAL EVILS 


DOURSE TO BE ADOPTED TO RE- 
LIEVE THE PRESENT OBRISIS. 





Three Things Which Mz. W. W. Flanna- 
gan Says Should Be Done at Once— 
These Aro an Immediate Session of 
Congress, Repeal of the Sherman Law, 
and Authority to National Banks to 
Issue Notes to the Par Value of Bonds 
Deposited—Subsequent Problems. 


Ve the Editor of the New-York Times: 

1. “ When a commercial panic is tmpending, the 
only way to avert and allay it ts to give prompt, tm- 
medtate, and liberal assistance to ali houses who can 
prove themselves solvent.” 

2. “ Under the present system of commerctal credit 
there must be some source, with the power of issuing 
undoubted credtt, to support solvent commercial 
houses in times of monetary panic."’—“ Principles 
of Economical Philosophyj’—Henry Dunning Mo- 
Leod. 


In this practical age an individual who quotes 
from a book, announcing a principle which is 
applicable to the business affairs of every-day 
life, is apt to be pronounced a theorist and im- 
practical Business is supposed to be learned 
only from experience, and this is largely true in 
the life of an individual, yet this very experi- 
ence of many individuals in many generations, 
when sufficiently understood that it may be 
formulated, becomes principles of incalculable 
value to those who will take the trouble to ap- 
preciate and be guided by them. 

The same writer says: “‘There are in truth 
laws of nature in the industrial world as well as 
in the physical world, and a systematic attempt 
to violate them terminates in disaster as surely 
and as certainly as asystematic disregard of the 
lawe of nature in the physical world. It may be 
along time before the mischief is developed, 
nay fora considerable time the results may ap- 
pear to be beneficial, but in the long run the 
faulty principle is sure to produce its fruits.” 

We have had, and:are now having demon. 
strated in the commercial world by_a logical se- 
quence of events which admit of no debate, 
that there is a higherlaw tham any legislative 
enactments. The theory of the unbounded re- 
sources of sixty millions of people, having 
sucha commercial value when expressed in the 
promise to pay of their Government, that the 
fulfillment of the promise would never be re- 
quired, has been so thoroughly falsified by act- 
ual results as not to leave igs advocates the 
semblance of a fact to stand upon. 

The mere doubt of the ability or intent ion of 
the Government to redeem its promises, though 
this doubt existed for a few days only, has 
spread such a wave of distrust throughout the 
country as to threaten to engulf and destroy 
the entire structure upon which its material 
prosperity is builded—a)l commercial credit. 

If to-day this commercial crisis existed in 
England an application of the principles above 
quoted would be made by the syspension of the 
Bank act and the issuance of Bank of England 
notes, if desired in exchange for commercial 
bills, to-all solvent houses needing and apply- 
ing tor aid. The issuance of Clearing House 
loan certificates in this city and elsewhere is an 
indication of the commercial necessities of the 
moment, and is an application of these princi- 
piles, as it is an expaneéion of credit from an un- 
doubted source for the purpose of supporting 
solvent commercial houses. The prepay 
ment of interest by the Government is 
® similar application, for the release 
of currency by the Government is only 
placing in circulation credit, in the negotiable 
Torm of iw gbligation to pay on demand. But 
both of these are too limited in their applica- 
tion, the Clearing House certificates by reason 
of their restricted negotiability to bank mem- 
bers of the association, and the distrust has 
gone too farforthe six or seven millions of 
July interest to effect sufficient relief. Scarcity 
ot the circulating medium, immoderate and ex- 
cessive high rates of interest, a low rate of for- 
©.4n exchange, and the importation of foreign 
goic will finally bring relief, ali these following 
a8 a Deceseary sequence of present conditions. 
By reason of our inability to supply under ex- 
istinx laws, even temporarily, any additional 
circulating medium, relief can come in no other 
Way, and necessarilyin the sequence named. 
W hat loss, suffering, and despair this entails can 
never be told or even estimated. 

With the comparatively nigh rates for money 
prevailing here for some time and the abner- 
mally low rates prevailing in London, we should 
have had gold imports long ago, or practically 
tue same thing—iess gold exports—except for 
another cause which has prevented the opera- 
tion of this economic law, to wit, the distrust 
in the fixedness of our unit of value—the fear 
that money sent or left here, or credits, might 
be repaid with a debased currency. 

To have relief by the importation of gold, not 
by the ordinary movemeuts of trade, but forced 
by an abnormal state of commercial uffaire and 
the threatened destruction of all credit, is a 
heroic remedy, born of the necessities of com- 
merce, necessities which have come to us by 
reason of unwiee financial legislation. 

And even when this remedy is forced, we as a 
Nation begin anew to buiid up our fortunes, de- 
stroyed by ite application, forgetting or, per- 
haps, not caring tv investigate the causes which 
produced the catastrophe so long as apparent 

* good times” commence again aud continne. 

ibe writer does not share what now seems 
beginning to be the general opinion of the 
country, that the Sherman silver law is wholly 
responsible for our present finuncial ille, and 
that ite repeal will bring the needed relief. 
That the absolute necessity exists for ite repea! 
there can be no doubt, but it cannot be demon- 
strated thatthe purchase of $50,000,000 per 
annum of aiiver bullion or iron or any other 
commodity, though stored away as a useless 
and umavailable asset, can produce the wide- 
spread disaster now pervading this land any 
more that it can be demonstrated that the ex- 
penditure of $50,000,000 for pensions or any 
other equal disbursement of the Government 
would produce the like result. 

Itis not the expenditure of the amount—the 
Government has proved its ability in years 

ast to neediessly disburse annually much 
arger ameuntse—but itis the issuance of the 
Gorvernmentail promise to pay which accom- 
panies this purchase, and making this promise 
a legal tender fer the payment of debts that has 
worked the evil. Ninety-five per cent. of ths 
business of the country is done with the com- 
modity credit—the word commodity is used ad- 
M7 ta as credit is a thing which is bought and 
sold. 

So valuable and extensive is this commodity 
sredit that we could better afford to bury in 
the sea the whole of the gold the country con- 
tains—if it were possible to separate and main- 
tain credit without gold—than to have destroyed 
the credit (which is capital) that the gold sup- 
ports and maintains. 

When the Government issues paper money—a 
promise to pay whether made a legal tender 
for debts or not—it deals in credit, and this is a 
banking function, as a banker is a dealer in 
credit. The same laws which govern paper 
Issues apply with equal force to a Government 
as toa bank—the confidence in the ability and 
intention to redeem the promise must exist in 
one case as in the other. The fact may be lost 
sight of tor a time, that the promise to pay by 
the Government exists, —— when the 
promise is accompanied by the legal-tender 
teature, Or that it need ever be fulfilled, but 
sooner or later this fact will be demonstrated 
with a failure of contidence, and unless the 
@bility to redeem is always apparent the 
sare of confidence will surely come, and 

ability to fulfill be tested. This is the reason 
bs % the fund of $100,000,000 gold has been al- 

® Kept in the Treasury vaults since the re- 
sumption of specie payments, and why the 
mere suggestion of its impairment, accompanied 
Dy a donbt of the purpose to pay gold on de- 
mand, has precipitated this financial crisis upon 
use. This is the reason why under the law, as 
well as from experience, that bauke are required 
to keep availabie a certain percentage of lawful 
reserve. The banks’ reserve may be in legal- 
tender monoy, not because this money has any 
value in itself, but beoause the confidence exists 
thet this legal-tender money can be exchanged 
for the gold in the Government vaulte. 

If the Government had provided another 
fumetion of banking—discount—so that in times 
like the present it could come in direct contact 
With the commercial world, as the source from 
Which the undoubted credit might issue by the 
digeount of commercial bills. then we should 
lieve the necessary machinery for checking the 
distrust now enguifing the country. 

Our finanoia! legislation of late years has been 
Most unwise and unfortunate, @ made a mis- 
take when our Supreme Court was organized so 
as to make the decision sustaining the issue of 
legal-tender notes in time of peace. We made a 
mistake when the issue of silver certificates for 
Bland dollars was authorized by Congress, and 
we continued our mistakes when we issued 

ury notes in exchange for bullion. All 
Governmental issue of paper money is a mis- 
take, and itis time to call a halt. That it is a 
serious mistake has been demonstrated by the: 
experience of every Government which ever 
attempted it, including our own, in colonial 
times and now. 

Alexander Hamilton, with the colonial ex- 
perience fresh in his mind, said over 100 years 
ago, spéaking of Governmental paper issues: 
“They are of a nature £0 liable to abuse, and it 
may even be affirmed so certain of being 
abused, that the wisdom of the Government 
will be shown in never trusting itself with the 
use he 80 seducing and dangerous an experi- 
mont.’’

Careful reflection upon the subject leads the 
writer to the conclusion that there is but one 
——~ which we can now adopt for immediate 
relief. 

1. Let the President call Congress together at

— to the world our intention to keep 
‘aith. ; 

3. Authorize national banks to issue circula- 
tion to the par value of bonds deposited. 

When the Secretary of the Treasury has dis- 
bursed the July interest, he has done all he can. 
If he had a large surplus of available woney, 
he might further relieve the situation by depos- 
iting the same in banks. Untortunately he has 
no surplus, and under the law he cannot wake 
any such deposit until he first receives Govern- 
ment bonds as collateral security. Such bonds 
are not held by the banks in sufficient quantity 
outside of security for circulation to afford any 
relief in this direction, and the banks, for this 

urpose, cannot afford to purchase bonds, tak- 
ng the risk of the loss of premiam. 
It is known that there is in the minds of 
many of our legislators a belief that there 
is among their constituents much opposi- 
tion to national banks, and in all prob- 
ability there will be opposition to the proposed 
increase of the national bank circulation on the 
ground that the banks are @ monupoly snd will 
be benefited thereby. Such a narrow view as 
this has already brought us to this “ slough of 
despond” and will keep us there. That there 
wil be an incidental yy oe the banks 
there can bono denying, but the suggestion is 
made exclusively for the greater benefit, if not 
necessity, to the mercantile community. 

The science of economics does not embrace 
philanthropy. Seif-interest, being the main- 
spring of buman actien, is recognized as the 
leading principle in ecenomic science. Men do 
not combine Seciness and philanthropy, and 
hence neither banks nor individuals will be 
guided in their actions exclusively by the gen- 
eral good of the community when antagonistic 
to their individual gain. 

As it is undesirable, if not ruinous, for the 
time being, to obtain relief through the forced 
im portation of gold, induced by excessive rates 
of interest, and as the Goverament is unable to 
give immediate relief by the direct action of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, there seems notbing 
else to be done but to give the national banks 
the authority to issue the additional ciroula- 
tion. This will give us immediately available 
from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 of additional 
available money in the form of undoubted 
credit, (after the repeal of the Sherman law,) 
which will enabie solvent houses to be support- 
ed in this time of monetary panic, and this 
remedy can be applied simultaneously through- 
out the whole country, where it is needed, by 
reason of the scattered locations of the natiogal 
banks. 

In addition to this, and as a further remedy, 
it will induce banks to purchase more bonds 
and take out additional circulation, scattering 
the same throughout the country and afford- 
ing a relief impossible to be obtained through 
the commercial centres exclusively by the pre- 
payment of interest or the issuance of Clear- 
ing House loan certificates.

Active, and Provisions Firmer. 





CHICAGO, June 27.—The people sold wheat to-day 
who bought it yesterday. Timely rains where needed 
for Spring wheat unsettled the bull sentiment. At 
the close July wheat was %0 and September %sc 
below yesterday’s closing prices. The good growing 
weather and a slack shipping demand dragged down 
corn to the extent of 0 for July and \o for Septem- 


br. There were some sustaining orders in pork an! 
an advance of about 3Vc per barrel. Lard closed 
without change. 

Wheat at the opening was about »@4c lower than 
yesterday's closing, and prices receded 4s@4c more, 
then ru stronger, and advanoed %@%,0, but 
again ruled weaker. Prices declined %o for July and 
720 for September, held steady, and the closing was 
1g@%40 from bottom. The December fature ruled 
comparatively stronger than the other fatures, and 
closed about 4380 lower. There were numerous in- 
tiuences which contributed to the decline wWw- 
aay—reports of cooler weather and rains 
in the Northwest, and advices which stated 
that the Spring wheat crop was not 80 
badly damaged as had been reported. Cable advices 
were received which said that there were some im- 
provement in the European crops and that the yield 
would be larger than expected. Partof the trading 
to-day was in the way of closing out July and re- 
placing by taking December, which accounts for the 
widening out of the premium for the latter future. 

There were boy of small receipts of new wheat 
which affected the market some. St. Louis reported 
three cars and Baltimore 2,500 bushels. Threshing 
ig progressing. On the break some of yesterday's 
short sellers began to buy in and gave the market a 
littie show of activity and strength. Then news 
came from New-York that arrangements had been 
made to import $2,000,000 in gola from Europe to 
relieve the money stringency; the elfect of this was 
to create more contidence and increase the demand, 
under which there was a steady advance of 7gc. But 
dullvess followed, lasting throughout the remainder 
of the session. 

Corn was active at the start, first trades being off 
a@ fraction. aud the market sold down lc soon after- 
ward. beaction of wheat and the receipts over- 
running the estimate had thattendency. At the de- 
cline the demand improved, the impression going 
round that a prominent local trader was picking up a 
good deal of September having a strengthening intiu- 
enoe. Offerings fell off cousiderably, and the price 
advanced %@%o0, but the arrivals for to-morrow 
came in heavy at 440 cars, and the price again weak- 
ened 4¥@%sc, rallied, ruled easier, and at the close 
had lost %@ 0. 

In oats there was asteadier feeling early, prices 
advancing %@%sc, but later reacted %@c, and 
closed quiet at about the same prices as on yester- 
day. arvey was a large buyer of cash oata. 

Provisions opened firmer at a slight advance in 
prices, because of the receipt of about only 15,000 
hogs instead of 19,000, as estimated yesterday. 
‘here was a decline from opening prices, due to the 
attempt by the leaders in the market to unload at 
the improvement, but, tinding that impossible, they 
desisted and bid fur enough to prevent a break of any 
extent. Attention was directed to the receipts of 
hogs at Kansas City and Omaha, which together 
amounted to 20,000 head, and that led to the idea 
that bigger receipts were to be expected here in the 
near future. 

Freights were dull, wigfh fair offerings of vessel 
room at 14,0 for wheat and 1\40c for corn to Buffalo.
